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IN THE WIND 


Marc Colomer (Mon) won the opening 
day of the fourth round of the World 
Championship Observed Trials series in 
Nepomuk, Czech Republic, May 23-24, 
thus bringing to an end the unbeaten 
streak of championship leader Doug 
Lampkin (Bet), who was two points 
behind Colomer's score of 11 on Satur- 
day and just ahead of Kenichi Kuroya- 
ma (Bet) and his score of 14. On Sunday, 
it was back to normal for Lampkin as he 
crushed the opposition with an amazing 
score of four points. His closest rival 
was Steve Colley (G-G), who carded a 
15-point total. Takahisa Fujinami (Hon) 
was third with 18. Colomer, meanwhile, 
slumped to 10th. 


Beta-mounted World Trials star Kenichi 
Kuroyama has had his championship 
points from the first leg of the San Mari- 
no round on April 25 removed due to an 
infringement of the fuel regulations. 
Kuroyama says he used local pump 
fuel, but it was evidently carrying too 
high a lead content. Kuroyama, who 
must bear the expense of the test, has 
five days to appeal. 


Mike Lafferty (KTM) scored the overall 
win at the Ohio Two-Day ISDE Qualifier 
in McArthur, Ohio, May 23-24. Lafferty 
finished the rain-soaked event ahead of 
Doug Blackwell (Yam) and Chris 
Smith (Hon). Fourth place went to Rob- 
bie Jenks (Yam), with Pat Garrahan 
(KTM) rounding out the top five. The 
event also paid points toward the AMA 
National Championship Enduro Series. 


Once again, Lance Smail (Hbg) won the 
AMA Western Four-Stroke National 
Motocross Series round with 1-1 moto 
scores, in Anderson, California, on May 
24. Finishing second overall was Greg 
Schnell (Yam), followed by Rusty Hol- 
land, Dustin Nelson (Yam) and Spud 
Walters (Yam). 


Steve Zoll (Kaw) carded the overall win 
at the Mauna Kea 200 Two-Day Enduro, 
held on the big island of Hawaii, May 
23-24. Finishing second to Zoll was 
Steve Trinies (KTM), followed by Phil 
Oveland (KTM), Jade Leitner (KTM), 
and Mat Lyman (Hon). 


Multi-time Motocross National Champi- 
on Jeff Ward finished 13th in the Indi- 
anapolis 500 on May 24 after losing four 
laps early on when he was hit by anoth- 
er car in pit lane. Ward's crew had to 





replace the right side of his front wing 
when it was damaged in the pit-lane 
incident, but Ward came back to finish 
13th. His result moved him to second in 
the Indy Racing League points stand- 
ings with 90 points, just six behind 
points behind leader Tony Stewart. 


Oakley unveiled its latest creation at its 
Foothill Ranch, California, headquarters 
on May 12 - the first shoe in its line of 
performance footwear. In a lavish intro- 
duction for media, retailers and Oakley 
athletes, chairman and president Jim 
Jannard showed the shoes for the first 
time and explained the technology and 
innovations. that went into the eyewear 
maker's first endeavor into the athletic- 
shoe market.

Harley-Da vidson to 
debut new engine for '99

[: our last issue (Issue #20, May 27), we hinted that we intended to follow up on the 


News has confirmed that the next-generation Harley powerplant will make its debut 


for the 1999 model year. 


Although Harley-Davidson officials declined to comment on the specifics, trusted 
sources inside the company have confirmed that the engine is an all-new 45-degree V- 


twin, known in-house only as the “Twin-Cam 88," 


in reference to two obvious changes 


over the single-cam, 80-cubic-inch Evolution engine. The source went on to confirm 
that the air-cooled engine displaces 88 cubes, thanks to an all-new bore and stroke. Tt 
features a twin-cam-in-block, pushrod valve train, with an all-new two-valve cylinder- 
head design. The head design is, according to the source, "as big a change as when 
they went from the Panhead to the Shovelhead." The entire rocker-box configuration is 
distinctly different from the Evo, as is the larger finning on both the heads and cylin- 
ders. The lifter blocks (housing lifters that are.similar to those found in the Sportstér 
engine), pushrods and oil pump are said to be contained within the confines of the 
engine - not externally, as on the Evolution. Another new item in the 88 will be'a 
pressed-together crankshaft, which the source says is an improvement over the bolt- 
together design found in the Evolution. The entire crankcase has been beefed up to 
provide a stronger mating surface to the revised five-speed transmission, which the 


source says is not unitized with the engine. 


According to the source, this new engine has been in development for "about five 
years" and was close to being released during the '98 model year. Instead, it will see 
the light of day - in both carbureted and EFI versions - on models in the Dyna and FL 
families for '99. The Softail lineup will remain Evolution-powered for now.

The U.S. Court of Appeals for the 
Fourth District has upheld a lower court 
decision that found police in Spartan- 
burg, South Carolina, guilty of violating 
the constitutional rights of 107 motor- 
cyclists who were stopped and searched 
during a charity poker run there in Sep- 
tember of 1994, according to the AMA. 
The class-action suit, originally filed in 
February, 1995 and supported in part 
through a grant from the AMA, was 
brought on behalf of the motorcyclists 
who were subjected to searches at a 
charity ride benefiting the American 
Red Cross. The suit charged that Spar- 
tanburg Police Chief W.C. Blain Jr., who 
has since resigned his post, ordered offi- 
cers to stop, search and videotape all 
motorcyclists as they arrived at the 
Piedmont Interstate Fairgrounds for a 
concert at the end of the ride. The lower 
court found that, while the searches vio- 
lated the motorcyclists' rights under the 
Fourth Amendment to the Constitution, 
the act of stopping and requesting iden- 
tification from motorcyclists at the 
entrance to the fairgrounds didn't con- 





stitute unlawful action. However, the 
appellate court did vacate the lower 
court's decision to deny the plantiffs 
damages. City officials have been 
ordered to pay nominal damages to the 
motorcyclists who were subjected to the 
searches. 


Off-road enthusiasts will be treated to a 
wide array of interesting and education- 
al discovery points on the new Self- 
Guided Off-Road Tour, which opened 
to the general public on May 16 at the 
Hungry Valley State Vehicular Recre- 
ation Area near Gorman, California.

We will absolutely expand 
and more aggressively market the ^fami- 
ly section" at every supercross in 1999. 

Also, as many supercross fans know, 
after round six we worked with each facil- 
ity to strictly enforce their existing alcohol 
policy while at the same time limiting the 
time the alcohol was served. For example, 
at the Silverdome, beer sales were not ini- 
tiated until 4 p.m. and cut off at 8:30 p.m. 

Generally, crowd behavior was 
improved from round six on - but we all 
know it's something that can be further 
improved upon in 1999. As always, I will 
keep supercross fans advised as to our 
progress. Also, please look for the “family 
sections" at 1999 supercross rounds. Ask 
TicketMaster or your stadium's box office 
for details when tickets go on sale.

MOUNT MORRIS, PA, MAY 24 
F n a perfect afternoon for the tra- 
a ditional kickoff to the summer 
National Motocross season, 
Team Honda’s Ezra Lusk used a steady 
2-1 tally to win the 22nd annual High 
Point Nationals in Mount Morris. The 
Georgia-born Lusk followed fellow 
southerner Kevin Windham across the 
finish line in the first moto and then 
held off a late charge by Windham's 
Yamaha teammate Doug Henry to win 
the second moto and the overall in front 
of a record crowd of more than 20,000 
motocross fans. 

"I'm finally healthy and I’m ready to 
go,” said Lusk of his first 250cc Outdoor 
National win as a member of Team 
Honda. The Dunlop/Fox/Scott-sup- 
ported Lusk was tapped as an early 
favorite to win the 250cc National MX 
title but two poor showings in the first 
two rounds of the 12-race series had his 
title hopes in doubt. 

“I was still a little banged up and my 
shoulder has been a little sore, plus I 
had a little bit of a cold to deal with,” 
Lusk said. “At the point these guys are 
at now, you have to be in tip-top shape 
and right on the money to win these 
races. It finally all came together today.” 

Adding to the day’s story line was 
the re-emergence of Team Kawasaki's 
Jeff Emig as a contender. Emig put in his 
best performance since the Daytona 
Supercross back in early March to finish 
second overall behind Lusk. The 
defending two-time AMA 250cc Nation- 
al Champion has always been a crowd 
favorite in Mount Morris. This time 
around the slumping superstar seemed 
to use their support as a launching pad 
for his planned summer comeback. 

“It’s been a long time since I felt this 
good and I figured this was the place to 
get back up front,” said Emig, who fin- 
ished fifth in the first moto after a late 
crash dropped him from third. He then 
overcame a bad start in the second heat 
to finish third. 

Suzuki’s Greg Albertyn made the 
podium for the second week in a row 
after a miserable supercross season. The 
South. African managed 3-5 finishes in 
two extremely competitive 250cc motos. 

“The class has become so competitive 
that you have to fight every lap for 
every position,” said Albertyn, who fin- 
ished second a week.earlier at the Hang- 
town National in California. | 

A case in point about how competi- 
tive the 250cc class has become was the 
fact that Emig’s 5-3 was good for second 
overall while Suzuki rider Mickael 
Pichon’s 6-7 was only good for eighth 
overall. 

“There are so many fast guys out 
there right now that you get guys win- 
ning one moto and finishing 10th the 
next,” said Emig, obviously referring to 
Windham’s inconsistent effort (1-10 for 
fourth overall). “You have to get a good 
start and you have to be able to ride 
hard the entire time. I know Kevin's 
been hurt, and so have a few other guys. 
It's going to be tough like this in every 
race." 

Lusk's win on the Mike Gosselaar- 
prepped Honda CR250 allowed him to 
jump from 10th in the point standings to 
seventh, though he still has 26 points to

make up on current leader Jeremy 
McGrath (121-95). Victimized by poor 
starts, the Chaparral Yamaha-backed 
McGrath didn't have a good day in 
Mount Morris, finishing sixth overall 
with a 4-6 showing. 

After several consecutive years of 
poor weather, the 1998 version of the 
High Point Nationals was held on an 
almost perfect afternoon for racing. 
Overcast skies in the morning gave way 
to warm sunshine by the time the first 
moto got under way. The track itself 
was a hilly, well-groomed circuit with 
several steep elevation changes and 
three large jump sections thrown into 
the mix. The consensus was that the 
High Point facility was in the best shape 
it has ever been in its 22-year history. 

When the gate dropped for the first 
moto, Windham mastered a perfect 
start and led everyone around the first 
corner. His Yamaha teammate Henry 
was next on the four-stroke YZ400, fol- 
lowed by the fast-starting Mike Katin, 
Albertyn, Lusk, Suzuki's Larry Ward 
and McGrath. Emig was about 10th, 
but his position quickly improved 
when Henry fell off the first tunnel 
jump and went back to last. He restart- 
ed his bike more than a straightaway 
behind the last-placed rider and spent 
the entire moto working his way back 
up to 10th place. Katin also slipped off 
the pace before pulling out all together 
later on. 

Windham seemed to be in a race all 
by himself, and the Yamaha rider more 
or less checked out from the rest of the 
pack. After building a lead of more than 
15 seconds, Windham eased it back 
down after the halfway mark and 
cruised home with his first outdoor 
moto win as a 250cc pilot. 

"I was just riding really well and the 
track is definitely my kind of track," 
said Windham, who won the 1996 High 
Point National: in the 125cc class. "My 


shoulder hasn't been hurting as bad as it 
has the first two races and I was feeling 
pretty strong, but I don't know what I 
have left for the second moto. I haven't 
been able to train like I’ve wanted to." 

Lusk moved into second early and 
would hold the position firmly all the 
way across the finish line. 

"I rode a little bit with Kevin in 
practice and I knew he was going to be 
fast," said Lusk after his best moto of 
the season to date. "I knew if he got the 
holeshot, he would check out. By the 
time I got into second, he had a lead he 
kept the whole race. I think we rode 
dead even once I got up there. Next 
time out I hope to get a better start and 
maybe we can have a pretty good 
race." 

With Windham and Lusk so far gone, 
the huge crowd focused on the battle for 
third that featured Albertyn, McGrath, 
Ward and the resurgent Emig. For most 
of the moto, the four duked it out until 
Ward seemed to lose the pace. Albertyn 
fell once early and slipped back to sev- 
enth before clawing his way back into 
third with five laps to go^But Emig was 
riding like his old self and the four-time 
AMA National Champion raced past 
McGrath and Albertyn for third before 
falling with two laps to go. 

“Tt was in the dumbest corner - the 
same place where Albee looped out a 
couple of years ago,” Emig said of the 
spill. “The funny thing was, I was think- 
ing about that right when I did it! It was 
like, ‘Take it easy and relax and don't do 
what Albee - oops!’ Down I went." Emig 
was up quickly, but Albertyn and 
McGrath were already back by him. 
Emig still finished an outdoor season- 
best fifth. 

"It was a tough moto and I didn't 


help myself by falling once,” said Alber- 


tyn, who has been showing newfound 
patience and consistency outdoors. "I 
can't make those silly mistakes and

Lusk appeared to pull the holeshot 
from the far inside to start the second 
moto, but he overshot the corner slightly 
and surrendered the lead to Henry. 
Those two were followed by Albertyn, 
Husaberg/Balzee thumper pilot Jim 
Neese, Windham, Ward, Emig, Factory 
Connection/Jack in the Box’s Mike 
LaRocco, and McGrath. 

Albertyn moved past Lusk and start- 


‘ed to challenge Henry, and the two of 


them traded positions a couple of times. 
Emig also jumped right up into the lead 
fray, and the four riders began battling 
all over the High Point track. At one 
point Emig and Henry actually touched 
in midair over the uphill triples behind 
the starting gate, causing several 
mechanics in the nearby signaling area 
to jump out of the way. 

At the 10-minute mark, Lusk seized 
the lead for good and started knocking 
out some fast laps to pull slightly away 
from Henry, who seemed to settle into 
second as Emig’s progress was held up 
by Albertyn. Ward fell and dropped 
back out of the top 10, leaving LaRoc- 
co, McGrath, Pichon and a tired-look- 
ing Windham to battle for the sixth 
spot. 

As Lusk continued to move away 
from the field, Emig passed Albertyn 
right around the halfway point. With 
plenty of time to let things play out, 
Emig settled into a fast pace and started 
slowly reeling in the steady Henry, who 
was in turn cutting into Lusk’s lead. It 
all came to a boil on the last lap when 
Lusk, who seemed to let up a little early, 
found himself under attack by both 
Henry and Emig. 

"I knew once I got around Doug I 
needed to split and go as hard as I could 
for.a while before I slowed down," Lusk 








said hates. “On the last few laps I 
seemed to lose a little bit of my concen- 
tration and I slacked off too much. 
Those guys got close and I had to pick it 
back up." 

The Honda rider still had some speed 
and prevailed by just a bike length over 
Henry, who held the same short gap on 
the elated Emig. 

“What can I say? I’m glad to be back 
up here, but I still got a little ways to 
go," said Emig of his podium ride. "I'm 
feeling better and I’m riding stronger 
and smarter. It's just a matter of time 
now. I’m ready to get back into another 
title run." 

"| just made a dumb mistake in the 
first moto and I wanted to make up for 
it the second time out," said Henry after 
nearly pulling out a late-race win before 
crossing the line second. "I got the start I 
wanted both times today, but Ezra was 
riding really well. Everyone was going 
pretty fast today." «x

Briefly... 


A lot of people in the Pro pits were trying to figure just exactly to 
whom the #757 Suzuki belonged in the 125cc class on Sunday, 
especially after the mystery rider held down the third-place posi- 
tion for much of the second. moto. The answer to their question is 
16-year-old Branden Jesseman, and the reason for his 
immense popularity at High Point was that he is from nearby 
Fombell, Pennsylvania; Jesseman was making his AMA Pro 
National debut after turning 16 just last month, and his fifth-place 
overall finish shocked just about everyone. Less. than two years 
ago, Jesseman was a lightly regarded -minicycle rider after winning 
a total of five class titles in 1996 at Loretta Lynn's and Ponca City 
as à 14-year-old. Last year he jumped up to the 125cc Intermedi- 
ate class; but a broken leg set him back for much of this season. 
The High Point race was the first of two 125cc Nationals Jesse- 
man plans to ride in 1998, the second being the season-ending 
Steel. City National, which is also in his home state of Pennsyl- 
vania. Until then Jesseman will be competing on the Amateur 
National circuit. "I just wanted to come out here and do my best," 
said the soft-spoken Jesseman, who seemed to handle his sud- 
den success with a refreshing “aw shucks” attitude. "I got good 
starts, | rode really hard, and | think all of the training that | have 
been doing really paid off. Me and my family are really happy that 
the race turned out this way, and | think | learned a lot about what 
I have to do to improve." 








Jesseman's heroic debut also had a few pit pundits trying to fig- 
ure out the best-ever 125cc National debut in contemporary AMA 
Pro Racing history. An extensive search through the record books 
might find the answer, but here are a few of the more impressive 
debuts with which to compare Jesseman's astounding perfor- 
mance. Ricky Carmichael finished eighth overall.in his 1996 debut 
in Delmont, Pennsylvania, and Kevin Windham nearly won the first 
moto at High:Point back in 1994, but that was actually his second- 
ever 125cc Pro National. Robbie Reynard finished sixth in his first- 
ever. 125cc National, which was also at High Point in '93. Howev- 
er, the initial effort most likely to be the-best since the late 1970s 
was-the 1988 debut of Damon Bradshaw. at the Spring Creek 
National in Millville, Minnesota, where the precocious 16-year-old 
placed a remarkable fourth overall. 





As for any skeptics who might think that Jesseman's win was just 
| a home-track. deal, consider this: Sunday's National was the first 


race held at the High Point track this year, and the facility only 
holds four motocross.events a year. According to his sponsor, 
Jeff Cernic of Cernic's Racing, Sunday was only the third time in 
two years that Jesseman has even ridden on the Mount Morris 
track. 


A look at the top privateer finishers offered a huge contrast in 
ages. BSY Racing/O'Neal-supported Doug Dubach, a long- 
time veteran at age 35, was the top 250cc-class privateer pilot, 
with an 1 1th overall showing. Dubach was also the oldest rider in 
his class. On the other hand, Cernic's Racing/Performance Engi- 
neering/Gary Semics Racing-backed Jesseman was the youngest 
rider in the 125cc class, having turned 16 just last month. Jesse- 
man finished fifth overall, but he is too. young to be eligible for the 
prize money offered each week in the Copenhagen Privateer 
Challenge. 


Kevin Windham and Ezra Lusk became the fourth and fifth 
riders in the 250cc class to win a moto this season, joining previ- 
ous winners Mickael Pichon, Greg Albertyn and Jeremy McGrath. 
McGrath is the only rider in the class with two moto wins to date. 
The five 250cc moto winners are a stark contrast to the break- 
down of winners in the 125cc class, where defending class cham- 
pion Ricky Carmichael totals five by himself. Only John Dowd has 
been able to.snap Carmichael's dominance in moto wins, winning 
the first moto at Hangtown. i s 


Speaking of Ricky Carmichael, the 18-year-old's sudden rise 
to the top of the 125cc motocross heap has him winning at a 
Jeremy McGrath-like clip. In the 34 AMA Supercross or National 
MX events he has entered in his brief professional career, includ- 
ing High Point, he has won a remarkable 22 times. 


Look for Carmichael to compete in Europe for the first time ever 
in September at the 1998 Motocross des Nations in Foxhill, 
England. It was confirmed at Mount Morris that .Carmichael has 
been approached by team manager Roger DeCoster to fill the 
125cc slot for Team USA. There was no word on who will fill the 
other two slots on the squad. 


AMA 125cc National title contender John Dowd had a busy 
Saturday afternoon at High Point. After arriving at the airport in 
nearby Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, Dowd realized that he had for- 
gotten the gear bag that contained his knee braces. Dowd called 
home to have the bag tossed on a plane from his New England 
home to Pittsburgh and then waited.at the airport for five hours 


for the bag to arrive. Unfortunately, the flight was canceled, and | 
the bag was not going to make it to Pittsburgh until after 5: p.m: 
Dowd jumped in his rental car and made the 90-minute drive to 
the race track for Saturday's practice, in which he wore a bor- 
rowed set of CTi knee braces. After practice he got back in the + 
car and: drove to Pittsburgh again to grab the bag, then drove 
back to his hotel to sleep. All told, Dowd spent about four and a 
half hours driving back and forth to the Pittsburgh Airport on Sat- 
urday. "

The dry spell for Jeremy McGrath at High Point continued on 
Sunday when the current AMA/Mazda 250cc Series points leader 
slipped back to sixth overall with a 4-6 tally: High Point is the only 
venue on the entire AMA Pro Racing circuit in both motocross 
and supercross. where McGrath has never scored an overall win. | 
“I've had a lot of moto wins here and I've had a lot of bad motos, 
too," said the six-time National Champion. "Maybe it's because 
the race is always on Memorial Day, and we always have a week, 
or two off right after it, and maybe in. my mind | start my vacation a 
little too early. | get all excited about the chance to finally take 
time off after racing almost continually since January.

This year's dry High Point event was a stark contrast from last 
year's submarine races, which. were won by Scott Sheak (12566) 
and Damon Bradshaw (250cc). Both hoped to use their réspec- 
tive wins to'catapult themselves toward more success, but things 
have not turned out well for either. Sheak joined the FMF Honda 
team for 1998 but has been plagued by an Achilles'-heel injury for 
most of the year. The native New Yorker finished 10th overall this 
time with a 14-7 showing. As for Bradshaw, his career is nonexis- 
tent. After failing to get the support deal he wanted, the North 
Carolina-bred Bradshaw retired again, this time to: his new home 
in Idaho to fly airplanes and hunt. Still, the High Point faithful hold , 
out. hope for yet another Bradshaw comeback: One hopelessly 
optimistic banner hung along the infield fence read..

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or the second time in three races, 
FE SplitFire/Pro Circuit Kawasaki 

rider Ricky Carmichael dominated 
both motos in the 125cc class in the 1998 
Mazda Truck/ AMA 125cc National 
Motocross Championships. The 18-year- 
old Carmichael was in a class by himself 
at High Point Raceway, winning both 
motos with relative ease. In doing so, 
the defending class champion was able 
to. move 15 points clear of his nearest 
competitor in his bid to become the 
third successive back-to-back 125cc 
National Championship winner. 

“T got some decent starts, got into the 
lead quickly, pulled some nice leads and 
pulled off a couple of wins," said 
Carmichael, who hopes to join Doug 
Henry (1993-94) and Steve Lamson 
(1995-96) as a recent back-to-back cham- 
pion. “This is the first time I’ve ever rid- 
den this track on a big bike and I just 
love it. This track, Steel City and Budds 
Creek are my favorites." 

Carmichael rode like it all day long, 
never missing a beat on the Chad Watts- 
prepped KX125 even though he's still 
recovering from the shoulder injury he 
suffered just a week ago. 

Finishing second on the day was 
Carmichael's closest title rival, John 
Dowd of the Yamaha squad. Dowd was 
a lackluster third in the first moto, but 
rode to an inspired fourth the second 
time after falling early. Third place went 


to Team Honda's Lamson, who won last 
weekend's Hangtown National in Cali- 
fornia. Lamson ran 6-2 in the two motos 
to edge out the 5-3 of Honda of Troy's 
Mike Brown, who put in his best effort 
to date in the 1998 series. 

The biggest surprise of the day, if not 
the season, was the fifth-place overall 
finish of 16-year-old local rider Branden 
Jesseman. The Suzuki support rider was 
able to ride the huge wave of support 
given to him by the massive High Point 
audience of 20,000-plus to one of the 
best professional motocross debuts in 
AMA National MX history. 

"I didn't know what to expect today, 
but I knew that I would ride my hardest 
and be happy with that," said the shy 
teenager, who finished 11th in the first 
moto after a ninth-place start. In the sec- 
ond moto, Jesseman fared even better. 
He ran third for much of the race before 
fading toward the end. He was under- 
standably tired after competing in the 
first two half-hour motos of his career, 
but he held on for fifth place. 

“I was really glad that all of the peo- 
ple were cheering for me and that really 
helped me a lot," he said. "It definitely

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helped me late in the race when I started 
to get tired." 

When the riders lined up for the first 
125cc moto, points leader Carmichael 
chose the eighth gate from the inside 
with the first pick. Possibly as a result of 
Hangtown's epic first-turn crash last 
week, which may or may not have been 
Carmichael's fault, the rest of the major 
125cc contenders all lined up to the 
inside of the number-one rider. Jimmy 
Button, Dowd, Casey Johnson and Lam- 
son all chose gates even further inside 
than the one that Carmichael picked. 

Dowd must have made the best 
choice because the Yamaha rider blasted 
into the lead with a rare holeshot. The 
SplitFire/Pro Circuit Kawasakis of Nick 
Wey and Carmichael followed the 
Yamaha rider around the sweeping first 
left-hander; Robbie Reynard's Primal 
Impulse Suzuki, and the Honda of Troy 
duo of Stephane Roncada and Brown 
followed. Next came Button, Lamson 
and the rookie, Jesseman. Toward the 
back of the back were top-10 Hangtown 
finishers Scott Sheak, Michael Brandes, 
Casey Johnson and Thor/Smith /One 
Industries/Sunstar-backed Josh 
Demuth. 

Dowd's lead was short-lived. By the 
second whooped-out downhill, 
Carmichael had the lead. Reynard also 
found a way around Dowd, who 
seemed out of sorts for the first two laps 
before settling into the fast pace set by 
Carmichael. The three up front were 
quickly putting room on everyone else, 
and Carmichael was putting some dis- 
tance between himself and his closest 
pursuers. He was aided by the fact that 
he was the only one jumping the huge 
uphill triple jump behind the starting 
gate. 

“It wasn't something that I planned 
on doing, but once I got out there I saw 
that the approach was perfect and I 
could jump it pretty easily," said 
Carmichael of the huge launch. 

According to his mechanic, Chad 
Watts, Carmichael was pulling about 
one half-second per lap on the rest by 
leaping the monster triple. 

After displacing the fast-starting 
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Wey, Button held fourth for the first half 
of the race on the Chaparral Yamaha, 
but he seemed to start missing his lines 
and falling off the pace. Button was first 
passed by Roncada (who was showing 
the most outdoor speed he's shown all 
season) and then by his Honda of Troy 
teammate Brown. Lamson also got by 
Button, as did the late-starting 
FMF/Honda rider Jason McCormick. 
Button’s downward spiral would land 
him in eighth place at the conclusion of 
the race. 

Out front, Carmichael continued to 
pull slightly away from Reynard, who 
in turn was opening up a pretty sizable 
cushion on Dowd. At the halfway mark, 
Carmichael’s 2:19 pace gave him some 
10 seconds on Reynard, who had even 
more room to spare on third-placed 
Dowd. The three would finish the race 
at about the same splits. 

“Both Robbie and John are fast and 
strong and I knew that I had to keep up 
a fast pace the whole time or they might 
make a charge towards the end,” said 
Carmichael, who threw a nac-nac salute 
to the crowd on the last set of doubles. 
"| had to work my butt off the whole 
time.” 

"| knew that I had to go really fast 
right from the start in order to have a 
chance at beating Ricky, but he was just 
going too fast that time,” said Reynard, 
who rode hard the whole way to secure 
a season-best second. “I got the start I 
wanted and all, but he just got out there 
quicker.” 

“I pumped up a little out there and I 
was having a little bit of trouble with 
some lapped riders as well," said Dowd. 
“I got a great start, but I just had a hard 
time settling down at the beginning." 

Roncada held off a determined 
Brown for fifth. Rounding out the top 10 
were Lamson, McCormick, Button, 
Johnson and Wey. 

Just after the second 125cc moto 
exploded from the line, it looked like 
someone in the inside trio of Button, 
McCormick and Reynard hit a land 
mine. The three bikes all piled up 
together just a few feet off the gate and 
left the three riders at the tail end of the

pack. Ditto for Casey Johnson, who suf- 
fered the indignity of forgetting to turn 
his gas on before the card turned side- 
ways. Only Johnson would make it back 
into the top 10, managing another ninth- 
place finish. Button would get to 11th, 
and McCormick and Reynard would 
both ultimately DNF. 

Up front, Dowd and Lamson shared 
the holeshot ahead of Carmichael and 
Jesseman. Always aggressive at the start 
of a race, Carmichael quickly moved 
around Dowd and then set Lamson up 
with an inside-out pass on the first "S" 
section to start the second lap. 
Carmichael immediately started to pull 
away while Lamson tried to keep up. 
Dowd's day would get worse on the 
third lap when he fell in the back section 
and got up outside the top 10. 

"| just made a little mistake, and you 
can't do that with the way Ricky is rid- 
ing," said Dowd, who immediately 
started working his way back up. "I 
knew that he was long gone but I fig- 
ured that every spot counted and I just 
rode as hard as I could." 

Dowd's spill left Jesseman in control 
of third place, and the absolute rookie 
handled the gift with confidence. With 
Roncada in pursuit, Jesseman attacked 
the High Point track with the sudden 
support of almost every fan on the prop- 
| erty. For almost 20 minutes he led the 
| Frenchman before fatigue started to set 

in. But just as Roncada appeared ready 

to knock the kid off the podium, the 
| Honda rider appeared to suffer a 
| stripped front sprocket that left the 
countershaft spinning in vain. So for 
two more glorious laps, Jesseman held 
on to third before finally succumbing to 
veterans Brown and Dowd with just a 
few laps to go. 

Carmichael dazzled the crowd on the 
last lap with a can-can trick on the 
uphill triple, then added a popular vic- 
tory lap for the crowd's approval. Lam- 
son was second after a much better per- 
formance than his first-moto sixth. 
Brown was a season-best third, followed 
by Dowd. Jesseman crossed the finish 
line an honest fifth. 

- Rounding out the top 10 were Noleen 
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Yamaha's Ferry, FMF/Honda's Scot 
Sheak, Primal Impulse Suzuki's Rya 
Huffman, Johnson, and Primal Impulse 
Suzuki's Buddy Antunez. €

nly two other times in AMA 
(Deina National Championship 
— history have riders started off the 
year with two victories (Steve Eklund in 
1978 and Chris Carr in 1992). Never has 
anyone ever started a season three-for- 
three. Until now. Scott Parker, the man 
who already owns nearly all the records, 
added another accomplishment to his 
already impressive resume when the 
Harley-Davidson/ AGV / HOG/Fick- 
backed Michigander won his third race 
in a row, this one coming in the rain- 
delayed Springfield Mile. 

At first glance one might think, "Ho- 
hum, just another Parker win," but this 
race was anything but boring. 

Despite heavy rains that left the big 
oval a muddy mess, the Illinois Motor- 
cycle Dealers were able to whip the fast 
mile into near-perfect condition when 
the AMA stars hit the track a day late. 

Virtually every preliminary race had 
three to six riders going for the win. 
And the National was no different - 
even at the midpoint of the 25-lap race, 
15 to 16 riders were in the lead pack. 
Dan Butler, Rich King, Dave Camlin, 
Steve Morehead, Jay Springsteen and 
Scott Parker all led laps, and almost 
everyone else ran up front at one time or 
another on the track. 

But the finish was typical Springfield. 
Three riders at the line, with the camera 
needed to name the winner - and sever- 
al other positions as well. 

Even Parker was unsure. 

"Towards the end, from turn four to 


, the finish line, I thought "Man I've got 


it,/" he said. “Then at the last second, 
Chris (Carr) and Jay (Springsteen) go 
by. I was sure that I'd beaten Chris, but I 
didn't see Jay until the last second. 
Springer looked like he might have been 
ahead, but going past the line at 130 
mph, it's hard for us to judge. At the 
line, I was looking at the bike next to me 





(Carr's); then a split second later I see 
Jay and he's ahead. I'm thinking, 'I 
know I beat that guy to the line, but did 
this guy (Springsteen) beat me?’ I’m 
looking at this tire and all of a sudden 
Springer just appears." 

A short time later, Parker was named 
the winner, and he jumped on with 
Springsteen for his victory lap. "Hang 
on, I don't have any brakes!" cautioned 
Springsteen. 

"That was really fun, just like the old 
days. It all seemed so easy," said the Bar- 
tel's Harley-Davidson/RC Trucking- 
backed Springsteen of his third-place finish. 

Harley-Davidson of Sacramento/ 
Phoenix Racing's Carr finished second 
by the narrowest of margins. 

“I put myself in the best position to 
win on the last lap, but I just didn't get it 
done," Carr said. “I came up just that 
short. I looked at the tape and Scotty 
barely had me and Jay was about six 
inches back." 





Virtually every rider that finished in 
the top 10 felt they had a shot at win- 
ning the race. 

- Corbin Racing's Rich King came 
home fourth after leading many laps. 
^On the last lap, I just got into turn 
one a little bit hot and drifted too high 
and got off the groove," King said.

Morehead led 
Dan Stanley, Dan Butler and Bret Beyer, 
while Geo Roeder closed on the lead 
group. Roeder had started on the penal- 
ty line after he was forced to use his 
backup bike. 

“I couldn't ride the bike I qualified 
because the clutch went out of it, just as 
I was going out for my heat race," Roed- 
er said. "Both bikes were really running 
good today." 

On lap seven, Beyer took the point 
over Stanley and Butler, but a slip off 
the groove dropped Beyer out of the 
draft. One lap later, his misfortune 
would turn around. As the pack entered 
turn one, Morehead checked up and 
Roeder had nowhere to go. 

“Butler dove down on me in turn one 
and I was going to hit him and high- 
side," Morehead said. ^He claimed he 
never saw me. Roeder didn't have any- 
where to go. He got into me and about 
knocked me down, but it wasn't Geo's 
fault there.” 

USC Racing/ Lancaster Harley-David- 
son’s Butler held on for the win over 
Gardner Racing / Walters Brothers’ Stan- 
ley. S&B Racing /Suburban Motor's Beyer 
slipped into third over J.R. Schnabel and 
Mike Varnes. Roeder and Morehead fol- 
lowed well back. 


SEMIS 


» Although it didn’t seem possible, the 
semis were even more hotly contested 
than the heats. ; 

The first semi was led into turn one 
by Nicky Hayden, but he was quickly 
dropped back by Roeder and Jini 
Sumner. Hayden dropped back a ways 
with his TCR teammate Paul Bergstrom, 
but by lap four of the eight-lap race, 
Hayden was on the point over Bryan 
Bigelow. Only two years ago, these two 
youngsters were battling over Amateur 
National titles; now a spot in a Grand 
National was at stake. 

With two laps to go, Hayden slipped 
off the groove and Sumner was back on 
top over Bigelow and Bergstrom. At the 
checkered flag, it was USC Racing/Lan- 

aster Harley-Davidson’s Bigelow up 
front. The race for second was so close 
that the camera couldn't decide who 
won, so both Suburban Motors’ Jim 
Sumner and KK Supply/Mike & Eddie 
Adkins’ Geo Roeder were placed into 
the National. Hayden was a close fourth 
over Bergstrom. 

The second semi was more of the 
same, with seven riders trying for the 
two transfer spots. Kevin Varnes led 
osh Butler and Mike Hacker into turn 
one and then Hacker took over, tem- 
porarily. By lap two it was Hacker lead- 
ing Willie McCoy, Varnes, Coolbeth and 
Butler. The lead pack continued to grow 





as Shaun Russell and Paul Morgan 
joined in. 

On the last lap, Varnes led Russell 
and Hacker into turn one. Then, going 
into turn three, there was contact 
between Hacker and Varnes, with 
Varnes sliding off the groove. Saddle- 
men /1-800-FAST-HOG / Moroney's- 
backed Hacker held on for the win, with 
Bartel's Harley-Davidson's Shaun Rus- 
sell grabbing a second and his first trip 
to a Grand National main. Coolbeth, 
McCoy and Mike Varnes rounded out 
the top five. 

The last semi only had five riders 
going for the win. F&S Harley-David- 
son/ KK Supply-backed Morehead came 


out on top, while Harley-Davidson Cen- . 


tral/ Frontier Harley-Davidson's Dale 
Jenneman drafted from fourth to second 
on the last lap. Brett Landes, Steve Beat- 
tie and J.R. Schnabel were just short and 
headed for their vans. 


GRAND NATIONAL 


As close as the racing had been all 
day, it was only compounded when 
the 19 riders in the National.took the 
green. 

Positions were in a constant state of 
flux. Rarely did the leader at the line 
lead into turn one. Even at the halfway 
point, 16 riders were in the lead draft. 

The early leaders were King, Butler, 
Davis and Morehead, but Camlin and 
Parker soon wedged their way up front, 
with Carr and Springsteen also joining 
in the fray. 

"I love it," Parker said later. “I didn't 
get the best holeshot in the National; I 
didn't get a holeshot all day - I don't 
know what the deal was on that. I usual- 
ly get better starts. Today I think the 
back row was passing me, but we dealt 
with it. We had a new edge on the tire, 
but once I got rolling, it took a couple of 
laps to scuff it in. You don't want to 
bring the temperature up too fast or you 
have more of a chance to blister your 
tire. We just ran around with them for a 
little bit, tried to not let them get too 
much ground on me and kept my 
wheels in line." 

Morehead made an early charge 
stand up for a while. 

"Early on if felt real good, but when 
it came time to pick up the pace, we 
were undone," Morehead said. ^I don't 
know if a valve spring laid down or 
what; the motor just quit revving up. I 
just couldn't run with them. It's always 
fun to run up there with the good guys. 
They're all up there looking around, 
giving everybody room ~ that's the elite; 
it doesn't get any better. When you see a 
guy look over his shoulder, then move 
over and give you room, it makes it a 
pleasure." 

At the halfway point, King was up 
front, with Morehead and Parker in tow. 

As the race drew to a close, it was 
King, Parker, Springsteen and Carr lead- 
ing the pack. Parker had made a couple

of ventures to the front only to be reeled 
back in. 

“I tried a couple of times to get 
away," Parker said. "I thought there a 
couple of good shots, but for whatever 
reasons, today it was just tough." 

King looked to be in position to score 
his first mile victory. 

“I wanted to be right behind Scotty, 
down in one and two on the last lap," he 
explained later. "Springer came around 
on the outside, and I didn't expect him 
to do that. It startled me a little bit and I 
stayed on.the gas a little too hard. I just 
drifted a little bit wide. If I'd had a cou- 
ple of laps after a mistake like that I 
could have gotten back into the hunt, 
but not with less than a lap to go. I 
dropped about 10 bike lengths back and 
just couldn't catch back up. I’m upset 
about my mistake, but I'm happy with 
the day overall." 

Parker's last-lap strategy was simple. 

"That last lap, I really ran it into turn 
one and carried some good momentum 
down the back straight," he said. "No 
one passed me, so I thought ‘Man, this is 
great,’ but I was afraid they would catch 
me going into three and be able to draft 
by. I was hoping I didn't screw up, but I 
thought that was where I needed to be 
at that point - lead into three and go 
with that." 


The race to the line was close, with ` 


Carr, who had started from the penalty 
line on his backup bike, just inches 
short. 

^We broke a rocker arm in the num- 
ber-one bike," Carr said. "It broke sit- 
ting here in the pits. I worked my way 
up. into abqut seventh or eighth pretty 
early. So I decided to conserve a little bit 
of tire for the end. Then we dropped the 
hammer a little more, but it got tougher 
and tougher to move to the front. I 
thought, ‘If I'm going to have a chance 
to win this thing, I’ve got to get up fur- 
ther.' The right breaks came along, a 
couple of guys got a little bit wide in the 
corners and I was able to pick up some 
positions. I started running it into the 
corner a little bit deeper and making 
guys check up a little bit in order to 
move to the front. I had to go off what 
Scotty was doing. I got a better drive off 
four the last lap - he actually lit it up 
and I got too good of a: drive. I got too 





close to him, so I wasn't able to use a 
slingshot. I just got on his rear wheel 
and cheeped along. Had I given him a 
bit more room, I might have been able to 
make a run at him." 

Camlin wasn't satisfied with his fifth- 
place finish. 

“We knew we were going to have 
trouble coming off turn four; we just 
couldn’t get the bike to work right,” he 
said. “With about five laps to go I 
thought everything was good, then I just 
couldn’t get off four with those guys. 
It’s just one of those things. We tried to 
get it figured out, but it’s a new frame; 
this is the first time we rode it - that 
might have had something to do with 
it." 

Also running in the lead pack but not 
totally happy was Davis. 

“I was in the lead pack and as usual I 
slid it off the groove once again; it ain't 
the first time I've done that," Davis said. 
“I went from second to seventh or 
eighth - I worked my way back to sixth. 
There's a whole lot happening in those 
packs; people watching can't really see - 
I mean there's a lot to comprehend 
there. I'm fairly happy; we learned a lot 
today. I just rode the wrong lines, got up 
high and thought there might be some- 
thing, but it didn't work out. The draft 
pulled me in and I just tried to run 
around that top and pass somebody. I 
got the rear wheel out on the edge of it; 
once the rear wheel goes sideways it just 
sucks you out there more." 

Seventh went to Mike Hacker as he 
bounced around in the large pack. 

“I checked my lap times and I turned 
some fast laps, but I was just tied up 
back in the pack," Hacker said. "There 
was no room to do anything. Everybody 
was bunched up. After Kopp broke, 
coming out of two, it kind of spread us 
out and I got three more people there at 
the end. I couldn't figure out how to 
pass anybody in that train. We were 
sure going back and forth. I wish I could 
have made it out of my heat and started 
a little farther up." 

Kopp's problem was the loss of his 
chain, while running in the top 10. 

^We threw a chain," he said. "It just 
flew off. I don't know if the frame flexed 
a little or what. It was working really 
good." 
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Morehead slipped to eighth, leading 
Dan Butler and his USC Racing team- 
mate Terry Poovey. 

"| haven't ridden in a long time," 
Poovey explained. “The last time I rode 
a 750 was Del Mar, so it kind of took me 
a while to get back into the swing and I 
still felt rusty. I think if I keep going, I’m 
going to be okay. I’m going to the next 
one. If Gerry (Booher) is going to take 
me to the races, I’m going to go. I’m 
happy and I hate those Harleys - I’m 
going to have my Honda at DuQuoin, 
the last brand-new one in the world." 

After a review of the finish-line tape, 
Bret Beyer came home 11th over Geo 
Roeder, Bryan Bigelow, Dale Jenneman 
and Dan Stanley. 

“I got into the National by the skin of 
my teeth," Roeder said. “I got a good 
start, but we had put a new tire on and I 
was slipping and sliding the first four 
laps or so. Then it seemed to come in 
and I just stayed where I was at; I 
couldn't seem to move up. I think the 
bike started to tie up a little in the main. 
In the heat and semi I was drafting the 
fast guys; it seemed like in the final I just 
sat there. We'll get it figured out." 

"It was interesting - a great experi- 
ence. It taught me a lot today," Bigelow 
said. “We ran up front in everything we 
rode today: the heat, semi and main. 
Even though I finished 13th, I could still 
see the leaders and that's the first time 
I've ever done that. I got a lot of experi- 
ence and my confidence is growing 
every week." 

“We came a long way from practice, 


. with our new bikes," Stanley said. “Tt 


was working real good for the main 
event; I was right there until about 
halfway. Something faded in the motor; 
we just lost a little bit of power. I 
couldn’t even spin the tire off the turns. 
Guys started pulling away from me and 
I couldn’t draft anyone. It wasn’t the 
tires - the tires were beautiful after the 
race. Greg’s (Crow) going to have to 
look into the motor. Chris (Carr) got up 
there with me and I got in behind him 
and started following him through guys 
here and there. I thought, ‘This is going 
to be good, we're saving the tire.’ Then 
all of a sudden we lost horsepower. I 
couldn't pull anything off the turns. We 
just had to cruise around and let every- 
body pass me." 

Jim Sumner topped rookie Shaun 
Russell for 16th, but you still couldn't 
get the grin off Russell's face. 

"It felt good - I finally got it out of the 
way," Russell said. ^I had a few prob- 
lems. I went off the groove a few times. I 
don't know what the deal was - I think I 
got a little oil on my tires. I don't know 
if that's what did it or not." 

The first to drop out was Johnny 
Murphree. 

“I got off the line pretty bad; from the 
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front row, I was trying to work my way 
up and the thing started handling 
funny," Murphree said. “After the 
halfway point, I slipped off the groove 
and ended up having a flat tire. I 
slipped the groove the first time and it 
was acting kind of funny coming off the 
corners. I had it in the back of my mind 
that the tire must be going flat. Sure 
enough, I think it was the 13th lap, com- 
ing off two, it gave up the ghost. I 
pulled it in down there in turn three and 
had to watch the rest of the race. I 
pulled a wheelie at the start of the 
National and when I tried to feather it 
back with the clutch, I lost my drive and 
just went back; the guys from the sec- 
ond row were going around me - I think 
even the third row. I got up to eighth or 
so, then I went off the groove. I hope it 
was the tire and not my mistake." 


HARLEY-DAVIDSON SPORTSTER 
PERFORMANCE NATIONAL 


James Hart led the Sportsters into 
turn one but was soon run down by 
Miller Electric's Jess Roeder and Saddle- 
men's Dave Camlin. DPC's Willie 
McCoy moved into the top three as they 
began to break away. The second pack 
was led by Scott Stump over Hart, Tim 
Eades and John Faulkner. 

At the start of the fifth lap, Stump 
lost the front end entering turn one and 
crashed, bring out the red flag. Stump 
was uninjured, but he was unable to 
make the restart. 

Camlin, Roeder and McCoy picked 
up where they left off, with Hart back in 
the picture. Moving up through the 
pack was Camlin's Saddlemen team- 
mate Hacker. With just two laps left, 
Hacker took over third, dropping 
McCoy to fourth. 

Eades moved past Hart and Faulkner 
late in the race for fifth. 


BEER NUTS 
HALL OF FAME QUALIFIER 


The first of the Hall of Fame qualify- 
ing races fell to Carr as the five-lap, 10- 
rider race turned into a four-rider run- 
away. The top three finishes of Carr, 
Camlin and Davis weren't too surpris- 
ing, but the fourth-place finish of 
youngster Johnny Murphree was. 

"I'm just as happy as I can be,” he 
said. "I was hoping to make it, maybe at 
Peoria or somewhere after the top guys 
were already in. l'm more surprised and 
elated than anything. I’m ready for it to 
happen. I wish they were having it 
today. I was kind of upset after that, but 
that Beer Nuts deal really made my day. 
Other than that flat tire, we had a pretty 
good day. I learned a lot in that Beer 
Nuts race. That Beer Nuts race was a 
heck of an experience, just to be racing 
with those guys. I was happy to be 
fourth. I wanted to get by, but I was just

tucked in and I knew they were pulling 
me enough that I didn't have to worry 
too much about anybody drafting by 
me.

t was a Ducati triple play in Spain, the 
i Italian brand winning both races - one 

wet, one dry - and taking over the top 
two spots in the World Superbike 
Championship before a sparse crowd of 
10,000 on a day of unsettled weather at 
the Circuito de Albacete. 

Italian Pier-Francesco Chili led a 
Ducati sweep of the wet first race, the 
Italian twins handling the rain-induced 
wheelspin better than the Japanese fours 
in a race which, prior to the start, was 
shortened by six laps, 26 to 20, due to 
the rain. Chili's teammate Troy Corser 
was second, the top two using Michelin 
rain tires. 

Corser's second-place finish, along 
with a 10th-place finish by Yamaha's 
Noriyuki Haga, vaulted Corser to the 
top of the championship after the first 
race. He would extend his lead in the 
second race. 

"Both race results were good for me 
and Ducati and, as I am leading the 
points table now, things start getting 
serious from here onwards," the 1996 
World Superbike Champion said. 

Spaniard Gregorio Lavilla, riding for 
De Cecco Racing, was the fastest qualifi- 
er in the dry and led from laps four to 12 
of 20, giving up second to Corser on the 
final lap. It was Lavilla's first wet race 
on a Dunlop-shod Ducati. 

The second race was run on a mostly 
dry track, with the sun making a late 
appearance. It was led flag to flag by 
Ducati Performance's Carl Fogarty, the 
Englishman fending off the early 
advances of Yamaha's Haga to pull 





away to an easy victory, his second of 
the year and the 47th of his career. 

Haga would be passed by Castrol 
Honda's Aaron Slight and Ducati's 
Corser, and end up fourth. 

At the end of the day Corser led the 
points standings with 135, seven ahead 
of Fogarty, now second, with Haga third 
at 123. Haga said he never found a good 
wet setup and turned the first race, 
where he finished 10th, into a points- 
paying exercise. He would also admit 
that, if the season continued to suffer 











































changing weather, his meteoric rise was 
over. 

"| was taking a lot of risks today and 
it's hard to do this and come home 
fourth, but I’ll keep going,” Haga said. 

Haga's teammate Scott Russell cele- 
brated his 100th World Superbike race 
in the second leg by finishing a disap- 
pointing ninth, the victim of a faulty 
steering damper. After completing the 
first lap in fifth, and slowly fading, he 
was passed on the final lap by Suzuki's 
Peter Goddard. Russell was sixth in the

ifst race after a clutch problem caused 
im to botch the start. Later in the race, 
hen he was running in fifth, he devel- 

bped a misfire which he thought would 
e terminal, but it cleared up and he 
‘ould only lose a spot. 

"Really, I was too far back at the start 
o go for the win," he said. 

One race after his first WSB wins at 
onza, Castrol Honda's Colin Edwards 
ad a day to forget. In the first leg - his 
irst wet race on the Honda RC45 with 
ichelin tires - he rode conservatively 

hnd finished fifth. 

"Maybe I was just too worried about 
eeping on two wheels," he said. 

In the second race he was caught up 
n a four-rider, first-turn pileup. Neither 

dwards nor Gregorio Lavilla could 
ontinue, but Suzuki's Jamie Whitham 
and Kawasaki's Neil. Hodgson rejoined 
he race, finishing 10th and 14th, respec- 
ively. 

“(Akira) Yanagawa pinched up in 
iere and took (Gregorio) Lavilla out," 
dwards said. “Lavilla took (Neil) 
odgson, and (Jamie) Whitham stood it 
p.” Edwards said he stood his machine 
P, then “pitched it back in and sawed 
he back end off Whitham.” The front 
ire of Edwards’ Honda hit Whitham's 

bwingarm, with both going down, 
dwards more seriously. He suffered 
bnly a minor cut to his right arm. 

The first race was much slower than 
he second, Chili completing the 20-lap, 
|4-mile race in 34 minutes, 32.554 sec- 
pnds at an average speed of 76.397 mph.

RACE ONE 


With large pools of water standing on 
ost strategic parts of the circuit, orga- 
izers decided to delay Sunday morn- 

ng's warmup by an hour and shorten 
he race length to 20 laps. In these condi- 
ions, one man showed a big smile. After 
is double victory at Monza two weeks 
before, Edwards had looked to be on a 
oll, lapping almost three full seconds 
aster than his rivals during Sunday 
orming's warmup in the wet, with 
orser, Russell, Chili and Slight filling 

p the next spots, and with Fogarty tra- 
Hitionally struggling in the rain (10th 
astest during warmup). 

As the riders lined up for the start, it 
as only raining slightly, with the dark- 

pst clouds floating away. Pole man Haga 
fot the holeshot, followed by Hodgson, 
Alessandro Gramigni, Edwards, Lavilla, 
blight and the rest of the pack. 

. The Japanese rider would not stay on 
op for long; after a small mistake, he 
llropped back to seventh, with Hodgson 
aking over command. Three laps later, 

dwards got in front, and everybody 
Pxpected him to get away. But the Texan 
ost the lead in the same lap he took it. 

First Hodgson got past, then Lavilla. 

A few turns later, Lavilla dived inside of 
odgson to take over the lead in front 
bf some 10,000 of his countrymen. The 
bpaniard even managed to get a bit of a 
ushion between him and the rest of the 
jeven-man-strong leading group, with 
dwards in second place, looking as 
hough he was holding everybody up. 

| Chili, meanwhile, was the man with 
he best race pace. One lap prior to half- 
Histance, “Frankie” got past the num- 
ber-45 Honda at the end of the front 
straight. In no time, the Italian started to 
arrow the gap between him and Lavil- 
a. After 12 laps, the factory Ducati rider

got in the slipstream of the private 
Ducati, showed his front tire a few times 
and then outbraked him at the end of 
the start/finish straight. 

And that was it. 

Chili built up a small lead, with Lav- 
illa happy to be in second. But Lavilla's 
happiness would not last; a few laps 
later, Corser caught up with the 
Spaniard, and then got in front of him 


going into the last lap. Lavilla, who - 


remembered an incident with Fogarty 
last year that. ended badly, thought it 
wise not to push his luck too far with 
this factory Ducati rider, and he did not 
even attempt to fight back. Third place 
was, in any case, much better than he 
had expected. 

At that time, Slight and Edwards had 
been fighting over fourth place for the 
second part of the race, with Russell 
coming back fast after a slower first half. 
The American was clearly on a charge, 
but he was stopped when he almost lost 
his Yamaha a few laps before the end. It 
seemed a miracle that the Georgian 
stayed upright, and he finally decided to 
stay behind the two Hondas until the 
end. 

As for the winner, Chili's result had 
definitely exceeded his expectations. 

"I didn't believe I would win here," 
Chili said after the race, "especially after 
having seen Colin's fast lap during this 
morning's warmup. During practice, we 
spent a lot of time trying several differ- 
ent things, and after the first warming- 
up lap (out of three) I got back into the 
pit because of a misfire. I got out again 
on the spare bike just in time to start the 
last warming-up lap before the race. My 
start was not so bad considering my 
position on the starting grid. Everything 
went well from then. I was happy that 
Gregorio moved away a little bit when I 
took over command, because I had seen 
that he started struggling with his tires. 
I did not want to get into trouble in 
these conditions." 

Corser, meanwhile, took the champi- 
onship lead with his second-place finish. 

"It was difficult starting from the 
third row," the Australian said. "During 
the first laps, I got held up quite a bit, 
but I noticed that I was a bit quicker on 
the straights. But in these conditions, it 
is very hard to pass someone; due to the 





water spray, you don't see a lot when 
you are really close to another rider. As 
soon as I got Colin Edwards in front of 
me, I started to follow his lines - as I had 
done during this morning's warmup - to 
avoid the big pools of water on the 
track. After I had got past him, I started 
to catch up half a second a lap on Lavil- 
la. I had planned to overtake him in turn 
one, the only place where I was faster 
than him. And that plan worked out all 
right." 

For Lavilla, third was more than he 
could have hoped for, and might even 
have been better had his tire not started 
to lose traction as the race wore on. 

"This was a difficult race for me 
because I have never raced here in the 
wet," Lavilla said. "People had warned 
me about it; that is why I was very care- 
ful during warmup. But as the race wore 
on, I got more confidence and before I 
knew what was going on, I was leading 
the pack. At that point, it was difficult to 
keep concentrated. There was, however, 
nothing I could do when Pier-Francesco 
came back. When the tire started sliding 
after that, I only hoped to stay in the top 
three." 

Slight finished fourth after the late- 
race battle with his teammate. 

“I'm pleased with my result,” the 
New Zealander said. “I struggled in the 
wet conditions last year, so to get fourth 
is okay. The wet weather is always good 
for the Ducatis due to the way they put 
the power down out of the corners - we 
were having to deal with wheelspin. I 





am pleased to be the first four-cylinder 
machine home. I ran the softest wet- 
weather Michelin available and it felt 
good. I lost the front end a couple of 
times but held on for some points on a 
weekend that I feel like I am just bat- 
tling through." 

Despite his excellent performance 
during the morning's warmup, 
Edwards was not too disappointed with 
fifth. 

"| thought it was a good race for 
me," Edwards said. "That was my first 
time in the wet on the Castrol Honda 
and on Michelins, so I have to be reason- 
ably happy. Maybe I was just too wor- 
ried about keeping on two wheels." 

The other American, Russell, came 
home sixth. 

“When I woke up this morning I was 
happy to see it was raining," the Geor- 
gian said. “But I got too much clutch at 
the start and rode (it) for too long. I 
think the first gear might be too tall as 
well. I could been been gone but I got 
caught up behind too many riders and 
it took me an age to get with them. 
Then the engine misfired once - proba- 
bly due to the water. I had just got past 
Colin, and I thought that my race was 
over. Then after the two Hondas got 
past me again it started to clear, but I 
could only get sixth back; then it was 
too late." 

Fogarty finished ninth, blaming a 
bad setup for his poor result. 

^We opted for a steep steering angle, 
to get the bike steering well into the 
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tight corners here,” Fogarty said. “But 
that didn't work out here in the wet. I 
never got enough confidence on the bike 
in these conditions to push it hard 
enough." 

Haga had to settle for 10th after a 
race-long battle with Jamie Whitham, 
blaming poor setup as well. Suzuki's 
Peter Goddard finished 14th, taking two 
points. 


RACE TWO 


After his poor performance in the 
first race, Fogarty was determined to 
take his revenge in the second, in order 
to keep his title chances alive. He got 
away first, with Haga as his shadow. 
Behind them, things got quite messy 
when Yanagawa dived too enthusiasti- 
cally into the first corner, tipping over 
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Lavilla, who in turn brought down 
Edwards, James Whitham and Neil 
Hodgson. For Lavilla and Edwards, the 
race was over. “I was hit by Lavilla, but 
I think Yanagawa was to blame for the 
incident," Edwards said. ^I hurt my 
elbow in the same place as in Monza last 
year, but fortunately, it's nothing seri- 
ous. I’m annoyed because I knew in the 
dry we had a really good setup. It sums 
up the weekend for me, really. I’ve been 
so close throughout qualifying and the 
rain-affected Superpole pushed me onto 
the second row of the grid, so I knew it 
was going to be tough into that first cor- 
ner. 
As Whitham and Hodgson resumed 
battle, Haga was still holding on to sec- 
ond place behind Fogarty, but it was 
clear that he was not going to stay there.

Behind them, Corser, Slight, Yanagawa 
and Russell had found each other's com- 
pany, with Chili and Piergiorgio Bon- 
tempi a bit further back and Goddard in 
a lonely ninth place. 

The rest of the race saw Fogarty 
building up his lead until he had some 
six seconds between him and his next 
pursuer, with Haga losing ever more 
ground, and Slight escaping from the 
clutches of a pursuing Corser. 

The Japanese Yamaha rider dropped 
to third after 11 laps and two laps latér 
to fourth, the position he would hold to 
the end. 

Fogarty had every reason to celebrate 
on the rostrum. 

"| had to do something to keep my 
title chances alive," he said. "This morn- 
ing's race was an absolute disaster. In 



























the wet, I did not think I could go any 
faster. Dry was a different story. During 
practice, I had set 1:32 lap times, so T 
knew that I.could keep a good pace in 
those conditions. When we got under 
way, there were still some damp patch- 
es, but they weren't really a problem. 
Typically, the first few laps were quite 
hectic, but when all settled down, Iman- 
aged to keep my head down and ride 
my own race. I didn't look back once, 
but my pit signals learned me that my 
lead was stretching from one to two and 
so forth to six seconds. At that point, I 
concentrated on keeping that difference 
stable." 

Slight got home second. "I had a 
poor start, but maybe that wasn't so 
bad, as I wasn't involved in the crash 
with Yanagawa. I knew I could go at a 
pace quick enough to win, but by the 
time I got into second place, Carl was 
already well clear at the front and T'was 
having trouble changing gear with my 
quick-shifter." 

Troy Corser took over the champi- 
onship lead by finishing third. 

“We had been struggling to get a 
good setup for the dry all weekend, and 
we finally got the bike sorted in the 































Superpole stymied again 


sessions at Albacete proved to be thrilling nonetheless. As on the ultrafast Monza circuit, 

the two Honda factory riders, Aaron Slight and Colin Edwards TI, stayed on top of the list 
most of the time - until local boy Gregorio Lavilla (right) put some Dunlop qualifiers under his 
private De Cecco Ducati and took unofficial pole position 10 minutes before the checkered flag. 

Lavilla was not the only surprise before Superpole got under way. In the closing stages of the 
second qualifying session, Honda had learned that they would not only have to watch out for the 
odd man out on a private Ducati, but also for the Yamahas - with Scott Russell finally returning to 
top form after three lackluster performances earlier this year and Noriyuki Haga seeming to have 
recovered from his Monza injuries. The Kawasakis, too, were showing good speed. The factory 
Ducatis, however - despite théir promise to perform a lot better on the twisty track in the south of 
Spain than on the ultrafast circuit in Monza two weeks earlier - didn't really mix it ùp with the 
fastest boys. The closest was Carl Fogarty, who qualified fifth. Pier-Francesco Chili (10th in quali- 
fying) and Troy Corser (11th) once again struggled with ill-handling Ducatis. 

On Saturday afternoon, tension mounted in the paddock - not only for the imminent Super- 
pole session; but also because of the rain clouds gathering over the circuit, threatening to repeat 
the miniature natural catastrophe they had brought one day before, making one of the tunnels to 
get out of the paddock impassable due to the water level rising to almost three feet at one point. 

The first 10 Superpole participants got out on a perfect track, with sixth man Troy Corser pre- 
dictably taking provisional pole, until Chili went out. The Italian’s lap time was only under attack 
from Haga, with next man Russell getting very close to his teammate's fast time. 

Things started to go wrong when Fogarty was up. The Briton's attempt at a fast time was inter- 
rupted by the red flag and the sign "special rules," which was shown in the pit lane. This meant 
that the first eight who had gone out on their Superpole-lap did not qualify for the first grid posi- 
tions anymore, but had the eighth position on the starting grid as their goal. The following eight 
(the eight fastest men in qualifying) would then battle for the remaining two front rows oh the 
grid. For Fogarty, this was some sort of a blessing in disguise. 

After animated discussions in the pit lane between most of the top riders on the one hand and 
Flammini and the organizers on the other hand, the Briton was let out on the track again, only to 
lose the front end of his Ducati.some corners before the end. With no Superpole lap time behind 


E ven though regular qualifying no longer determines the final grid positions, the two timed 


his name, Foggy dropped from fifth qualifying position to eighth on the grid - but it could have. 


been worse had the Su le practice not been interrupted. The next four riders - Akira Yana- 
gawa, Edwards, Slight and Lavilla - got out on a wet track and preferred not to risk much on the 
slick course. 

In the end, Haga got pole position (for having run the fastest Superpole lap time on the dry 
from the eight fastest qualifiers), in front of teammate Russell, Neil Hodgson and Lavilla. 

"Of course I'm happy to be on pole position," the Japanese rider said. "But I am sure thin; 
would have looked a lot differently if everybody had a go at the Superpole in the dry. I am confi- 





dent with the circuit now. I still do not know about 
passing here, though. It will depend on who is in 
front of me and where. It is very tight around here, 
with no obvious overtaking places. If I can lead away 
from the start like I want to, then I will be happy. At 
least the starting system looks normal here," he joked, 
referring to his poor starts in Monza, which he attrib- 
uted to the start lights. 

Scott Russell got second starting position. 

_ "The front row is more like it,” he said. "You need 
to be up there on this track because you really don't 
want to get held up at all around here, not even for 
half a lap. The bike is working really well - especially 
after we gathered some more experience during pri- 
vate practice at Misano before coming here. Albacete 
has always been a turning point for my season. But in 
the past, it has always been for the worse. Let's hope 
that this time it's the other way around." 

Hodgson and Lavilla joined the two on the front 
row of the grid. : 

After having done so well during qualifying, the 
Honda pair of Edwards and Slight weren't so happy 
with fifth and sixth, respectively. 

"That was crazy out there,” Edwards said. “We 
need to get this Superpole sorted out, and quickly. I 
could do nothing but just ride around in the wet. 
Apart from that, I’m still trying to find the best-compound Michelin rear tire for the race. I will be 
testing more tires in the Sunday morning warmup." 

Slight's sixth place means the two-time Albacete race winner will have to battle his way 
through from the second row, but the New Zealander remained optimistic about his chances. 

“Y'm happy I can put in the lap times I need to win here,” Slight said. "I've been more or less | 
fastest throughout the two days of practice and qualifying. It was only the Superpole fiasco that 
has dropped me back to row two." i 

The Kiwi was also unsure of his tire choice for the race. 

Corser had to settle for 10th after having set the third-fastest time before the rain set in. i 

"We've spent too much time changing bikes over the weekend, but I've finally managed to get 
my Ducati set up for the race. I found the right front tire in the warmup session for the Superpole | 
and we have changed the ride height, forks, springs and put bigger brakes on, so I am confident | 
for tomorrow." Vat 

Peter Goddard was even further down the grid in 14th position. 

“It was difficult to concentrate,” the Suzuki rider said. “We were keeping one eye on the 


weather while trying to put in a good lap, and that is very difficult.”

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Superpole practice session. Unfortunate- 
ly, we didn't get a chance to test it in the 
wet first race, so it was all a bit of a gam- 
ble getting into the second one.

Haga was fourth, the vectes child of

ner in front, but I did not lose the race 
over this," he said. “I could not do any- 
thing today about the win. I tried my 
hardest again and got some points. I 
wanted it to be sunny and it was, but 


Suzuki's Goddard finished eighth 
after having been joined by Russell in 
the closing stages of the race. He finally 
passed him to secure eighth place on the 
final lap. 

^My rear tire was no good from 
about the fourth lap and it was hard 
work from then on," Goddard said. 
“Russell tried to pass me back on the 
run in to the flag but I held him off." 

Russell had been struggling with 
some problems of his own. 

“My steering damper didn't work,” 
he remarked, bitterly disappointed. “Tt 
felt like the front tire was flat. I couldn't 
go into the corners and steer the bike. I 
had to do what the steering damper was 
supposed to do as well as control the 
bike. It was near as damn impossible. I 
was sure I could have been there this

Another aspect of thé Indonesian chaos is the 
involvement in  SBK International of Tommi Suharto, who is the 
| son of the Indonesian president and who has a share in the pro- 
‘moting company..." The economic destiny of SBK International will 
not be much affected by the situation in Indonesia,” said Paolo 
Flammini. "I-believe that Tommi Suharto has his economic bases 
„covered, and moreover he has only a minority share in our compa- 
ny. Having said that, we hope that we can continue our partner- 
ship with him.” 





In the meantime, SBK International and: Octagon are con- 
tinuing the development of the marketing side of the World Super- 
bike championship. "This new partnership is important in two 
respects," said Paolo Flammini. "Octagon's experience will help 
jus to demonstrate clearly what the impact is of World Superbike 
Racing, and on the other hand, we will profit from the many con- 
tacts Octagon has with multinational companies. We will. use 
| these contacts also to look for sponsors for the championship, as 
well as. for individual teams. This marketing activity will be new for 
SBK International in World Superbike racing, even though we 
‘have a lot of experience in this field.in car racing. Talks are well 
under way right now with two top, teams, who we will assist in 
their hunt for sponsors.” As always, an increase in prize, travel 
and start money is expected to be announced at the end of the 
year.

Some sort of an acceptable solution seems to have been found 
‘for Superpole. Right from the start, riders were not very keen 


‘on the idea of having to qualify in a “do or die" lap. Particularly in. 


wet conditions,.the risks were considered to be too high - as was 
shown in Donington Park. In Monza, CCR president Claude Danis 
had come up with an alternative, giving the riders the opportunity 
(only in wet-conditions) to run a 50-minute Superpole session in 
which.each rider could go.for 12 laps at most in-order to qualify - a 





system inspired by the Formula One regulations. The new system 
would be introduced at the German round. In dry conditions, the 
"old". system would still be maintained. The compromise was 
reluctantly accepted during a riders' meeting in Albacete on Friday 
evening, after riders had failed to come to àn agreement between 
them about not running Superpole at. all in wet conditions.

Just before they left for Spain, the Alstare team received the 
Suzuki TL1000R they will develop.this year in Europe before 
perhaps taking it to the World Superbike scene in 1999.

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family that plays together - well, 
"4 is rare. 

Sure, there's soccer; baseball 
and other stick-and-ball sports families 
can do together, but usually it's the kids 
that get to do all the playing and have 
all the fun! I can't help but want to grab 
a bat and glove whenever I watch a Lit- 
tle League game, but watching and 
cheering from the bleachers will have to 
do. 

What about mom and dad? Take 
softball, for example: Men's leagues are 
for men, women's leagues are for 
women - once again, someone's watch- 
ing from the stands. Coed? Okay, but 
what about the kids? It seems that true 
family softball games are reserved for 
company picnics. 

In my mind, the ultimate family 
sport, or family recreation, is motor- 
cycling - to be more specific, dirt bike 





motorcycling. When it comes to dirt bik- 
ing, no one has to be relegated to specta- 
tor status, or, even worse, relegated to 
housework while you're out having fun. 
Motorcycling gives the entire family the 
opportunity to slip into a pair of boots, 
strap on a helmet and ride off into the 
sunset - together. 

Also, if you're the only motorcycle 
rider in your family, wouldn't it be easi- 
er to get them all involved, so when you 
want to go riding there won't be any 
arguing? Just bring 'em along. Problems 
solved. 

These days there are no excuses not 
to include everyone in the family when 
you go riding, as there are enough 
motorcycles out there to satisfy the 
needs of just about every member of the 
family. Of the four major Japanese 
OEMs alone, we count at least 17 models 
that we would consider full-on entry- 
level motorcycles, including a single- 
speed, automatic-clutch 50 for Junior, 
and an electric-start, long-travel suspen- 





sion 350 for dad. And there are plenty of 
models in between for moms, daughters, 
sons, boyfriends, and girlfriends. 
Recently, we went entry-level-motor- 
cycle shopping, so to speak, and gath- 
ered up as many of these motorcycles 
(street-legal or not) as we could for a - 
kind of - mini riding impression. Unfor- 
tunately, we simply do not have the 
manpower or the resources to include all 
17 motorcycles, but we did manage to 
scrape up 11 entry-level or beginner 
bikes that we thought would cover 
everyone, and we squeezed these bikes 
into every nook and cranny of our trucks 
and vans for a one-day ride-fest at one of 
our favorite local riding spots - Lucerne 
Valley, in the Southern California high 
desert. The dez is a great place for begin- 
ners, as the terrain is relatively flat, wide 
open, and the soft ground is-merciful on 
clutch and brake levers for those unex- 
pected-but-expected get-offs - or in our 
case this day, mostly tip-overs. 
Motorcyclewise, here's what we 




















ended up with: from Honda, the XR70R, 
the XR100R and XR200R; from Kawasa- 
ki, the KE100 and the KLR250; from 
Suzuki, the DS80W, the DR200EW and 
DR350SEW; and, from Yamaha, the 
PW50, the RT180 and XT225. 

As far as "test" riders, we really 
didn't feel that experienced riders would 
be the best ones to evaluate these motor- 
cycles fairly; after all, first-time riders 
don't often complain about frame flex or 
brake modulation. So we went to our 
Cycle News family for help. We recruited 
wives, husbands, girlfriends, boyfriends 
dads and kids, ranging from absolutely 
no motorcycling experience to very little 
experience, to the fairly experienced. 

Our goal was not to. declare an over- 
all bike “winner” but simply to find out 
what each bike has to offer for the entry- 
level rider - priorities being seat height, 
ease of starting, weight, shifting, and 
overall controllability - and pass our 
findings on to you. eN 








PW50 ($1099) 


Motorcycles don't get much smaller than this. The Yamaha PW50 features a single-speed 

transmission and an automatic clutch, so Junior doesn't have to worry about shifting at all. All he has to 
do is just twist the throttle and go. The bike has a seat height of just under 20 inches and weighs slightly 
less than 100 pounds, so it's relatively unintimidating for the smallest member of the family. 

The PW (Pee Wee) also features front and rear suspension systems, shaft drive (which eliminates the 
chance of catching small fingers in the sprockets), and a bullet-proof, air-cooled, 49cc two-stroke engine. 

Since our editor, Paul Carruthers, finagled a PW50 for his then 4-year-old son, Kyle, two years ago, we 
used his machine for this evaluation; after all, the PW50 hasn't changed much over the years - it's been 
mostly cosmetics. 

Paul vouches for the PW's sturdiness and relatively maintenance-free design, but he does have one 
complaint about the PW50: ^I wish it had a sidestand," he reports. Kyle, he says, doesn't even bother 
With the awkward centerstand and simply "throws" the bike over on its side when he's done riding. Dad 
has to put the bike on the centerstand every time. 

Kyle already knew how to ride a bicycle when he rode the PW50 for the first time in a neighborhood 
field at age 4 and immediately took to his new powered bicycle. Shortly thereafter, Dad removed the 
restrictive washer in the exhaust pipe, giving the PW a bit more power. There's also a governor - okay, a 
screw - in the throttle that adjusts the degree to which the throttle can be turned. Now, at age 6, Kyle 
rides the PW without any horsepower-robbing devices. 

Kickstarting the PW is still a little tricky for Kyle, but in a pinch he can get the job done. Still, Dad 
doesn't let Kyle get out of sight in case he stalls the motor. 

Kyle's 9-year-old sister, Karly, also rides the PW. "They're pretty good about sharing," Paul says, “but 
after about a minute or two, they think it's their turn to ride it." 

Perhaps another minibike is in the Carruthers family's future. 

If so, the PW isn't their only option, as both Suzuki and Honda offer-similar models. Suzuki has the 
JR50, which carries a price tag of $1169, and it also features a 49cc two-stroke motor, a single- 
speed automatic-clutch transmission, a low seat height and nearly the same weight as the 
PW50. The two main differences between the PW and the JR is that the JR is chain-driven 
and uses a sidestand. 

Honda offers the $1599 Z50R - a somewhat different breed. It's unique in relation to 
the PW and JR in that it features a four-stroke motor, fatter and smaller (8- rather than 
10-inch) tires, a three-speed automatic-clutch transmission, a slightly higher 22-inch 
seat height, and hauls around approximately 15 more pounds. The Z50 is fully sus- 
pended with approximately 2 "4 inches of wheel travel at both ends. 

There's another manufacturer out there that offers a pee-wee machine of its own - 

Action North America. Their tiddler is called the Action Small Fry, a 49.93cc, two- 
stroke, single-speed, auto-clutch bike that looks like a scaled-down motocrosser with 
false radiator shrouds, long (or at least long-looking) travel suspension, modern-look- 
ing number plates and fenders. It costs $1249. 





The Small Fry is chain-driven, has a 22-inch seat height, and is claimed to weigh just 
70 pounds. 

Action N.A. offers other, more race-oriented 50cc models, as 3 do manufacturers such 
as KTM, Lem, Cobra, Italjet and TM.

Honda XR70R [$1599] 


The Honda XR70R is a fairly new member of the Honda family. It was introduced two years ago to 
bridge the learning and growing gaps between the Z50R and the XR80R. Like the Z50, the XR70 fea- 
tures a three-speed automatic-clutch transmission but has a slightly larger 72cc four-stroke motor. The 
seat stands 25.6 inches above the ground, and the bike weighs in at a claimed 125.7 pounds. 

The XR70 boasts a single-shock rear-suspension system and telescopic forks. Wheel travel is nearly 
four inches at both ends. 

Ten-year-old Nolan, who had never ridden a motorcycle before, adapted quickly to the XR70 and 
fell in love with it. Like the PW50, Nolan liked the fact that he didn't have to mess with a clutch, and 
his already-honed bicycle skills took over. Within a few minutes, Nolan had the XR70R buzzing 
around camp like a pro. He got the shifting down, too, but was reluctant to grab top (third) gear - first 
and second were just fine with him. Another day in the saddle, no doubt, and third would not have 
been a problem. 

Nolan's just-under-5-foot frame fit the XR70 well, and he had no problems starting the bike. Overall, 
Nolan loved the XR70 and simply refused to get on another bike. 

Yamaha makes a bike comparable to the XR70: the PW80. It's powered by a 79cc, two-stroke motor 
with a three-speed automatic-clutch transmission. Like the XR70, the PW80's suspension is handled by 

s : n 3 a single-shock design in the rear with 3.7 inches of wheel travel, and a telescopic fork up front that 
You'll never guess what 10-year-old Nolan wants for his birthday after offers 4.3 inches of travel. Both the XR70 and PW80 weigh about the same, and their seat heights are 


spending the whole day on the Honda XR70R. nearly equal, as well. The PW80 sells for $1249. 
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Suzuki DS80W [$1849] 


The Suzuki DS80 is nearly in a class all its own. 
It's the smallest off-road motorcycle we know 
of that comes with lights and is one of only a 
few "full-sized" 80s that is truly designed for 
the entry-level rider. While there are many 
80cc bikes out there, most of them are 
designed for more-experienced young motor- 
cycle riders and racers. These 80s include vari- 
ous models from Kawasaki (KX80), Honda 
(CR80R), Suzuki (RM80) and Yamaha (YZ80). 

The DS80 is based on the old RM80 of the 
late 70s. It features what was at that time a 
fairly high-tech 80cc racing motor, but that 
was some 20 years ago. By today's standards, 
it’s a fairly mellow, 79cc air-cooled motor with a five-speed transmission and manually 
operated clutch. Unlike the original RM80, the DS80 uses an oil-injection lubrication sys- 
tem which eliminates the need to premix the fuel with oil. 

The chassis is fairly old in design but is partially hidden by modern-style plastic. Seat 
height is around 25.5 inches, and wheel travel hovers around four inches at both ends. 
Suzuki claims its DS80 weighs 141 pounds without gas. 

We introduced 14-year-old Brent to the DS80. Like Nolan, Brent had never ridden a 
motorcycle before our day at Lucerne and was soon introduced to the sometimes-frustrat- 
ing world of the throttle and clutch, or should we say the fine line between throttle, clutch 
and - engine-stall. After about five or six do-overs, Brent was circulating the camp in first 
gear on his own, slowly getting used to the DR's motor. An accomplished bicycle rider, 
Brent was soon comfortable on the DR and was ready for the next big step - second gear. 

Before long, Brent was shifting up and down through the DR's five-speed gear box and 
,venturing further and further away from camp, seeking out new trails. His dad appreciat- 
ed the DR's headlight, which helped make Brent easier to spot when he wandered far 
from camp. 

Overall, Brent said he thought the DS was a great bike to learn on, thanks to its small 
size, easy-to-use clutch, and tolerant motor, which, by the way, our experienced riders say 
breathes fire when you open 'er up. This bike can move along pretty good, so teachers 
should emphasize good throttle control when instructing first-timers on how to ride the 
DS, but Brent, who is already a well-coordinated and athletic teenager, had no problems 
learning to ride on the DS, nor did our novice female riders.

Kawasaki KE100 ($1899) 





The Kawasaki KE100 is the company's lone honest-to-goodness entry-level motorcycle. 
It is by no means on the cutting edge of technology, as it hasn't changed much from the 
first KE100 in 1976 - check out the accompanying photo if you think we're kidding. 

Like the cockroach, the KE100 has survived the elements of time, and not only has it 
survived, it has flourished in its same basic design and layout. Kawasaki reports that 
the KE100 is still one of the company's best-selling models, which certainly explains its 
longevity in the company's lineup. Kawasaki isn't lying when it says that the KE100 

.-hasn’t strayed from its simple mission of providing basic...all-around transportation 
on the street or dirt.” The key word here is “simple.” 

The bike is powered by a tried-and-true 99cc, oil-injected, air-cooled two-stroke 
motor that features a rotary-valve-induction system rather than the more-traditional 
piston-port or case-reed induction systems. Advantage, disadvantage? None, really. 
Just different. 

The tubular, double-cradle frame is essentially unchanged from the original KE, as 
is the spindly-looking front fork and rear suspension, though the swingarm is about an 
inch longer than the first KE, and the dual shocks are visually different. (But are they 
really better?) 

Unlike the aforementioned bikes, the KE100 is street-legal, which doubles its useful- 
ness as a light-duty, around-town, go-getter bike. 

Both of our female “testers,” Mandy and Theresa, enjoyed riding the KE100, prais- 
ing its lighter weight as compared to some of the other bikes (namely the Suzuki 
DR200 and XT225), and the bike’s low seat height. For Mandy, who is 5 feet tall, and 
Theresa, who is 5-foot-4, seat height is a major concern, but both Mandy and Theresa 
felt fine on the KE. 

“It’s not too tall - just right” Mandy said. “For me, weight, seat height and starting 
are the most important things in a motorcycle, and the KE does well in all of these 
departments. But it's kind of down on power." 

Keith, however, simply did not get along with the KE. Having ridden a motorcycle 
for the first time only two weeks earlier, 34-year-old Keith struggled with the huge 
gaps between gears, and even Mandy and Theresa expressed their displeasure with the 
KE's transmission. Keith was often seen shifting up to second only to have the engine 
suddenly bog when he let out the clutch; his weight would then lurch forward, trans- 
ferring his 155 pounds to the front wheel, causing it to plow in the somewhat soft sand. 
The result was either a slow crash or him wallowing around in second gear until the 
engine simply bogged to death. Keith provided plenty of entertainment until he 
learned how to compensate for the gappy transmission. 

"The KE was unforgiving as far as being in the wrong gear at the wrong time," 
Keith said. “By the time you realize you're in the wrong gear, it was all over. I’d have 
to start from scratch again." 

Mandy agreed. "It felt like once you click into second, there's no power," 
"and you couldn't get out of something if you had to." 

One thing is for sure: The KE teaches the beginner how to use the clutch, the impor- 
tance of being in the right gear at the right time, and throttle control, or you simply 
cannot enjoy this motorcycle. 

For the more experienced, the KE can be fun just plonking around in first gear, but 
any faster than that and the weak suspension just can't keep up. . 

Many people said that, overall, the KE100 is fun to ride despite the transmission, but 
its outdated styling turned them off. Even one of the female testers thought the KE 
looked "dorky." Agreed - the KE needs a new, more modern look and a closer-ratio 
tranny (a bit more power would be nice, too); then, perhaps, the KE will be Kawasaki's 
best-selling model. But the price is nice, perhaps nice enough to overlook its faults.

and XR200R [$3249) 


Our beginner riders complained a lot about the two XRs - mostly that the bikes were hardly avail- 
able for them to ride because the editors were always racing around on them. It's amazing how 
much fun you can have with a couple of pucker bushes and two little XRs. 

The XR100 and 200 are some of the funnest bikes on the planet - for beginner and experienced 
riders alike. Both XRs are propelled by user-friendly, air-cooled four-stroke motors that pump out 
decent power for their respective displacements, and, just’like every motor in the XR family, are 
extremely reliable - or should we say absolutely bullet-proof. The 100 features a five-speed gearbox, 
and the 200 a six-speed, and both transmissions operate via manual clutches. 

The chassis of both bikes are built strong and seem to hold up and perform well for our over- 
weight (for the bikes, of course) editors with heavy wrists. 

Everything about these motorcycles - frame, suspension, motors, seat, fenders, gas tanks, etc. - 
resemble the big bikes (the XR600 and 400) but on a smaller scale, so Junior will be proud to ride 
around on one of these bikes that looks just likes Dad's. 

The XR100 is slightly smaller in size than the 200. In comparison, the 100's seat height is 30.3 
inches, and the 200's is 33.5 inches; the 100 has a claimed dry weight of 149.9 pounds, the 200 222.7 
pounds; and the 100’s wheelbase is 49.4 inches, the 200’s 53.5 inches. 

Honda also has the ever-popular XR80R. It too has an air-cooled four-stroke motor, with a five- 
speed transmission and manually operated clutch. It weighs only a few pounds less than the XR100 
at 141.1 pounds, and has a 28.5-inch seat height and a 47.0-inch wheelbase. Since the XR80R and 
XR100R are so similar, and truck space was so limited, we opted for just the XR100 for our ride. 
You can pretty much assume that what goes for the 100 goes for the 80, as well. 

"| liked the XR100," Mandy said. "It's easy to ride. It's a great beginner bike, because you didn't 
have to worry about stalling it, and it's small. It's not intimidating at all, and I could start it okay." 

Mandy, however, was turned away from the XR200. “It’s just too tall for me,” Mandy said. "I 
couldn't ride it." 

For Theresa, though, her 5-foot-4-inch frame did fit the XR200 nicely, and she enjoyed riding 
both bikes as well. . z 

And then there was Brent. By the end of the day, he had graduated from the DS80 to Brent also enjoyed the Honda XR100, but then again, who didn’t? 
the XR100 and was in full dirt track mode before it was time to load up and go home. 
He felt the DS was a great bike for him to learn on, even though it was a little too 
small for his 5-foot-3-inch frame. Once he had built up his confidence riding the DS, 
the XR100 was the perfect next-step bike for him. The XR200, he said, was a little too 
tall for him. But that was a few weeks ago. 

You have to hand it to Honda, because they offer - by far - the most well-round- - 
ed line of entry-level motorcycles, with their Z50, XR70, 80, 100 and 200 models. 
And then, as you grow and your skills improve, you can graduate to the XR400 and 
XR600. Think about it: You could learn on the Z50 and end up racing the Baja 1000 
on the XR600 without ever leaving the Honda family. 

Obviously, Honda knows the importance of getting the whole family involved in 
motorcycling. 





The XR200 fit the bill for the more 
experienced riders. Some of the editors 
couldn't keep their fingers off the XR200, 
or the XR100 for that matter. 








Yamaha RT180 [$2499) 


Yamaha offers two entry-level RT models - the 100 and 180. Both bikes are powered by air- 
cooled, two-stroke, kickstart motors; the 100 with a five-speed transmission and the 180 a six- 
speed. Both motors are nestled inside relatively small frames but have different personalities 
when it comes to suspension. 

The smaller 100 features a standard dual-shock rear-suspension system, while the 180 
boasts a more modern monoshock rear-suspension system; both bikes use telescopic forks up 
front, but the 180's forks are beefier. 

Planting both feet on the ground shouldn't be a big problem for most people on these bikes, 
as the 100 has a rather low 28.7-inch seat height, and the 180 has 33.9 inches. Speaking of seats, 
the lounge chair on the 180 is gigantic, giving the bike a somewhat odd appearance. A big seat 
like that should be great for those long days in the 
saddle, but we'll never know. At least for a while. 

We simply did not have any luck with the 
RT180. At Lucerne, we just couldn't get the bike 
to run longer than a few minutes. The bike would 
start, then act as though it was fouling a plug and 
simply die. After trying everything we could 
think of to keep it running, we finally gave up on 
the 180 and returned it to Yamaha the next day. 
They gave us a new one right out of the crate (just 
like the previous one) and it acted the same way. 
Our guess is that a batch of 180s have ignition- 
timing problems. We will try to do a follow-up 
story on the RT180 in the near future.

Yamaha XT225 [$3849] 


If there are ever motorcycles that fit the term "wife's" or "girlfriend's" bike to a “T”, it's the Suzuki DR200SEW and the 
Yamaha XT225. These unintimidating bikes are docile, easy to ride and will very much appeal to those shorter in 
stature. 

Both the DR and XT are comparable in design: They're relatively small, sharing the same low, 31.9-inch seat height; 
are powered by similar-in-design single-cylinder, air-cooled, four-stroke engines; have six-speed transmissions; share 
the same-in-size 21- (front) and 18-inch (rear) wheels; both are street-legal; and both feature electric starting systems. 

The only significant difference between the two bikes are numbers - at a claimed dry weight of 249 pounds, the DR 
weighs approximately 10 pounds more than the XT, while having 25cc less 
displacement than the XT's 224cc engine. These numbers, however, were 
hardly noticeable to our beginner and novice riders. 

. Both Mandy and Theresa felt right at home on both bikes. Thanks to the 
DR's and XT's rather low seat height and docile powerplants, both Mandy 
and Theresa spent the majority of the day on these two bikes, but all wasn't 
; . s | magical in DR- and XT-land. 

Both Mandy and Theresa mentioned the fact that both bikes felt heavy; 
non CURE that's because they are. At well over 260 pounds (real-world figures), the 
DR and XT are not featherweights by any means. While the extra 
weight really didn't bother them too much while riding the bikes 
around, picking them up after bailing got a little old after a while. On 
the trail, both Mandy and Theresa actually enjoyed 
the XRs a little bit more than the DR and XT just 
because of the weight factor; after all, the XR100 is 
nearly 100 pounds lighter than the DR and XT, and 
the XR200 is about 40 pounds lighter. . 

But when asked which bikes they would rather 
own, both Mandy and Theresa said either the DR or 
XT over the XRs, and both said for one main reason: 
their electric starting systems. 

"The electric starters made a real difference for 
me," Theresa said. ^I liked the XR200 a lot but not 
kickstarting it, especially when I was tired." 

Mandy agreed but went on to say, “I also like the 
fact that both bikes are street-legal; that way I cari 
ride with Mike (her boyfriend) on dual sport rides." 

Mandy actually owns her own XT225. 

“I like the DR, too, but I just feel more used to the 
XT because I have one." 

For Keith, he had few problems riding either the 
DR or XT, as compared to the KE100. "They were just 
a lot more forgiving,” Keith said. "Power was always 
there when you needed it. But these bikes are a little 
small for me." (Keith stands 5-foot-11-inches tall.) ...Keith on the Yamaha XT225. 


| Kawasaki KLR250 ($3949) 


Why watch the kids have all the fun when you can be out there joining them? That's one of the reasons why 
Kawasaki offers the inexpensive-yet-worthy KLR250. If dad ever thought about getting his first dirt bike, the 
KLR250 is a great motorcycle to consider: At $3949, it’s inexpensive and, even though its overall design is getting a 
little dated, it still provides a lot of fun, both on and off the dirt. 

The KLR250 features a liquid-cooled single-cylinder four-stroke motor, a six-speed 
transmission, a kickstarting system, and a 2.9-gallon gas tank. It has a single-shock 
rear-suspension system and telescopic forks. It boasts 9.1 inches of wheel travel at 
both ends. For a full-sized motorcycle, it has a relatively low 33.7-inch seat height, but 
weighs in at a hefty 259 (claimed) pounds - you can figure it weighs closer to 270-280 
pounds. 

With only a few hours of riding time under his belt, Keith was a perfect candidate 
for the KLR250. 

^I had a lot of fun riding it," Keith said, “and it better fit the image I had of me rid- 
ing a motorcycle (as compared to the smaller bikes such as the KE100, the DR200 and 
XT225). I felt like I was really riding something. 

“I did get a workout picking it up,” Keith admitted. “It’s kind of big and intimidat- 
ing, but the ergonomics were comfortable, and, like I said, it was real fun to ride.” 
Keith went on to say that he felt the motor was easy to work with and that he had no problems kickstarting the 
bike. 

Even Theresa gave the KLR a try and got around on it just fine, but she did admit that it was too big and tall for 
her. 

Our more-experienced riders said they enjoyed the KLR250, as long as they didn’t push the suspension too 
hard or rely too heavily on the front brake (it’s a little mushy). Unfortunately (fortunately?), these things are easy 
to do, because the motor is quite strong and speed can pick up in a hurry. It likes to be revved out on top, where 
most of its power can be found. 

Because of its comfortable layout, wide seat and cushy suspension, however, you'll probably be most happy 
just bopping around the hills or following Junior down the trails on the KLR250. But it is nice to know that if 
things do get a little serious, the KLR250 can hang. 

If there is another motorcycle out there that is comparable to the KLR250, it's the Yamaha XT350, even though 
it has a larger displacement. Like the KLR, the XT hasn't changed much over the years: It features a single-cylin-

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Suzuki DR350SEW [$4649) 


The Suzuki DR350 has always been a favorite here at Cycle News ever since it made its 
debut in 1990, so when it came time to head out to the desert, we simply could not leave 
it behind. 

Suzuki will tell you that the DR350 is designed for the serious dual sport rider, but, 
in reality, everyone can ride this bike - from the first-timer to the old pro. The only thing 
that might hold one back from riding the Suzuki is the length of one's legs, as the 
DR350 is fairly tall with its 35-inch seat height. But if you can plant your feet firmly on 
the ground, you can ride this bike. 

But first the technical stuff. The DR350 is powered by a durable single-cylinder 348cc 
air-cooled four-stroke motor, with an electric starting system and a six-speed gearbox. 
The ride is handled by a single-shock rear-suspension system and telescopic forks, both 
ends offering more than 10 inches of cushy wheel travel. 

While we already know that the DR350 is great fun for the more experienced rider, 
we-weren't exactly sure what to expect when we put Keith on the bike, but he did just 
fine. He liked the bike, but, pretty much as we expected, he admitted that he felt a little 
awkward on it. “The Suzuki is a little tall - fortunately, I’m not really short," Keith said. 
"It's just that when you come to a stop, you have to lean the bike over a little bit, and it 
feels heavy." 

Keith did drop the bike a few times and, at one time, was completely puzzled when 
every time he let out the clutch to start moving, he'd crash. Finally, Keith realized that 
during his first tip-over, a piece of the right plastic handguard got wedged between the 








lever and bracket, causing the front brake to lock on. 


But once up and moving, Keith enjoyed the bike and soon became confident enough 
to choose to ride it on our group trail ride after the end of the day; it was that electric 


start that did it.

with terra very firma, if your leg gets toasted by a hot pipe, or if 
you get cactus in your bra, you will probably never try this 
again.) 

5 Next, the bike: Do not plop her on your KX500. Period. Bikes 
with numbers reading above 300 are not your best bet, okay? 
Don't put her on (girls, unless you are feeling really brave, 
macho, lift weights, weigh 200 pounds or have lots of previous 
motorcycle experience, don't get on) a KX500, an XR600, a Hus- 
aberg 501, a KTM 620, or a KLX 650. Mellow four-strokes are an 
ideal way to get started without jerking her arms out of her 
sockets when she's learning how to gas, clutch, cuss and brake 
all at once. Mild-mannered or small two-strokes are another 
possibility. 80s are small; however, the disadvantage is that she 
will probably hate uphills, downhills, large rocks, sand, mud 
and fast roads. The advantage is, it may help build confidence 
to start on a bike that doesn't weigh twice what she does. 
Remember, if the bike is set up for you, big tough fast guy, it is

Take some time to soften or even lower the suspension - ala 
the many articles out there on the subject. Patience will keep 
you out of trouble and in your warm bed tonight. And don't 
you dare say, "How come you can't wheelie yet? You've been 
ridin' for two whole hours." Come to think of it, you'd probably 
be wise in not saying 99.9 percent of whatever you're thinking. 
Sarcasm carries a risk factor of 11 out of 10. I can't hit the broad 
side of a barn with a baseball, but I can huck a helmet right on 
target to vulnerable body parts when I hear sarcasm. Let her go 
at her own pace if she wants help picking up her bike, do it. If 
she snarls at you that she can pick up her own bike, back off and 
offer her Ben Gay that evening. She's learning something that 
will give you both a lifetime of fun, of shared = of 


shared... expenses.

BROWNSVILLE, PA, MAY 17 
eam Honda's Scott Summers 
T returned to winning form at the 
Brownsville Grand National Cross 
Country after disappointing showings 
at the previous two rounds left him 


down in the field with unusually few 
points to show for his efforts. The key to 
Summers' return? This time, a little luck 
went his way. 

“It feels good to get another win," 
Summers said. "Everything went really 
well, and my XR was ideally suited to the 
Brownsville course. There were a lot of 


slick off-cambers with roots (on the trail), 
and I think that it was just easier for me to 
get my rear wheel hooked up and going 
in certain sections. Everything just went 
right - no real problems on the day." 
Summers attributes his two atypical- 
ly poor finishes (sixth and 13th) at the 
previous Clarksburg and Elizabeth

rounds in West Virginia to plain old bad 
luck and, more emphatically, the current 
level of competition in GNCC racing. 

“Recently, we've just had a couple of 
those races when nothing seems to go 
right,” Summers said. “At the Wilder- 
ness, we had some problems in the pits, 
and at Starvation Point it seemed like 
every line I took put me in the wrong 
place at the wrong time. More than any- 
thing, though, there's just so much com- 
petition in the GNCCs now. There was a 
time when a top rider could lose time 
and still charge back into the top five. 
Now, the first through 10th spots are all 
so close and everyone's going so fast for 
the duration of the race, making up time 
like that is just not possible now. 

“We're all lining up against the best 
off-road riders in the country every 
GNCC,” Summers added. “I’m glad that 
Honda and I were able to score another 
win here today against such great com- 
petition.” 

The biggest infusion of talent into the 
GNCC field in recent years has come 
from the all-star three-man U.S. Suzuki 
team that was once again making its 
presence felt by claiming the remaining 
two podium positions. 

Rodney Smith was the only rider to 
stay on the same minute as Summers, 
while finishing second for his sixth con- 
secutive top-three finish. Second-place 
points have once again put Smith on top 
of the championship points battle, giving 
him a one-point edge on Team Kawasa- 
ki's Fred Andrews. Smith and Andrews 
have traded the points advantage at 
almost every event, with one of the two 
claiming the top spot for the entire first | 
half of the series. Going into the second 
half of the year, advantage: Smith. 

Former National Enduro Champion 
Steve Hatch scored third after he, Smith 
and Summers shared the lead for much 
of the early going. Off the winner's pace 
by two minutes at the finish, Hatch’s 
third-place points keep him well in the 
championship hunt. 

Fourth place at Brownsville went to 
Andrews, his lowest finish thus far in a 
stellar “comeback” season. He, like Hatch, 
has had to recover from back injuries suf- 
fered in 1997 and is back on his champi- 
onship-winning form of 1993. Behind the 
Team Green rider was Team Yamaha's 
up-and-comer, Barry Hawk, in fifth. One- 
half of the new Team HWK (Hawk and 
Randy Hawkins), the Yamaha rider 
claimed his second top-five finish of the 
season aboard the YZ400 four-stroke. 

Four-time AMA Off-Road National 
Champion Scott Plessinger suffered 
injuries at Brownsville that necessitated 
air transportation to nearby Pittsburgh. 
Aboard his KTM 125, Plessinger 
attempted to jump a ravine that had not 
been attempted by any other rider, and 
he came up short and was spit violently 
over the handlebars. As it turned out, 





Plessinger suffered a broken left wrist, a 
broken left hand, a dislocated left wrist, 
a dislocated left elbow, and a laceration 
to his face that required 16 stitches to 
close up. Plessinger also sustained 
bruises to his shoulders and ankles. 

“They were running the motocross 
track backwards, and I really thought I 
could make this double," Plessinger said. 
"I came out of a corner and just clicked 
up through the gears. I was sure I could 
make it. I. guess I shouldn't have tried it.” 

Conditions at Luzerne Municipal 

Park were ideal for racing. Rain showers 
the previous night assured that dust 
would not be a factor, and the terrain 
was challenging and varied, with every- 
thing from high-speed double-track to 
slick and rooty off-camber single-track. 
The Brownsville course also utilized the 
entire infamous golf-course motocross 
track which once hosted putters and 
cleats in place of knobbies and pit 
canopies. At 10 1/2 miles in length and 
lap times in the 23- to 24-minute range, 
the overall speed of around 27 mph 
would put Brownsville a bit on the fast 
side for GNCC competition. 

Noticeable absences in the pro rider 
field included Randy Hawkins, Michael 
Lafferty, Doug Blackwell and Jason 
Dahners, who were all in attendance at 
the ISDE qualifier in Texas. That event 
also doubled as a round of the AMA 
National Enduro Series. 

GNCC regular Duane Conner also 
failed to make the start due to a thumb 
injury sustained days prior to the race, 
but he was in attendance at this, 
home round.

ix-time National Enduro Champi- 
é on Randy Hawkins overcame 

KTM Sportmotorcycle's Michael 
Lafferty's early day-one lead to win 
both the opening round of the combined 
National Reliability Enduro Series (ISDE 
Qualifier Series) and round four of the 
National Enduro Series. Hawkins over- 
came a slow start - at one point trailing 
Lafferty by as much as 24 seconds - and 
ultimately bettered Lafferty, the current 





National Enduro Champion, by 12 sec- 
onds. 

“I'm real excited about winning 
here," Hawkins said. "It's my first 
National Enduro win on a Yamaha." 

Hawkins last won a National Enduro 
in the fall of 1996 when he won in Belling- 
ham, Washington. That year also marked 
the end of his relationship with Suzuki, 
when they didn't renew his contract. 

"Last year we spent most of the time 
getting the bike right and didn't fair so 
well in the enduro series," Hawkins. 
continued. ^This year it's been more of 








the same. I've almost taken myself out 
of contention for the enduro title with a 
couple of mediocre rides (in Arizona 
and Ohio) and a DNF (in New Jersey). 
Coming here, I knew there were no 
more throw-aways for me. I’ve basically 
dealt myself these cards, so my strategy 
from here on out is to keep my head 
down and go for it." 

Hawkins’ two-day total gave him a 
score of 5226, while Lafferty carded a 
5238. Finishing third was Husaberg's 
Jason Dahners with a score of 5330, and 
KTM riders Patrick Garrahan and Jason

Raines both scored 5473 for a fourth- 
place tie. 

The turning point for Hawkins came 
during test eight on day one. Up to that 
point, Lafferty had consistently 
increased his lead over Hawkins to 24 
seconds by narrowly beating him in six 
of the first seven tests. But Hawkins 
quickly turned the tables by posting a 
score of 883 - 25 seconds quicker than 
Lafferty’s elapsed time of 908 seconds 
during the 5.1-mile-long test. Over the 
next day and a half, Hawkins continued 
his winning ways, beating Lafferty in 
five of the last seven tests. 

Hawkins won six of the event's 15 
special tests, while Lafferty won seven. 


_ Both Hawkins and Lafferty competed in 
the Heavyweight (250cc-plus) Two- 


Stroke class, while Kawasaki's Jeff Fre- 
dette and KTM's Russ Pearson won the 
other two tests. Fredette competed in 
the Senior class and Pearson competed 
in the Lightweight (0-125cc) Two-Stroke 
class. 

Hawkins, the 31-year-old Yamaha 
rider from Travelers Rest, South Caroli- 
na, said, "Mike is a fast starter. It doesn't 
surprise me he jumped out ahead dur- 
ing the first few tests. It's kind of what I 
expect from him. It takes me a few miles 
to really get going. I just try to stay 
focused all day. Like I said before, if I’m 
going to salvage anything this season, 
I'm going to have to make it happen." 

“I'm real surprised that I gave up 
that much time to Randy," Lafferty said 
of test eight. “Actually, I thought every- 
thing went fine. I rode hard. I didn't 
crash. I didn't fall. I don't think I fell off 
the pace. I think Randy just pulled the 
plug and let it all out." 

Dahners also turned in a good two- 
day effort, finishing a solid third overall 
riding in the big-bore Four-Stroke class 
(500cc-plus). 

“I really had a good weekend,” Dah- 
ners said. “I never had a bad test. This is 
my best (National) finish ever. I’ve been 
having my share of problems all year, 
but finally things have started to go my 
way.” 

Dahners consistently finished in the 
top five of every test and finished sec* 
ond to Hawkins in three of the 15 spe 
cial tests. 

The enduro was primarily held on 
140 miles of OHV trails located in the 
Sam Houston State Forest and was host* 
ed by the Trail Riders of Houston. Day 
one was 127 miles long; eight checks 
were utilized, and nine special test were 
scheduled. Day two was 87 miles long, 
with four checks and six scheduled spe- 
cial tests.” 

“We've added alot of new trails this 
year,” said event chairman Chris Hardy. 
“We've moved the start of the event fur- 
ther east into town and added over 40 
miles of new trail to the west side. Our 
existing trail system is pretty estab- 
lished, but with the new trails, the riders 
will have plenty of varying terrain. 

“Because heat is always a factor 
here,” Hardy continued, “we've built in 
plenty of time at the checks for riders to 
catch their breath and rehydrate. Day 
two is shorter to give the riders an easier 
day. We've scheduled six terrain tests 
and four checks. And we'll be riding a 
^B' schedule to give the riders some 
extra time." 

“Some of the trails here are really 
rough,” said Lafferty, who hails from 
Port Elizabeth, New Jersey. “Even 


though there's a casual trail pace 
(between tests), you have to keep attack- 
ing the trails or they'll just beat you up." 

“The heat was the real determining fac- 
tor," commented Fredette. "Each morning 
was pretty good until halfway through, 
when (the heat and humidity) was like hit- 
ting the wall. I felt like calling it quits a 
couple of times, but Dennis (Hawthorne) 
kept me going. He had a fan set up in the 
(Kawasaki Team Green support) box van, 
and that made the difference. 

^I thought the club did a real good 
job with test placement and layout," 
Fredette added. “They really mixed 
things up a bit. They had a new grass- 
track area at the start/finish and had a 
new terrain-test area as well. They really 
mixed it up." 

"The heat was probably the toughest 
part of the event," Dahners said. "At 
every gas stop I would put wet towels on 
my head, especially in the afternoon, just 
to keep from overheating. Sometimes rid- 
ing was easier than just sitting around." 

The 214-mile two-day National Relia- 
bility Enduro was also scored as a 
National Enduro. It had 12 checks and 
15 special tests, and it was also the first 
qualifier in the five-event series that ulti- 
mately qualifies 27 riders for the Inter- 
national Six-Day Enduro, which will be 
held in Australia in November. Those 
riders will represent the United States in 
three-rider club teams. Ten other riders 
are picked by a board of governors to 
determine the United States' elite six- 
rider World Trophy Team. Four more 
riders, who must be 24 years of age or 
younger, are picked to represent the 
U.S. Junior Trophy Team. 

Hawkins has already been preselect- 


ed to ride on the U.S. Trophy team, 


along with Chris Smith, Ty Davis, Rod- 
ney Smith, Steve Hatch and Scott Sum- 
mers. This is the same team that has 
competed in the last two ISDEs and fin- 
ished third overall in Finland in 1996. 
The Junior Trophy Team will be headed 
up by Lafferty; the other three riders 
have yet to be announced. 

Even though Hawkins and Lafferty 
set the fastest test scores, bettering the 
closest competitors by over 100 seconds, 
competition for class points was tight. 

In the Heavyweight Two-Stroke class 
(175cc to Open), Garrahan, Raines and 
Mike Windmann battled it out for third, 
fourth and fifth, behind Hawkins and 
Lafferty. Less than 13 seconds separated 
the trio. 

Finishing in the top two in the Light- 
weight Two-Stroke class (0-125cc) were 
Pearson and local Texas rider Brian Stor-

wedish superstar Tony Rickards- 
S son fired a warning to his world 

title rivals with a stunning display 
of riding at Marketa Stadium in Prague 
when he sped to victory in the champi- 
onship final and laid claim to the Czech 
Grand Prix first-place trophy, thus re- 
establishing himself as a top threat for 
the world crown. 

Rickardsson, the 1994 World Cham- 
pion who has been in superb form for 
British Elite League Ipswich in that 
team's march to the top of the table, 
come back from a real scare in the final 
race as he hit the wooden board at high 


* speed just as he was approaching full 


throttle - and yet he maintained control 
and went on to pass Jimmy Nilsen and 
Billy Hamill. Hamill vowed to regain 
the crown he won in 1996 after finishing 
in the runner-up with a solid display. 
The Californian was determined and 
hard-working as always, and a consis- 
tent performance like this could see him 
achieve his aim. 

Nilsen of Sweden was third. Polish 
sensation Tomasz Gollob came across in 
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fourth place to complete the first Grand 
Prix of the 1998 series. 

Meanwhile, reigning World Champi- 
on Greg Hancock suffered a nightmare 
start in the series opener. The big, fast 
track hardly encouraged great racing, 
and Hancock was a victim of the new 
race format, as he traveled miles to the 
Czech Republic for just two rides. In 
fact, the race formula was more of a 
talking point than the result, both on the 
packed terraces and in the pits area. 

Top riders like Hancock and Hamill 
had to wait until the main event (regular 
program) - Heat 11- before they got on 
track, as riders lower down the order 
fought through a knockout system in 
the first half before taking on the big 
guns.

Ryan Sullivan, the Australian making 
his GP debut, got off to a dream start in 
the qualifier with a heat-one win ahead 
of countryman Craig Boyce. But there 
was a shock result in heat two, when 
Leigh Adams and Bo Brhel finished first 
and second, with Chris Louis working 
hard to pass the unfortunate Jason 
Crump.

World Under-21 Champion Jesper B. | 
Jensen was worried before the meeting 
that he might struggle in such a big 
field, but he made a dream start and 
earned a hard-fought win in heat four, 
the first turn proving crucial as he took 
out his rivals superbly. 

Heats five and six were the first real 
pressure races as any riders finishing 
third or last would be packing their bags 
and going home. Italian Armando 
Castagńa was perhaps the unluckiest 
man on the night, as he was crusing to 
victory in heat five only to have his 
chain snap and throw him from the bike 
and out of the meeting. He was joined 
by Piotr Protasiewicz, Andy Smith and 
Peter Karlsson.as early casualties with 
Crump, Gerd Riss, Louis and Henka 
Gustafsson making further progress. 

Hungarian Zoltan Adorjan provided 
plenty of surprises and in heat seven. 
He pulled off a superb race to pass Brhel 
in breathtaking style to go through to 
the main event along with race winner 
Ryan Sullivan. 

Jensen worked hard from the back in 
heat eight and almost got the better of 
Adams, but the Aussie provided some 
rare excitement for the vibrant crowd

with a good pass on Boyce, with Jensen 
trailing in at the back. At least Jensen 
had another chance by going through to 
heat nine, the next sudden-death race, 
but he failed to take it and went out 
along with Crump. 

Stefan Danno was good value for his 
second place in heat 10, as he went from 
last to second, and he fully deserved to 
go through to the main event along with 
race winner Louis. Boyce and Riss were 
the men to miss out. 

There may be talks held between the 
sport's governing body and the riders, 
because Hancock was not alone in mak- 
ing the long journey to Prague for such 
a small amount of track time. He stut- 
tered for third place in heat 11, behind 
Sullivan and Jimmy Nilsen, and this 
immediately put him into a pressure sit- 
uation with only one race under his 
belt. 

Veteran Hans Nielsen was a con- 
vincing winner in heat 12, as he pulled 
clear of Hamill, with Toni Kasper and 
Adorjan packing the minor placings. 
This was the first race that went as pre- 
dicted, with the two seeds home first 
and second. But Hamill had to work 
hard for it, as he picked his moment 
superbly to pass Kasper on the last lap 
despite the fact that he was clearly 
quicker. 

But if heat 12 went according to plan, 
heat 13 certainly did not. Gustafsson 
and Danno were clearly sharp after their 
earlier races, and they caught Gollob 
and Brian Andersen cold. 

British Champion Mark Loram made 
his first appearance in heat 14, and he 
put on a brave display despite dislocat- 
ing his shoulder riding in England only 
four days earlier. He passed Brhel on 
the third lap and made a good effort to 
close in on Rickardsson, who came 
home second, behind Louis. 

Then came the first pressure race of 
the main event, the race that ultimately 
proved to be Hancock's downfall and 
his passport to an early drive home: 
Heat 15 saw the third- and fourth- 
placed riders eliminated; and Hancock 
trailed in third with Brhel at the back: 
Gollob and Adorjan were the riders to 
progress in what proved to be a shock 
result, particularly with Adorjan doing 
so well. 








And there was another surprise in 
heat 16, when previous Grand Prix win- 
ners Brian Andersen and Mark Loram 
went out while Adams and Kasper went 
through. 

Heat 17 saw Rickardsson survive a 
real scare, as he hit the fence at high 
speed and did well to hang on to the 
bike. Not only did he hold on, but amaz- 
ingly, he managed to pass Jimmy Nilsen 
to take the checkered flag first. 

Danno was a surprise winner in heat 
18, as he made a flying start ahead of 
Sullivan, with Louis and Nielsen strug- 
gling at the back. Heat 19 was another 
pressure race, with a last-chance situa- 
tion, and Hamill took it superbly, with a 
great start to ease home ahead of Gol- 
lob. But there was another shock, as 
Nielsen went out; he was clearly not 
happy as he walked back to the pits.

Heat 21 was the first semifinal, and 
Rickardsson romped home after a fly- 
ing start. Hamill joined him, as the two 
riders were in a league of their own 
ahead of Adams and Sullivan, who had 
to settle for places in the consolation 
final. Nilsen and Gollob made no mis- 
takes in the second semifinal, and they 
were well clear of Louis and Danno. 
Thus the first championship final lineup 
of the new Grand Prix series was now 
known.

But before that, the B final had to be 
staged to determine final Grand Prix 
placings, and it was Louis who made 
the start ahead of Danno, Sullivan and 
Adams in a race which, yet again, was 
determined from the gate. 

In the A final, Rickardsson made a 
dream start to breeze home, and Hamill 
worked hard to finish second after start- 
ing from gate three. Nilsen and Gollob 
were battling for the minor placings 
until. Gollob's bike sputtered to a halt. 
His hopes of a rostrum place were over. 
Rickardsson's relief at winning his first 
ever Grand Prix was clear for all to see 
as he celebrated on the rostrum. "I've 
been so close in the past with these 








meetings," Rickardsson said. "I've gone 
into the A final knowing I have been the 
best rider throughout a meeting, and yet 
I always seem to mess it up in that last 
race. But I felt so good here tonight and 
it's a great start for me. The meeting was 
tough, but I just kept my head together, 
and when I went over the line for a win, 
I was overjoyed." But the new race for- 
mat was the real talking point, and run- 
ner-up Hamill had his own views on the 
matter. 

“It’s not an ideal situation but you 
have to have a positive attitude toward 
it all, and I just went out there and did 
my best," Hamill said. "It was interest- 
ing to see the guys in action early in the 
meeting, but all the time I was itching to 
get out there and have a go on the track. 
I'm happy with second place - consis- 
tency is the key throughout the series - 
and I would have settled for this before 
the meeting. 

Hancock, meanwhile, was left to 
reflect on what might have been, as he 
made an early exit from the opening 
round in the defense of his title. 

"This has been a real learning exer- 
cise for me because of the new race 
structure, and I'm not prepared to 
blame that for the night I had," Hancock 
said. "I always stay positive about 
things, and there is plenty of time for 
me to catch up, but I'm down about the 
result for sure. 

“I just didn't make a start, and when 





the pressure is on so late 
in the meeting you need 
to be sharp from the gate 
- that didn't happen for 
me," Hancock continued. 
^We really need to work 
on a few things before 
the next round, and I’m 
confident I can pull it back.to be up 
there with the race leaders." The next 
round of the series is at Pocking, Ger- 
many, where Hancock will probably be 
hoping for better luck. o

MARIBOR, SLOVENIA, MAY 17 

lessio "Chicco" Chiodi made no 

mistakes in round three of the 

World Championship 125cc MX 
Series at the rugged Orehova Vas circuit 
on the outskirts of Maribor in the Repub- 
lic of Slovenia (the northernmost part of 
the former Yugoslavia), taking the 
holeshot in both motos to take his facto- 
ry Husqvarna to a double win and estab- 
lish a handsome 27-point lead in the 
standings while all of his major rivals 
ran into trouble in at least one moto. 

Yamaha's David Vuillemin finally 
started to show his true outdoor form 
and snatched second on the day, while 
James Dobb, the Brit who spent three 
years in America before returning to his 
homeland last year, rounded out the top 
three on the day after a nerve-jangling 
start to the proceedings, when he had to 
change a plug on the line as the starter 
readied the 15-second board. 

The first moto was a gift for Chiodi. 
While the champion led all the way, 
chief rival Alessandro Puzar collided 
with Belgian Steve Ramon in a sweep- 
ing uphill turn halfway around the first 
lap as they disputed second place, 
bringing down Paul Malin and Marcel 
Van Drunen and causing chaos among 
the entire pack. 

The ex-champ had to wait for the 


32 entire pack to pass just to retrieve his 


bike, and, after picking it up on the slip- 
pery camber, had to ride backward 
down the track before once again attack- 
ing the hill. So competitive is the 125cc 
GP category that he could only make it 
from 39th on lap one to 18th at the finish 
of the 45-minute race. 
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The Yamaha challenge was also dent- 
ed at an early stage, with Vuillemin 21st 
on lap one after his usual disastrous 
start. Frederic Vialle was 11 places fur- 
ther back after collisions put him on the 
deck three times, while Claudio Federi- 
ci, poised to make a charge from sev- 


enth on the track where he won the GP 
last year, did not last three laps before 
he hurt his right hand in a crash and 
retired for the day. Even teenager Luca 
Cherubini, who was second early on, hit 
trouble, his silencer falling off as the 
result of a first-lap knock. 

Vuillémin at least got up to seventh, 
but he might have done better. 

"The start was all my fault as usual," 
Vuillemin said, “but I would have had 
at least top five if my gearbox hadn't 
dropped all of its oil." 

Luca Pretto, riding KTM in Chad 
Parker's team this year, finished a sensa- 
tional third, easily his best-ever GP fin- 
ish, while Dobb was.a storming second. 

The Brit came through from eighth 
after an unsettling time at the start gate: 

“We've been having problems with 
plugs during practice, and my team 
manager, David Thorpe, told us to take 
plugs to the line with us in case it hap- 
pened again,” explained Dobb. “It’s a 
good job we did, because my bike 
stopped on the line and I had to change 
it 

Exactly the same thing was to hap-

pen to his teammate Luigi Seguy in race 
two. 

After crossing the line five seconds 
down on Chiodi, Dobb was confident 
for race two. 

"If I can get out of the gate with Chic- 
co, I'm sure I can beat him on a track 
like this,” he said. “This is the first tech- 
nical track we've ridden this year and 
you can see how many more passes are 
taking place. The first two GPs were 
decided at the gate." 

Chiodi again took the holeshot in 
race two and had to stay on the gas for 
the whole race this time, as Puzar avoid- 
ed early problems and still had the 
champion in sight as he hit second after 
25 minutes from an initial fifth. No mat- 
ter how hard he tried, the TM rider 
could not close and, in the end, he had 
to be careful not to get caught by the 
hard-charging Vuillemin and Dave Strij- 
bos. The ex-champ from Holland had 
his best ride since his comeback on the 
loose-surfaced track. 

Switzerland's Philippe Dupasquier 
had held second until Puzar got him just 
after half-distance, but soon afterward 
he made a minor error which dropped 
him to his eventual sixth. 


Vialle crashed into the crowd this 


time, while Dobb pursued Puzar up the 
leaderboard for half the race before “hit- 
ting the wall.” Fourth midrace, he 
would eventually trail in 10th. 
| Of the four Americans competing in 
the racing (three of them riding KTM), 
Keith Bowen eventually took the best 
finish - a 20th in race two - and he was 
not happy with his riding all weekend, 
while David Kratz, his young team- 
mate in a German-backed setup, 
looked impressive while he was mov- 
ing. 
“I was racing the guy who got the 
15th-placed point until I crashed 
midrace," said the 24-year-old from 
Souderton, Pennsylvania, who would 
cross the line 26th in both races. 

James Povolny, who had flown over 
from the States five days before the race 
to ride Trampas Parker's factory KTM, 
had only qualified as a reserve but got a 
start in race two. He retired after half an 
hour after running in company with 
Kratz. 

. Long-serving GP runner Bader Man- 
neh, riding a Yamaha so far this year, 
was on the ground on the first lap of 
each moto but persevered each time to 
finish 27-32. €N

efending Champion Joel Smets 
D moved to the head of the World 

Championship 500cc MX Series 
standings after completing a Scandina- 
vian double when he added the win in 
the Finnish GP to that in Sweden seven 
days earlier. The Yamahas were again 
his main opposition, as the Huskies 
struggled at the starts on a circuit at 
Vantaa, located on the other side of 
Helsinki airport from the track where 
America won the final MX des Nations 
that was held solely for 500cc machines 
in 1984.

Smets took the lead from KTM rider 
James Marsh on lap two of the first moto, 
with Andrea Bartolini in his wheeltracks. 
The Italian, fastest qualifier on Saturday, 
tried all he knew to stay with the Belgian, 
but in the end the champion's experience 
on sandy tracks proved just too much as 
they came on the lappers. 

Once beaten, the Yamaha rider eased 
his pace but still finished nearly half a 
minute ahead of third-placed Darryll 
King, the pre-race points leader from 
New Zealand having been outgated for 
the second week in succession. 

^We had too much power for these 
Scandinavian tracks, and we were just 
sinking in the sand rather than finding 
traction out of the gate," King said. 

The second race again saw Smets 
quickly in front, but Bartolini again gave 
chase after a fifth-placed start. 

"The track was getting rougher all 
the time, and I was confident that I 
could win this time,” Bartolini said. “But 
then the bike just stopped. We don't 
know what it is yet, but that is the third 
zero score I have this year because of 
mechanical problems." 

In sheer desperation, the Italian 
added, “I am ready to win this title, but 
my team is not.” N

ENGLISHTOWN, NJ, MAY 13-16 
he entire Pro Stock Bike field had 
" been waiting for this moment for 
the last six months. 

In front of a packed house at Old 
Bridge Township Raceway Park in Eng- 
lishtown, New Jersey, Matt Hines coast- 
ed down the track, the engine in his 
Vance & Hines/Eagle One Suzuki silent, 
as his opponent, upstart Gary Tonglet, 
drove away for the win with a 7.44. 

Hines knew his win streak, which 
began late last season at the Sears 
Craftsman Nationals in Topeka and ran 
through the recent Pennzoil Nationals in 
Richmond - a span of six races - wasn't 
going to last forever, but he didn't 
expect it to end the way it did. 

"When I got up there, I didn't have 
my head on straight," said Hines, who 
lost in the first round for just the second 
time in his three-year career. ^When the 
tree came on, I was just sitting there, so I 
had a really bad light. Then, when I final- 
ly left the line, the transmission broke, so 
I wasn't going to win anyway. A perfect 
season would have been great, but I hon- 
estly never thought we'd do it. At least 
now I can concentrate on winning the 
championship without the distraction of 
chasing an undefeated season." 


the pieces after Hines' early exit was 
Angelle Seeling, the only rider who has 
consistently been able to put any pres- 
sure on the reigning champ this year. 
Seeling qualified her Team Winston 
Suzuki third in the field, with a 7.37, 
behind Hines' track-record 7.28 and 
John Smith's 7.34. 

In eliminations, she picked up the 
pace with a career-best 7.28 in round 
one against C.J. Smith's Pete Briggs- 
owned Lake Mortgage Kawasaki. 

“I was sitting there right behind Matt 
when he lost, but instead of being glad, 
it made me so nervous I started to 
shake," Seeling said. "I knew I had a 
great opportunity to get back into the 
points battle, and I didn't want to blow 
it. However, just because Matt lost, that 
doesn't mean it was any easier to win. 
There were a lot of other bikes that were 
fast, and I knew if our team didn't put 
100 percent into this, we weren't going 
to get the job done." 

Seeling nearly lost that opportunity 
with a late light of her own in round 
two against her Star Performance team- 
mate, John Myers. In that round, Seeling 
left more than two-tenths of a second 
after the green light, but caught a break 
when Myers red-lighted. 

"I've lost a couple of races this year 
on red lights and I didn't want it to hap-

pen again,” Seeling said. “I went up 
there and squeezed the clutch lever 
extra hard, and when the light came on, 
‘my mind said go, but my hand never 
moved. I had my feet on the footpegs, 
but the bike wasn’t moving. I really felt 
bad for John because he’s my teammate 
and, in my mind, he’s the best rider out 
here. I hated to see him lose like that.” 

The Team Winston rider also narrow- 
ly escaped defeat in the semis after a 
wheel-to-wheel race against John 
Smith’s Ankoa-Ramsey Suzuki. In what 
was officially the quickest side-by-side 
race in NHRA history, Seeling finished 
ahead of Smith by .012 seconds, 7.28 to 
7.29, to move into the sixth final round 
of her career. 

Greg Underdahl, who finished sev- 
enth in the points battle last year in his 
first full season on the NHRA tour, 
emerged as the best of the rest, with a 
career-best 7.32 in round one and a 7.40- 
to-7.50 win over Paul Gast in round two. 
Underdahl cruised into the first final 
round of his career after taking out Ton- 
glet in the semis, 7.36 to 7.38, though in 
the final, Underdahl's NCN Communi- 
cations Suzuki had nothing for Seeling, 
who drove away with her fourth 
straight sub -7.3-second run, 7.28 to 
Underdahl's 7.39. 

“Before the start of the season, one of 
the-goals I set for myself was to make it 
to a final round, and we were able to 
accomplish that in four races," said 
Underdahl, who formerly served as a 
crew chief for the Vance & Hines team. 
"Now our goal is to win a race, and the 
way we've been running, I believe we 
can do it." 

With the victory, Seeling moved from 
fourth to second in the points standings, 
though she still trails Hines by 105 points. 

"Last year we buried ourselves in the 
points because we got off to a slow 
start," said Seeling, who finished sev- 
enth and fifth in her two years on the 
tour. "I was worried about Matt getting 
so far ahead, but we made up a lot of 
ground at this race. If we can keep run- 
ning as well as we did here, I think we'll 
be able to give him a run for it." €N

MIDDLEBURY, IN, MAY 17 
ed Wilkins and Paul Zander 
entered 1998 from different direc- 
LÀ tions but when the dust had 
cleared, they shared the top spot on the 
podium at the AMA National Champi- 
onship Hillclimb Series opener. Zander 
won his first National last fall in Mid- 
dlebury and he became the first rider to 
win back-to-back races here. Wilkins 
broke his back in September of 1997 and 
this was the popular Canadian star's 
first race since his injury and all of the 
riders were glad he's back. 

Zander edged out Russ VanderVeen 

and Glen Petty for the 800cc win and 
Ted headed David Watson and Tim Fra- 
zier for the 540cc victory. 
. . The Goshen Iron Horsemen Motorcy- 
cle Club hosts two Pro events each year, 
the spring memorial and the fall event 
and the man-made hill has destroyed 
many championship contenders' hopes 
over the years. The hill is only 160 feet 
high but it features a double-jump sec- 
tion that leaves no room for error. 

The Middlebury Hillclimb is one of 


. the few hillclimbs that can get slower as 


the day wears on. As the ruts develop 
it's more difficult to get a straight, low 
launch off the jump, which is the key to 
victory at this hill. 

Both Zander and Wilkins set their 
winning times on their first rides and in 
the 540cc class only three riders in the 
top 10 improved on their second 
attempt.

A record crowd and a sunny day 
greeted the 39 professional hillclimbers 
as round one of the series got under 
way. Terry Thompson on his Thompson 
Racing / Pro-Action backed, fuel-injected 
BSA led the 540cc class to the starting 
line. Thompson won three Nationals in 
1997, including the memorial, and he 


was hoping for a fast start to his season. 


His nitro-burning BSA blasted off the 
line but he got sideways off the first 
jump and went down after landing all 
crossed up, a problem many of the day's 
competitors suffered.

Kreeger's Pro Hillclimb Team mem- 
ber Phil Libhart followed Thompson and 
he flew his Triumph straight and smooth 
to put a time of 3.444 seconds up as the 
time to beat. Honda CR500 riders Tim 
Friedhoff (3.700), Mike Pulver (3.508), 
and Scott McNeely (3.589) all broke into 
the three-second bracket, but Libhart's 
time held up until David Watson 
wheeled his Mac's Cycle Supply/ KAP 
backed Honda CR500 to the line. Watson 
started on the far right of the hill and his 
nitro-burning Honda left the line hard. 
He had to make a major correction in 
midair, bringing the front end down and 
straightening the bike out, but he got it 
together for a smooth landing and a time 
of 3.3741, his best time of the day. 

Watson's hold on first place lasted 
for one ride. Wilkins brought his alco- 
hol-fueled Rotax to the line and clicked 
off a perfect run. 

“I was a little nervous going to the 
line but once we started the bike I was 
fine," Wilkins said. "I came out of the 
hole good and the landing was really 
smooth. Then I ran to the top of the hill. 
I shut off a little early at the top." 

Wilkins' winning ride took 3.3147 
seconds. 

Jeremy Thomas also left the first 
jump sideways but he did an outstand- 
ing job bringing his Honda back on the 
line to stop the clock at 3.6395, his best 
ride of the day and fast enough for 10th 
overall. 

Four-time 540cc National Champion 
Tim Frazier was the next rider to move 
into the top 10 with a time of 3.441 sec- 
onds on his Parts Unlimited / Thor- 
backed BSA. Frazier's time was fast 
enough for third, though he lost time 
When he cased the top of the second 
jump. 

The last rider to make a run at 
Wilkins' time on round one was five- 
time and defending National Champion 
Paul Pinsonnault. Pinsonnault is one of 
the most consistent riders in the sport 
and he never has bad rides. But today 
he couldn't quite find the perfect combi- 
nation. His first ride netted him a time 
of 3.466 for fifth place. 

“I got too much air over the jump,” 
Pinsonnault said at intermission. 





Thompson’s second ride had its 
problems as well. His bike began to miss 
on the starting line and it obviously 
wasn’t running right. After a decent 
launch off the jump, he landed hard and 
cut across the hill to the left-side bound- 
ary. His time of 3.618 was dependent 
upon Referee Larry Wenger’s determi- 
nation of out of bounds or good. The tire 
tracks proved Thompson’s case and he 
locked up ninth overall. 

As the hill proved more difficult, few 
riders were able to better their round- 
one times. Tim Friedhoff turned in a 
3.500 to take sixth overall in his first Pro 
event and Scott McNeely on a Mac’s 
Cycle Supply Honda went 3.521 to 
move up to eighth behind Mike Pulver. 

Wilkins sat in his riding gear ready 
to ride as soon as someone beat his time 
but Watson, Frazier and finally Pinson- 
nault came up short, and Wilkins had 
his first win of the year. 

“A lot of the credit goes to my broth- 
er Bill who has been working on my 
bike for me and he has it running really 
well,” Wilkins said. “This is the first 
time I’ve been in the points lead.” 


800cc 


Wallace Fowler took his first Nation- 
al win last season at the memorial and 
he was hoping to continue his comeback 
from a serious crash last June with his 
second career win as he opened the 
800cc racing. Wallace blasted his fuel- 
injected Suzuki GSXR over the jump but 
his foot slipped off the peg when he 
landed and he crashed at the 110-foot 
mark. Bobby Templeton’s first Harley- 
Davidson ride ended at the same spot as 
he left the jump crossed up and couldn't 
straighten it out in time. 

1997 800cc National Champion James 
"Jammer" Large was the first 800cc rider 
to reach the top but it wasn't easy. Jam- 
mer mistimed his shutoff point and 
cased the Reiser's Cycle Service Harley- 
Davidson but he held on for a 3.506. 
Chris Brown followed Jammer with a 
3.607 on his Triumph, good enough for 
tenth overall on the day. 

The huge crowd were all cheering as 
Lou Gerencer made his return to racing 
after missing nearly all of last year

because of injuries. The three-time 
National Champion is riding a limited 
schedule this year but the Harley- 
Davidson Racing Pro-Hillclimb Team 
member was looking for a top-five fin- 
ish. Lou left the line hard and straight 
but he got way too much air. When he 
landed, the bike shot to the left and he 
had to battle to stay in bounds, but he 
still picked up a time of 3.525 seconds 
and the early lead. 

Former Middlebury winner Glen 
Petty also overjumped the double on his 
way to a time of 3.558 and Russ Van- 
derVeen was in contention with a 3.587 
for his first ride. 

1995 National Champion Steve 
Dresser was not among the leaders after 
problems on his first ride. Dresser 
pulled a huge sky shot and when he 
landed his chain derailed. He had the 
the same problem on his second ride, 
making his path to the number-one 
plate tougher. 

Zander won last fall's event at Mid- 
dlebury and he was looking forward to 
this hillclimb. "This hill seems to favor 
guys from a motocross background like 
me," he said. Zander proved his point, 
jumping low and straight and tearing 
past the timing lights with a 3.222-sec- 
ond run, the fastest of the day. 

"English Motors built me a fast BSA 
and Barnett clutches helped me fly out of 
the hole, Zander said. "Then all I had to 
do was hold it on all the way up the hill." 

Willie Price won last spring's hillclimb 
as well as four others in 1997 and he was 
going strong when he flew off the first 
jump. Willie had his bike leaned over 
when he landed and it doesn't take but a 
second for a 300-plus-pound, 180-plus- 
horsepower nitro-burning Harley-David- 
son to bite you. Price would bounce back 
on his second run of the day. 

Bob Shreiner got sideways while in 
the air on his Dr. Bob's Racing Kawasaki 
two-stroke triple but he still ran into the 
top 10 with-3.770. Shreiner wouldn't be 
able to improve on the second ride and 
he dropped out of the top 10. 

Harley-Davidson Racing Pro-Hill- 
climb Team rider Jason Petty had a bit of 
a bobble coming off the line but he was 
really strong in the middle of his run; 
with a time of 3.389 seconds good for 
fourth overall. Unfortunately he had a 
problem and hit the top of the hill going 
too fast, bailing off the bike and landing 
on his feet, injuring his ankles. Petty will 
miss the rest of the 1998 season. 

Hot Rod Williams from nearby Niles, 
Michigan, had a good ride on his Tri- 
umph after many years of success on a 
Harley-Davidson. He put together a 
good straight ride that could have been 
faster if his foot hadn't slipped off the 
peg. His 3.539 earned him eighth overall 
for the day after his second ride ended 
short of the top. 

As Wallace Fowler jumped into the

dir on his second attempt his handgrip 
came off, pulling his safety strap and 
Killing the engine while in the air. He 
crashed hard but wasn't hurt. Temple- 
ton also had problems and didn't reach 
the finish line, though he stayed 
upright. 

Large did a better job over the jumps, 
running the hill in 3.465 for sixth over- 
all. 

“I was a little slow coming out of the 
hole today - that's what hurt my times 
the most," the defending champion said. 

After Chris Brown wasn't able to bet- 
ter his round-one time, Lou Gerencer 
took his shot. Once again Gerencer 
spent too much time in the air but his 
3.463-second run moved him into fifth. 

“It was a pretty good day, I haven't 
ridden one of these on a hill in nearly a 
year and I wasn't off much," he said. 

Petty also overjumped the double but 
he finished strong to pass his cousin 
Jason for third with a 3.347-second time 
with only one foot on the peg. 

VanderVeen then put in the ride of 
his Pro career so far, stopping the clock 
with a 3.345 to take second place. 

"I owe it all to Indianapolis South- 
side Harley-Davidson/Buell," Van- 
derVeen said after achieving his first 
podium finish in the series. "These guys 
have worked so hard and they deserve 
most of the credit." 

By far the wildest ride of round one 
was Mike DeBusk's first attempt on a 
Kawasaki Mach IV triple. DeBusk got 
bounced off the seat as his bike lifted off 
the first jump and both feet were on top 
of his seat while he was in the air. Mike 
got one foot on the peg when the bike 
touched down but "Super Boone" never 
backed off and he made it over the top. 
DeBusk's second ride saw him carry the 
front wheel way high off the jump but 
he put together a 3.594 second run for 
ninth overall. 

As Zander. watched Price card a time 
0f.3.527 for seventh overall, Williams 
was the only rider left who could chal- 
lenge the leader. Williams had some 
problems at the bottom of the hill and it 
was over: Zander had his second win. 

"Man, this is awesome," Zander said. 
“I have so many great people helping 
me, it's great to win this for them. We 
just.come out and try to do our best and 
today was our day." €N

MGO Valvoline Suzuki's Grant 
Lopez earned king-of-the-mountain 
honors by winning both legs of the 
Formula USA series at Pikes Peak Inter- 
national Raceway. Lopez set the stage 
for his successful Sunday by taking pole 
osition with a lap of 57.1 seconds, but 
is race wins on the 1.3-mile race track 
didn't come without a fight. 

Newly recruited Michael Barnes put 
the Dutchman Racing Yamaha at the 
front in both races and led the field at a 
blistering 57-second pace, making life 
difficult for Lopez all afternoon. 

"The track is tight and there is no 
place to really pass," Lopez said. "I 
found the only way to stick it to him 
was on the brakes. I found that I was 
really able to drive it in «deeper in turn 
four and through the esses." 

The Dutchman steroid-driven 
YZF1000 clearly had more straightaway 
speed, but the heavier bike paid the 
price by burning through tires faster 
than Lopez's lighter Suzuki. 

“I tried too hard to build my leads 
and heated the tires too fast, and it 
caught up to me in both races," Barnes 
said. "Grant still ran great today." 

As Lopez and Barnes went after each 
other like medieval gladiators; EMGO 
Valvoline Suzuki's Tray Batey kept the 
leaders in sight, but he was never able to 
get close enough to mount a challenge 
and had to settle for third in both legs. 


RACE ONE 


By noon the temperatures were 
reaching the low 80s and Barnes burned 
everyone at the start of the race by dust- 
ing the field at the drop of the green 
flag. By lap two, Barnes was pulling 
away. Suddenly, Health Systems 
Kawasaki-backed Michael Fitzpatrick 
hit the chicane at the end of the front 
straight and went flying toward the 
concrete wall while his bike cart- 
wheeled to a halt. The crash completely 
destroyed Fitzpatrick's bike, ripping the 
front end from the frame. Fortunately, 
Fitzpatrick walked away and made the 
restart of the race on his inferior 
Kawasaki 600. 

Again, no one could beat Barnes' 
reaction time off the line as he took his 
second holeshot of the day. This time, 
though, Lopez got a better start than 
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before and was within striking distance 
of Barnes by lap three. 

“I played it cool at first and let my 
tires get up to temperature," Lopez said. 
"I could see I was making up ground 
through the chicane." 

As Lopez followed Barnes around, 
Batey was doing all he could to stay 
with his teammate. 

“I just tried to stay with Grant 
(Lopez),” Batey said. “I figured it was 
my turn to learn something." 

Early in the race, the leaders 
stretched out a comfortable gap on the 
rest of the field, but a second pocket of 
racers was creating its own thunder- 
storm. Eric Wood, Dan Turner and Rick 
Kirk found themselves going back and 
forth. However, it was Wood who was 
the rabbit and he ran just out of the oth- 
ers’ grasp. Wood ran in fourth for the 
entire race after getting a poor start. 

Even though these three were putting 
on a terrific battle, the crowd was 
focused on Lopez, who was quickly clos- 
ing in on Barnes. On lap seven, Lopez 
started to apply serious pressure, and 
entering turn four both racers were side 
by side. Barnes went wide and slowed to 
regain his line. Meanwhile, Lopez tried 
to stick it up inside but gassed it too 
hard and lost his drive. Neither could 
capitalize upon the other's mistake. 

On lap eight it was a different story. 
Lopez knew right where he could get 
Barnes and he stuck it to him again in 
turn four. This time Lopez's late-braking 
maneuver stuck and he took over first 
place. 

“I tried to check out early and ended 
up salvaging a second place," Barnes 
said. "Basically, I overcooked the tire 
too early." 

Barnes slipped to second and found 
himself being challenged again, but this 
time the challenge came:from Batey. The 
veteran followed Barnes closely but 
could never make up the ground he 
would lose down the front straight- 
away. 

When the checkered flag fell, Lopez 
had built a comfortable lead, with 
Barnes and Batey behind him. Out of 
contention for third but comfortably in 
fourth place was Wood. Rick Kirk made 
several attempts to pass Wood but could 
never make any of them stick. 


RACE TWO 


The second race started out just like 
the first one, with Barnes taking the

holeshot. This time around, Barnes was 
all business and he stayed out in front 
for most of the race. However, this time 
Lopez had a helping hand. Lapped traf- 
fic plagued Barnes’ ability to get through 
the chicane and while this was going on, 
Lopez was barreling down on Barnes. 

On lap 15, Barnes tried to squeeze 
past a lapped rider entering the chicane 
and was forced to avoid a collision by 
going around the outside. This opened 
the door for Lopez, who tucked in right 
behind Barnes. 

Once Lopez got on Barnes’ tail, he 
was able to exploit the weight disparity 
and passed Barnes on the brakes enter- 
ing turn four - and from there he never 
surrendered the lead. 

“I anticipated Barnes would get the 
lead again,” Lopez said. “Keith Perry 
told me not to push too hard and go for 
the points. Tray showed me a wheel 
early in the race and I stepped it up and 
put my head down until I caught Barnes 
again. The SBS brakes are so good that I 
could carry it in much deeper than 
Barnes, and this was my advantage 
today.” 

From the start, Batey was on his own 
mission, but just when it looked like he 
might give Lopez a run, he tucked the 
front in turn four and the bike slid to the 
edge of the track. Lifting the bike up 
with his leg, Batey was able to get the 
matorcjde back up on the front tire. 
Batey then rode off into the grass but 
didn’t lose any position when he re- 
entered the track. 

Further back, Dan Turner finished 
fourth in front of Kirk, Wood and Ricky 
Orlando. 

Orlando got a much better grid posi- 
tion in the second race and used it to his 
advantage by shadowing Turner around 
and taking fifth place at the checkered. 
Wood finished fourth in the first race 
but suffered from a poor start and could 
only work his way back to sixth place in 
the second leg. 


103 HORSEPOWER 


Vesrah Racing's Mark Junge may 
have to be called Superman after he 
overcame a second-lap crash in the For- 
mula USA 103-hp class to still take the 
victory. The race got off to a rambunc- 
tious start, with BAM Performance Rac- 
ing's Vincent Haskovec and Junge both 
throwing their bikes down in low-side 
crashes on the second lap. However, 
Junge quickly got back on his bike and 





rode like a man possessed all the way to 
the checkered flag. 

"As I started to crash, I quickly 
pulled in the clutch,” Junge said. “Once 
I stopped, I picked the bike up and it 
was still running. At this point, I just 
wanted to get back into it and salvage as 
many points as I could. I didn't let the 
tires warm up enough and because the 
track is so short and tight, it takes longer 
for heat to cycle through the rubber." 

EMGO Valvoline Suzuki's Joshua 
Hayes finished second, with Michael 
Fitzpatrick third. 


126 HORSEPOWER 


The Formula USA class may be the 
premier class, but this Sunday some of 
the most intense action was in the 
126-hp class, a race that was stopped 
twice by red flags. The first red flag 
came when Junge low-sided in the very 
fast turn one. The second red flag came 
on the last lap, when EMGO Valvoline 
Suzuki's Hayes and Fast by Ferracci’s 
Steve Grigg crashed in separate inci- 
dents, littering the track with debris. 
capetang on the red flags and avoid- 
ing all of the crashes was veteran Rick 
Kirk, who dusted the field at the restart 
and lead from beginning to end. 

Zlock Racing’s Wood took the early 
lead, only to be quickly gobbled ap by 
Lopez. Lopez quickly picked up where 
he left off in the Formula USA race and 
built a sizable lead. Then on the third 
lap he low-sided in turn five. With 
Lopez out, local MRRA club rider Shane 
Clark inherited the lead. However, hot 
on Clark’s tail was Junge, who was look- 
ing to repeat his victory from the 103-hp 
class. Junge quickly got by the less expe- 
rienced Clark. 

Late in the race, Junge crashed, 
bringing out a red flag while corner 
workers cleaned up the mess. On the 
restart, Kirk bolted away from the rest 
of the field on his Kawasaki ZX-7R, 
with Clark temporarily on his tail. 
Grigg wasted no time getting to the 
front as he dived under Wood. Fritz 
Kling also quickly got by Wood. Kirk 
checked out and Grigg held second, 
with Kling using his experience to slide 
under Clark. 

As the race progressed, Grigg, Kling, 
Hayes, Wood and Lopez shuffled posi- 
tions, but Hayes crashed on the final 
lap, bringing out the red flag. With the 
red flag being displayed for the Hayes 
incident, Grigg hit the chicane and was 
also thrown down. Unfortunately, the 
impact of the crash turned Grigg’s 
Ducati into a fireball. 

Kirk was the undisputed leader and 
took the victory. Grigg was second 
because Hayes crashed before Grigg and 
brought out the red flag. Kling was 
third, with Wood fourth. €N

rclight Suzuki avoided 
four red-flag incidents - in 
the first two hours of the 


race - en route to victory in round three 
of the WERA National Endurance Series 
at Atlanta Motor Speedway. Arclight's 
Mark McDaniel and Chris Hughes 
cruised to the overall points lead after 
leading nearly every lap of the event. 

It was the inaugural motorcycle 
event at the newly renovated Atlanta 
Motor Speedway complex. AMS spent 
more than $30 million to convert the 1.5- 
mile NASCAR oval, into a world-class 
facility that includes a 2.5-mile, 14-turn 
road course combining the oval with a 
technical infield that features elevation 
changes, a first-gear corner, and high- 
speed sections to deliver a challenging 
venue for future events. 

“I like this track,” said Arclight's 
Hughes. “We used to run on NASCAR- 
type tracks, and I’m glad to see them 
again. Maybe we can run on more." 

Evans Motosports Lee Acree agreed. 
"Its better every time out," he said. ^I 
really like it." 

Firestorm Racing held the pole, with 
Chris “Opie” Caylor on a GSXR600 
joining Evans Motosports’ Acree and 
SBR/Semoff Brothers Racing’s Glenn 
Szarek, both Yamaha YZF-R1-mount- 
ed, on the front row. Acree quickly 
jumped to the lead, followed by TKO 
Racing’s Luke Yarbrough on a 
GSXR750 and Szarek. JAR Racing’s R1- 
mounted Greg Leffler and Arclight’s 
GSXR750, ridden by Mark McDaniel, 
joined the lead group by lap two. On 
the seventh lap, McDaniel slipped past 
Acree in carousel turn eight and held 
the lead until Team Honda Motorcycle 
Racing’s CBR600 blocked the track 
after a crash in turn 11, bringing out 
the first red flag just 24 minutes into 
the race. 

The restart used the original grid, but 
Arclight’s McDaniel wasted no time in 
passing Szarek for the lead in turn one. 
Firestorm’s Caylor fared better the sec- 
ond time around and quickly slipped 
into second place. Acree followed on the 
Evans Motosport machine. Leffler lost 
the front end exiting turn seven at a 
pavement-transition bump just five min- 
utes after the restart. Leffler and the R1 
came to rest at the entrance to turn 
eight, perilously close to the racing line, 
drawing another red flag. Leffler lay 
unmoving until the ambulance arrived 
but regained full conciousness and was 
otherwise uninjured. Team owner and 
racer Jeff Atwell frantically worked to 
re-enter his machine but was thwarted 
by a broken clutch-basket spring that 
damaged the clutch and crank, sidelin- 
ing the Yamaha for the day. 

The second restart also used the orig- 
inal grid, with Arclight’s McDaniel 
quickly taking the lead. McDaniel, 
Szarek and Acree closed hour one in 
that order with first through third cov- 
ered by a single second. 

“Fm just taking my time, trying to 
relax," remarked McDaniel after the sec- 
ond red flag. "When we were here for 
tire testing earlier, the track was not this 
good. I like it now."

Firestorm’s Caylor was launched into 
the banking when a vicious high-side 
slammed the Marietta, Georgia, rider to 
the asphalt, bringing out the third red 
flag just nine minutes info the second 
hour. Scott Brown and Chris Normand 
were able to repair the damage and re- 
enter the race, but Firestorm Racing’s 
overall points lead would be relin- 
quished. 

“I don't know what happened," a 
dejected Caylor said. "I just can't believe 
I fell off. Everything was going fine." 

Caylor later sought treatment for a 
possibly broken foot. 

Arclight Racing’s Chris Hughes took 
the lead at the restart and held it until 
the final red flag flew at the end of the 
second hour. The Army of Darkness 
GSXR600 brought out the fourth red flag 
with a low-side in the chicane. The 
restart at 13 minutes into the third hour 
was overshadowed by AOD’s efforts in 
the pits. After the restart, Army of Dark- 
ness returned to the event after filling 
the fuel tank, safety-wiring two axles, 
changing a rear wheel, and repairing the 
damaged tail section in just 38 seconds. 
A standing ovation rewarded the team 
after a pit stop that factory teams would 
have been proud to perform. 

Heat began to take its toll on the rid- 
ers, as the temperature measured 116 
degrees on the asphalt. Evans Moto- 
sport’s Lee Acree suffered chills - the 
first signs of heat exhaustion - and relin- 
quished the ride to Terry Evans, who 
completed the race third overall, one lap 








behind 1-800-CROTCH-ROCKET's R1 
Yamaha, which had slipped into second 
at the end of the third hour and fol- 
lowed Arclight to the finish. 

“We developed a push toward the 
end," Hughes said. “But we felt confi- 
dent all day." 

In National Challenge sprint racing, 
Lee Acree borrowed a Yamaha TZ250 
for a record-setting performance in the 
GMD Computrack / Atlanta Formula 
One Event. Jamestown, North Caroli- 
na's Acree posted a new official track- 
record lap of 1:40.85 on the way to victo- 
ry in the event. The Team Triad rider 
also scored a win in the WERA Formula 
Two Series on the same machine. 

Arclight's Mark McDaniel took the 
holeshot in the Formula One race, fol- 
lowed by Scott Brown - both on 
GSXR750 Suzukis. The two-strokes of 
Derek King on a Honda RS250 and 
Acree chased the leaders. Acree pushed 
past both King and Brown and set sail 
for McDaniel, closing the gap and taking 
the lead by the fifth lap. Acree stretched 
the lead with the record lap to take his 
first WERA National GMD Compu- 
track/ Atlanta Formula One victory. 
McDaniel finished second, with Tulsa's 
Shannon Ball filling the podium on a 
Yamaha R1. 

^My Honda RS250 has had gremlins 
all year; I couldn't work them out so 
Rick Boyles, our endurance crew chief, 
brought me his TZ250," Acree said. "I 
rode it for the first time this morning 
and we guessed right on the setup!" 









When asked about 
the lap record, Acree replied, "This is 
my first one, so I'm enjoying it!" 

The Metzeler 600cc Superstock 
Series resumed with fireworks on and 
off the track. Brian Stokes and Brian 
Gibbs jumped to the lead of the restart- 
ed event, both on GSXR600 Suzukis. 
The two Brians fought until coming 
together diving into turn six and crash- 
ing, giving the lead to the third Brian - 
Brian Lantz, who held the lead on his 
ZX-6R Kawasaki until JAR's David 
Rose passed him and slowly pulled 
away. Rose took the victory on the 
track but was disqualified after refus- 
ing the postrace technical inspection 
initiated by a protest from Lantz, who 
felt that the older machine was run- 
ning stronger than a superstock 
CBR600F3 should be able to perform. 
Lantz was awarded the top spot, fol- 
lowed by 1-800-CROTCH-ROCKET's 
Ty Howard, also on a ZX-6R. Wood- 
stock, Georgia, rider Billy Eisenacher 
rounded out the top three on a Yamaha 
600. €N

FISHOUSE, NY, MAY 17 

t's the gnarly track in Fishouse that 
I NETRA riders usually dread, but 

the AA and Expert riders were 
forced to dread Valley Motorsports/ 
Yamaha-backed Tom Norton as he took 
the lead right off the start and never let 
up to earn his second NETRA Hare 
Scrambles win of the season. 

After years of dwindling attendance, 
the Central Adirondack Trail Riders 
(CATRA) made the course easy last year 
to draw back the riders. This year, the 
riders were back for the largest turnout 
in several years, but the track wasn't so 
rosy anymore. The 6.2-mile course was 
tight, twisty and rocky, with all the hills 
added back in. One small swampy sec- 
tion became impassable during the 
Novice race and was rerouted prior to 
the Expert start. 

Only nine AA riders were lined up on 
the front row when the flag dropped. 
Ronnie's Cycles/ REP /Moose-backed 
Todd Levesque got the holeshot, followed 
by Norton and Putnam's Luke McNeil 
riding side by side through the first turn. 
Brian Lawson grabbed the inside, sliding 
by both riders and taking over second 
place at the second turn. Patrick Timothy 
stuffed Norton and McNeil in a wide 
sweeper, with Norton still coming out in 
third. McNeil now ran fifth. 

UNI/Sunstar/ ONE-sponsored Nor- 
ton moved past Ronnie's Cycles' Law- 
son at the bottom of the first downhill, 
moving into second place right behind 
Levesque. Not half a mile later, 
Levesque pulled over, allowing Norton 
to take over first place, and Lawson also 
caught and passed Levesque. The two 
switched places several more times 
before Lawson finally got the jump on 
Levesque in a rock garden. By the end of 
the first lap, Levesque had dropped 
back to fifth place, Norton had the lead 
with 25 seconds on Timothy, Lawson 
was in third and McNeil ran fourth. 

“I spent the entire second lap riding 
alone.” Norton said, “ I was able to pick 
some awesome lines and avoid some big 
mudholes. I was trying to increase my 
time over Timothy, but it was hot and I 
had to try to pace myself." 

By the end of the lap, Norton had 
increased his lead to 53 seconds over 
Midtown Kawasaki's Timothy. 
Levesque was now in third place, just 
four seconds behind Timothy, while 
Lawson was back in fourth, with 
McNeil holding on to fifth. 

“It was weird riding alone for the first 
two laps,” Timothy said. “It’s hard to 
really know how hard to push. Levesque 
caught me at the end of the second lap 
and we battled back and forth. It got me 
motivated and I put on the charge. Todd 
would get by, then I cut him off - I just 
didn't let up. I finally got in front of him 
and never heard him again." 

The push from Levesque cut Nor- 
ton's lead at the end of the third lap to 
just 25 seconds on Timothy. Levesque 
was still in third place, back another 
minute. Lawson was in fourth place, 
back another 1:30, but McNeil was clos- 
ing from fifth place. 
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" can't seem to go fast at the start,” 
McNeil said. "I tried holding it on 
today but I ended up cementing myself 
into a tree and decided to just back off. 
After a few laps, though, I can really 
pick it up, and I just start picking off 
places." 

As the riders went out for the final 
lap, it was Norton who was still out in 
front, with 45 seconds on Timothy. 
Levesque pulled off on the fourth lap, 
moving Lawson back into third place at 
about three minutes behind; McNeil 
was in fourth place, back another 30 sec- 
onds, and Ken Valentine was now in the 
fifth-place position, down another 
minute and 30 seconds. 

The track was holding up well but 
the lappers were now becoming a prob- 
lem. They were obviously getting tired 
and getting stuck or falling in several of 
the rutted, muddy sections. 

“I had to take several different lines 
and wait for fallen riders to clear the 
hills out the last lap, but I still managed 
to put a considerable amount of time on 
Timothy," Norton said. “I really had a 
fun ride. The course was excellent." 

Norton took his second win of the 
season with more than a minute's lead 
on the second-place finisher, Timothy. 

“I had a few crashes on the last lap,” 
Timothy said. "It was almost "lights out' 
in one section. I was heading dead cen- 
ter for a tree but was able to catch it at 
the last second and just graze it instead. 
It could have been real nasty. I just took 
it easy around the last section. I was 
happy with second." 

Lawson took third overall, but not 
without a heated battle with fourth- 
place finisher McNeil. McNeil caught 
Lawson on the last lap and the two trad- 
ed places several times before McNeil 
got crossed up, allowing Lawson to get 
away. Incredibly, Lawson had a broken 
shifter, which left him stuck in third

gear, making for a well-earned third- 
place finish. 

Rounding out the top five for the day 
was Valentine, coming around just a 
minute and a half behind McNeil. 

The Expert-class overall went to 
Yamaha of Putnam's Jess Berthiaume. 
Berthiaume was dead last off the line 
but managed to pick his way through 
the pack within a few laps to take over 
the 200cc A-class lead. By the start of the 
final lap, he had the overall lead in the 
Expert class and took the win with more 
than two minutes on rider Chris 
Crispin. Crispin took first place in the 
200cc Expert class, with Jim Senecal fin- 
ishing second. 


Berthiaume had been on a winning- 


streak all weekend, taking first place on 
Saturday in the Junior Enduro. He also 
took first in the Junior Hare Scramble, 
which was held earlier in the day.

Waller wins 
Wiggins

fter taking part of last season off, 

George Waller Jr. returned to win- 

ning form and took the overall win 
at the Magnolia Classic Enduro. Waller, 
a seven-time SERA Enduro Champion, 
put in a strong ride to take the win over 
his Gas Gas teammate Nolan Knight 
with a score of 15. 

“I only rode two races last year, so 
I'm just getting back in the groove," 
Waller said. ^I used to start off and be 
100 percent right off the bat, and now 
I'm not getting up to 100 percent until 
after the gas, but that's going away, so 
hopefully in the next race or two I'll be 
100. percent all day long. Overall, I'm 
feeling real good and totally competi- 
tive." 

After campaigning a Team Green 
Kawasaki for the past six years, Waller 
switched to the newly formed Gas Gas 
team for the 1998 season. 

"The bike is handling well and I'm 
feeling at home on the Gas Gas," said 
Waller. 

Waller and his Gas Gas teammates 
thoroughly trounced the competition, 
sweeping the top three overall positions 
as well as collecting the 250cc A and 
overall A wins. 

Finishing second overall with a score 
of 16 was round-one winner Nolan 
Knight. 

“I had a pretty good ride," Knight 
said. “I had George (Waller) by a point 
in the first section and then he got me 
back at the end. I got screwed up and 
fell in the last section, where George 
went two and I went three, and that cost 
me the race.” 

Rounding out the top three was 
defending SERA Enduro Champion 
Clay Boreing, who was also on a Gas 
Gas. 

The Masterlinks Enduro Team staged 
the event out of a pecan orchard that 
functioned as the event campground. 
The enduro consisted of five test sec- 
tions, with three shorter tests falling 
before the main gas stop and two longer 
test sections finishing the event. The 
club had taken the time to cut some new 
connector trails this year, which allowed 
them to eliminate seven miles of black- 
top road. As a result, riders spent most 
of the 65-mile course in the woods, with 
very few dirt roads used to connect each 
section. 

Two different types of woods trails 
are prevalent in southern Mississippi. 
The first type of trail is usually cut 
through tree plantations, where trees are 
lined up in perfect rows and very little 
underbrush exists. The second type of 
trail is found in new-growth areas, 
where so much underbrush exists 
among the trees that the trail is literally 
carved out. This makes for a tight, tun- 
nel-type trail that is slow going at best. 

The first test section came after seven 
miles of open trail and dirt roads. Riders 
were checked into the 18-mph section at 
7.2 miles. The terrain that followed was 
fairly tight, but the slow speed average 
allowed all AA riders but one to zero 
the section when they checked out at 


11.4. A reset following this check put 





almost everyone back on time and led to 
a 3-mile trail ride to the next section. 

Check number three was found at 
17.4 and was the check-in to a 4.3-mile 
test run at 24 mph. The check-out at 21.7 
miles was an emergency check and 
started to sort out the AA field, based on 
tie-breaker points. KTM rider David 
Bragg bested all comers with a perfect 
0:30 (0/0). Boreing followed closely with 
0/1, Knight went 0/6, Waller ended u 
at 0/7, and Allen Nicholas came in wi 
an 0/12. Another reset was used shortly 
after this section to allow for a gas avail- 
able located at 22.3. A 12-minute reset 
and a short trail ride led to a going-in 
check at 34.6 miles. Once again, the 
speed average was bumped back up to 
24 mph, just to make things interesting. 
A variety of both tight and open trails 
culminated in another tie-breaker check 
at 40.6. This time, Knight had the time to 
beat, with a 2/105. All other contenders 
dropped three points to finish the morn- 
ing loop. 

The C class and special classes 
(women and kids) were cut off at the 
main gas located at 44.0 miles. At the 
halfway point, Knight had a two-point 
card, while Waller, Boreing, Bragg, 
Nicholas and 250cc A-class rider Nathan 
Knight (Nolan’s younger brother) all 
trailed with threes. 

Free time was allotted after the gas to 
allow riders to negotiate the four miles 
of tight virgin trail used to eliminate the 
roads. This transport section led riders 
out to the tightest section of the day. A 
restart was used at 60.0 miles to ensure 
that no one went into the section hot. 
The 10 miles of tight trail that followed 
turned out to be the toughest test of the 
day. The third and final emergency 
check was located at 70.0. This time it 
was Waller who set the fastest time with 
a7/428 coming out of the section. Nolan 
Knight, Boreing, Bragg and Nathan 
Knight all dropped eight in this test. 
Waller's seven in this section put him 
even with Knight at 10 points each. A 
couple of short resets allowed the top 
riders to catch a quick breather while 
most of the slower riders rode through 
at least one if not both of the resets. 
Another restart at 81.6 miles kicked off 
the longest and final test of the day. 

This section consisted of approxi- 
mately 12 miles of moderately tight trail, 
run at 24 mph. It was in this section that 
the club placed two observation checks 
to discourage course cutting and a secret 
check prior to the known-control finish

at 93.7 miles. The secret check was 
found 7.8 miles into the section and 
some probably thought that this was the 
end of the competition. The real finish, 
however, was the final check another 4.3 
miles down the trail. Waller took the 
event win by setting the fast time 
through the final section with a two at 
the secret check and a three at the finish. 
Knight followed with a 3-3; Boreing and 
Bragg both went 3-4, while Nicholas 
and Nathan Knight both finished up 
with 3-5 at the final two checks, respec- 
tively. 

When all the scores were calculated 
and posted, Waller had taken the win by 
a full minute. Knight sat firmly in sec- 
ond with 16. Boreing and Bragg both 
carded 18s to finish third and fourth, 
respectively, with Boreing getting the 
edge on tie-breaker points. KTM rider 
Allen Nicholas rounded out the top five 
with a 20. Nathan Knight also posted a 
20 to finish eighth overall, first 250cc A, 
and collect overall A honors as well.

At the other end of the spectrum, 
Dave Coupé, 38, a former Pro and cur- 
rent promoter, won the Vet A division 
and also entered the Over 25 class just 
so there would be a full class. Jeff Watts 
followed Coupé home in both Vet A 
motos, with Sean Conley third over Dar- 
ryl Willis and Jimmy Robertson. In the 
Over 25 A class, Coupé didn't win but 
celebrated his AMA life membership in 
style by racing with the Junior Vets. 

In the Over 25 A class, Eric Ducray 
beat out Mat Bateman and Dustin Lud- 
nee, while it was Brian Tonline taking 
the Over 25 B class with a 2-1 over 
Monty Ware's 1-2. Aaron Mattson was 
third with a pair of threes. 

Zeb Armstrong won both races in the 
Four-Stroke B class, but it was Ware 
who picked up another trophy in sec- 
ond over Phil Segundo. Former Class A 
speedway ace “Hot Licks” Bobby Hicks 
swept both motos of the Four-Stroke C 
class on his Honda, with Dave Lippert 
(3-2) edging out Greg Lepesh (2-3) for 
second.

TM’s Franklin Ramey III took his 
Ko win in a row in the SERA 

Enduro series as it made its stop 
on the tight and technical trails outside 
of Clanton. Ramey claimed the overall 
in the Clanton Track and Trail M/C 
club-promoted event after a tight battle 
with rival Allen Gravitt and 250cc A 
rider Jason Chancey. Ramey and Gravitt 
matched scores all day - both riders fin- 
ishing the event with a nine - but Ramey 
getting the edge on the tie breaker. The 
win moves Ramey a step closer to tak- 
ing the series championship in his battle 
with Gravitt. 





"This was a tight, tough enduro," 
Ramey said. “I think I might have gotten 
in third gear a few times - it was techni- 
cal. I had a good day and my bike 
worked well.” 

“It was a tough race, a good race,” 
Gravitt said. “I made some mistakes 
here and there. Me and Franklin should 
have dropped about two points less 
than what we did. We were both hitting 
the clocks just a few seconds off.” 

Chancey finished third overall on a 
score of 10, which was also good 
enough to net him High Point A honors. 

The first section of trail on the techni- 
cal 53-mile course was close to 8 miles 
long, with first a 12- and then an 18-mph 
speed average. The trail was tight and 
rooty and Ramey came into check two 
with a 2:00. 

"| had bad luck with the clocks all 
day, it seems like I missed the checks by 
a second or two at each one," Ramey 
said. 

Gravitt dropped a 2:09 after getting 
stuck behind a stalled rider, while a not- 
yet-warmed-up Chancey came through 
with a 2:21 after falling a few times. 

SERA AA rider George Waller 
burned the check by two minutes, pretty 
much ending his chance at the overall 
win. 

There was a restart at the 14-mile 
mark leading to the second section: 
almost 10 miles of long, tight, nasty trail, 
with a speed average of 18 mph. Ramey, 
Gravitt and Chancey each dropped 
three points, and Waller dropped five. 
The section ended at the gas stop where 
the club gave the riders a nice reset: 

The second half of the race was the 











first loop run again, but with a new sec- 
tion of trail that made the loop 31 miles, 
10 more than before. Check five, a 
going-in check to the first section after 
the gas, was thrown out due to a clock 
error. This really didn't affect the riders 
any as the coming-out check was found 
to be okay. The trial was the same eight 
miles run earlier, but the times were 
faster. Ramey ended up with a 1:23, 
Gravitt a 1:35, Waller a 1:43 and 
Chancey a 1:59. 

A reset followed, then a restart to the 
next woods section with some easier, 
faster trails featuring an 18-mph aver- 
age. Check eight was a tie breaker and 
Ramey came out with a 0:28, Gravitt 
with a 0:29, Waller a 0:29 and Chancey a 
0:03. 

After another reset came the final 
section of the day, some 11.5 miles of 
fresh, supertight trail with a 20-mph 
average. This section, described as 


“nasty” by Ramey, took its toll. Ramey, 
Gravitt and Waller each lost three 
points, and Chancey, who wrapped up 
the SETRA overall A honors for the 
year with his finish, dropped four 
points. 

In the end, it came down to the two 
SETRA riders, Ramey edging Gravitt by 
a second or two for the win, his seventh 
overall this season. N

hawn “Mad Dog” McConnell had 
S: speed and the endurance to win 
the biggest race of the evening at 
the Orange County Fairgrounds. So 
what's the big deal? 

Every season, Costa Mesa Speedway 
puts on what has become known as a 
"classic" - a marathon of a speedway 
race that runs 25 laps, with 12 riders in a 
handicap format. : 

Speedway bikes aren't designed to 
go 25 laps, what with their little fuel 
tanks and, in many cases, oil that goes 
straight through the motor and does not 
recirculate. Some interesting modifica- 
tions are made to get these bikes ready: 
Plastic bottles filled with oil attached to 
the frame, gas tanks taped together, and 
anything else the human mind can come 
up with are strapped onto the machine 
in the hope that it will go the distance. 

That takes care of the bike, but the 
rider is the biggest factor in this race. 
Twenty-five laps on a speedway bike is 
pretty intense, and the guy riding it had 
better be in good shape. After eight laps, 
arms are pumped up and the right leg is 
sending major pain messages to the brain 
that "enough is enough." As athletes put 
it, the wall has been hit, and if you can go 
through, you have a chance. The main 
event comes after three rounds of quali- 
fying, so a full night of racing has pretty 
much already been done. And after all 
was. said and done, it was McConnell, a 
Costa Mesa veteran, who grabbed the 
lead away from a fading Jason Chism 
and then led two other vets, "Rad" Brad 
Oxley and Bobby “Boogaloo” Schwartz, 
to the flag to claim the win. 

The pipe that lines the infield was 
pulled in to make the track bigger for 
the larger-than-usual field in the hope 
that it would be more conducive to 
passing. After the three qualifying 
rounds and one tie-breaker event to set 
the field, the main-event lineup was 
complete. Charlie Cooley set up on the 
20-yard line, with Chism, Randy 
DiFrancesco and Paul Colston sharing 
the 30. Andy Northrup, “Fast” Eddie 
Castro and Gary Ackroyd had the 40- 
yard line staked out. McConnell had 
sole run of the 50. The 60 held Chris 
Manchester and Schwartz; Gary Hicks 
was also scheduled to start on the 60, 
but on advice from the ambulance crew 
after he had taken a tumble earlier, he 
chose not to run. Oxley, a three-time 
winner of this event, was lined up on 
the 80. 

DiFrancesco and Ackroyd tangled in 
the first turn as the race got under way. 
The red flag came out and, after bikes 
and bodies were untangled, DiFrancesco 
was out - not for causing the red, but for 
having his pit crew come over the wall. 
In this event, no pit crew can come on 
the track for any reason. The rider has to 
do everything on his own. This was dis- 
cussed at the riders’ meeting and 
stressed. DiFrancesco argued the point, 
but the ref held firm. 





On the restart, it was Cooley, from 
the low yardage, who took the lead. It 
was short-lived, as Chism ran him down 
by the third lap. Chism then started 
putting a whole lot of daylight between 
himself and the rest of the field, and he 
looked to have the win in the bag. It 
seemed that there would just be a ques- 
tion of who was going to finish second. 

But from the long yardage, the big 
boys were on the move, and McConnell 
was within striking distance as he ran 
fourth, behind Ackroyd, but in front of 
Manchester, Oxley and Northrup. There 
was still a whole lot of race left when 
Schwartz started putting himself into 
contention. He slowly picked his way 
through traffic, moving into the seventh 
slot at the end of lap six. 

Then, at the front of the pack, it all 
fell apart for Chism on the 17th lap. 


“I saw McConnell next to me and I` 


just didn't have any more fight,” Chism 
said. McConnell took over the lead, with 
Oxley and Schwartz going with him in 
the second and third spots. Manchester 
moved into the fourth on the 21st lap. 

There was a very scary moment on 
the 23rd lap when Northrup's front sus- 
pension snapped as he went into the 
first turn. The forks bottomed out, and 
he was spit over the handlebars. Lucki- 
ly, he was unhurt, but the suspension 
was toast. 

As the laps wound down, Oxley gave 
it everything he had to get that fourth 
win, but it was McConnell who was the 
spoiler. Both riders used the low line, so 
it was easier for McConnell to keep 
Oxley at bay. In the end, the "veterans" 
showed the “young’ns” how it's done. 
McConnell (39), Oxley (37) and 
Schwartz (41) picked up the top three 
spots. “The Kid" (Manchester) was 
fourth, with Castro and Ackroyd fifth 
and sixth. Chism, who did such a great 
job for most of the race, finished sev- 
enth. 

The Support class ran a 12-lap main, 
which was cut short on the ninth lap 
when several riders tangled. Joe Win- 
ston came from low yardage and led 
from the start. He was still there when 
the red came out. Robbie Saur came 
through traffic from the 50 to pick up 
the second spot, with Tom Buckingham 
coming away from the 20 to land the 
show money. 

John Vandermeulen topped Greg 
Starcevic and Mark Prentice to win the 
Support B main. €N

om Horton and Gary Davis spent 
Tees of their time sitting down at 

the fifth round of the Classic Bike 
Magazine / American Historic Racing 
Motorcycle Association’s National Dirt 
Track Series. Both stood up just long 
enough to get their trophies for one 
event before sitting back down on the 
motorcycle they were to ride for the next 
event. 

The third running of the Hanford 
Vintage Race was sponsored by Vintage 
Cycle Promotions in conjunction with a 
vintage show and swap meet. The 
evening was highlighted for the large, 
boisterous crowd by a special event: 
exhibition laps by a 1975 TZ750 Yamaha 
once ridden by Kenny Roberts. 

Before the heat races, the 3/8-mile 
track was a little rough, but by the time 
the first main event for the Over 35 class 
was staged, there was a narrow blue 
groove and the track kept getting better 
all night. Triumph-riding Horton led the 
way past the checkered flag, with Yama- 
ha rider Matt Rohr a close second and 
Bultaco rider Jeff Lessley a distant third.

BSA rider Mike Van Lienden got the 
jump in the Over 50 Senior event and 
Mickey Alonzo, on a Triumph, came 
from behind to take the second spot 
over J. Richard Brewer in third. 

The crowd-pleasing Dinosaur event 
(for 1951-and-earlier machines) started 
with Horton, this time on a 1951 Tri- 
umph, leading the pack - but it was 
short-lived, as he was passed on the sec- 
ond lap by Davis on another 1951 Tri- 
umph. Meanwhile, Adam Sabedra, on a 
1949 Ariel, gathered steam and took 
over the lead on the fourth lap. The 
announcer timed the bikes at 60 mph as 
they thundered around the track with 
Davis consistently going high and Hor- 
ton going low. The low line was the 
right line and Horton took the flag, with 
Sabedra second and Davis third. 

The Novice Vintage 250cc-class win- 
ner was Yamaha-mounted Marc Lyons. 
The 250cc Classic class featured a gaggle 
of Harley Aermacchis, but a Bultaco rid- 
den by A. Maurice Ortega took the win. 
Horton and his Suzuki took second and 
Jim McMurren (Harley Aermacchi 
Sprint) took third. 

The Novice Vintage 600cc-class win 
was taken by Cory Schmuck, riding a 
1974 Honda. A 1964 Triumph took Dave 
Maxwell to the win in the Novice Vin- 
tage 750cc class. One of the bigger class- 
es of the evening, the Classic 500s, was 
led from start to finish by Allon McRei, 
riding a 1951 Triumph, with BSA pilot 
Davis second. 

Davis, changing to a Triumph, start- 
ed in the lead in the Classic Open class, 
but he developed a mechanical problem 
halfway through and fell back. Fellow 
Triumph rider Herbert Wolff took the 
win, with Davis just behind, smoking 
badly.

Next up was the AMA Bomber class, 
for machinery built between 1975 and 
1980, and Herman led from flag to flag. 
The fight was for second, with Norton- 
mounted Jim Movegun beating out 
Richard Tunsco and his Suzuki. 

The third and largest 250cc class took 
the track next, with Can-Am pilot Kenn 
Netto, Horton (on a Yamaha this time), 
and Bultaco rider Brad Holt disputing 
the lead through all 10 laps. Holt fin- 
ished ahead of Horton by a wheel, with 
Netto breathing down Horton's neck. 

Cheers greeted the two bikes that 
made the start for the new Handshift 
class. The Harley ridden by Ron Brown 
beat Kenny Reme's Indian, much to the 
disappointment of the many Indian sup- 
porters in the stands. 

Another large class, the Sportsman 
Vintage 600cc division, was won by 
Brad Holt's Bultaco, leading Brad 
Spenser's Honda all the way. 

The promise of the $1500 in prize 
money in the 600cc Pro class brought 
down the young lions from the Lodi 
Cycle Bowl. Rotax rider Paul Iwanaga 
was ahead on the jump, but was soon 
challenged by Husaberg handler Rob 
Damron, Rotax wrangler Toby Jorgensen 
and ATK operator A.J. Herrera (ATK). 
Damron took the lead on the seventh lap 
and wheelied across the finish line, pur- 
sued by Iwanaga and Jorgensen. 

The last race of the night was Sports- 
man 750s, the fastest vintage class. 
Yamaha-mounted Horton took the lead, 
only to lose it to a charging Jeff Johnson 
on a Triumph. After a midpack start, 
Ron Brown found the ponies to move 
into third on his Trackmaster Triumph, 
challenge Horton and take over second 
on the sixth lap. Horton took third, 
despite a challenge from Davis. €N

Bault goes berserk 
at Albany Supercross

ALBANY, OR, APR. 26 
Kawasaki rider Rick Bault made his debut in the 
Over 40 Pro class a successful one by going 
berserk in both motos to come from behind and 
win at the CMC-sanctioned round of the Albany 
Supercross Series. 

Bault was the recipient of midpack starts in 








both of the combined Over 40 Pro/Intermedi- 
ate/Junior-class motos, but forged ahead of fel- 
low KX pilot Jerry Ebert to earn the win in his 
class debut after turning 40 just days earlier. 
Bault's performances were a wake-up call to 
Dave Eakin, who has won several times this sea- 
son and now has some stiff competition in Bault. 
Bault used a 1-1 tally to cash in for first overall, 
followed by Eakin (2-2), Ebert (4-3), Mike Perry 
(3-4) and Dave Merklin (5-6) in fifth. 

"]'m pretty stoked about winning both 
motos," said Bault, a top local professional in the 
late '70s and early '80s, "especially since I 
haven't raced for about a year and a half." 

Justin Homan has been long overdue for an 
outdoor win after several impressive perfor- 
mances; unfortunately, crashes have kept the 
Bend, Oregon, rider out of the winner's circle in 
the 125cc Pro class. Yamaha riders Ryan Hage- 
mann and Jason Matthews were the leaders in 
the first combined 125cc/Open Pro motos, set- 
ting up a great battle for the lead until Matthews 
broke free from Hagemann to score a runaway 
win in moto one. Hagemann, though, fell prey 
late in the moto to an on-the-move Homan, who 
took top 125cc honors behind Open Pro 
Matthews but ahead of Hagemann and David 
Germain. 


Moto two was much the same, as Hagemann 
and YZ400F pilot Matthews led the opening-lap 
parade. However, Hagemann quickly fell victim 
to Homan's FMF/SMP/Cascade Motorsports- 
backed RM. Hagemann did all he could to stop 
Homan's opslaught, but Homan carved past the 
local speedster to take top honors in the moto, 
ahead of Hagemann, a tiring Matthews and Ger- 
main. 

The 125cc Intermediate class saw Cory Fuller 


fending off moto-one winner Shane St. John to. 


take the overall win via his 2-1 performances. St. 
John (1-2) netted second overall, ahead of Matt 
Williams (3-3). 

Yamaha rider Terry Hamness took a win in 
the Up The Hill class with his 1-1 performances, 
beating Kawasaki rider Gary Terlecki, who, with 
his 2-2 tallies, netted second overall, ahead of 
Ryan Leach. Leach came from well behind in 
both motos to chase Terlecki to the finish.

The first round of the Sidecar Racers Association 
(SRA) East, held at the tight and twisty Nelson 
Circuit layout at Shannonville Motorsports Park, 
saw the team of Kurt Dillman and Tony 
Stagliano take the win on a Kawasaki. 

Unfortunately, attrition at the opening North 
American Championship, held in conjunction 
with the AMA National event at Laguna Seca on 
April 21, saw only eight teams in attendance for 
this round. Ignition problems on the rig of Paul 
Mirfield sidelined his Yamaha TZ750 for the 
weekend. Scheduled practice sessions on Satur- 
day went smoothly despite the unsettled weath- 
er, which could not decide whether to cloud 
over, rain or clear up. 

The track was slippery for the six-lap heat 
race and, as the green light flashed, the teams 
made their way carefully into turn one. Starting 
from the pole, Dillman/Stagliano led the tight 
group of sidecars into the corner, as everyone 
was testing the limits of traction. Following 
closely were the family duos of John Dailey / Art 
Dailey and Jean-Guy Ratcliffe / Christine Rat- 
cliffe. Coming from the last row, Martin 
Hogg/Gary Green moved into fourth, ahead of 
a close battle for fifth between the teams of Pete 
Demerski/Judy Demerski and Werner 
Kull/Steve Brown. The Vintage outfit of Peter 
McKinstry /Sandy Harris brought up the rear. 

With the top four teams running single file 
to the checkered flag, attention moved to the 
battle for fifth between the two conventional rigs 
of P. Demerski/J. Demerski and Kull/Brown. 
These two teams stayed within a bike length of 
each other until the last lap, when Kull/Brown 
made a pass and held off the determined 
Demerskis until the line. 

Sunday's weather remained as undecided as 
Saturday's and, while the teams practiced in the 
dry in the morning, a light drizzle was falling as 
they headed out for their warmup lap.

County, Pedrero won both the Open Money and 
Over 25 classes on this 90-plus-degree day, on 
which just over 300 riders attended the event. 

In the first Open Money moto, Pedrero led 
the eight-rider field into turn one, with Buddy 
Duffy, Jason Fink, Derrick Januszyk and John 
Fesler following. Fesler moved by Januszyk on 
the first circuit as Fink slipped by Duffy for sec- 
ond. Pedrero opened up about a six-second lead 
at the halfway point of the moto, until Fink 
turned on the afterburners and closed to the rear 
fendér of Pedrero on the last lap. With the white 
flag out, Fink dived underneath Pedrero in a 
turn to take the point position and win the moto. 
Pedrero, Duffy, Fesler and Billy Wood rounded 
out the top five pfaces. 

Pedrero rocketed out of the gate to start 
moto two, with Fink, Januszyk, Duffy and Todd 
Wichtner giving chase. Duffy made a block-pass 
on Januszyk on lap one as Fesler motored by 
Wichtner. Fesler then set his sights on Januszyk 
and overtook him for fourth. Meanwhile, 
Pedrero had a three-second advantage over Fink 
and Duffy, who were battling for the runner-up 
spot. Pedrero held on for the moto and overall 
win, ahead of Fink, Duffy, Fesler and Wood, 
Who passed Wichtner late in the race. 

Pedrero later returned to win both Over 25 
motos over Tim Eggers on his Cycle Rider's 
RM125. 

Suzuki-backed Davi Millsaps won the 60cc 
(9-11) and 80cc (7-11) divisions. Millsaps, on his 
RM, was doing all the SX-style jumps that most 
of the big-bike riders wouldn't even attempt. 

Ryan Davis has made the transition from 
minis to 125s quite smoothly, as he won all four 
motos in the 15- to 24-year-old and 125cc B divi- 
sions on his KX. 

The iron “boy” of the day was Kyle Keylon, 
Who won three classes: the Pee Wee (7-9), Pee 
Wee Modified, and 60cc (5-8) divisions. Keylon 
went 1-1 in both Pee Wee classes and 1-2 in the 
60cc class, with T.J. Rhonelli posting a win in the 
second 60cc moto.

by Parts Unlimited and Yamaha of Modesto. 
Finally blessed with some good weather, the 
AMP crew welcomed nearly 225 riders and 
treated them to a fine day of racing at the newly 
rejuvenated Carnegie facility. 

It was the big blue Yamaha of Danny Smith 
snagging the holeshot in the first 125cc Interme- 
diate moto. Smith was followed by Jason Mur- 
rell, Keith Verdin and last week’s winner, 
Danny Ornelas. However, the pressure must 
have gotten to Ornelas, as he promptly laid his 
bike down in a turn. Ron DeJesus took the 
opportunity to go by Ornelas, and by lap two he 
had moved up to second place. However, on lap 
three, DeJesus would also fail victim to lack of 
traction as he also went down. 

Meanwhile, up front, Smith was setting a 
blistering pace, with the Suzuki of Justin Scullen 
a ways back in second and Verdin in third. 
Heess, after a bad start, soon made his way up 
to fourth after smoothly making his way 
through the pack. On the fifth lap, Heess kicked 
it up a gear and first made a clean pass on 
Verdin and then passed Scullen for second on 
the next uphill turn. Kawasaki-mounted Craig 
Truglio silently moved his way up through the 
field and settled into fourth. On the last lap, 
Truglio pressured Scullen into a costly mistake 
at the turn before the uphill and took over third. 
However, behind Truglio, Ornelas was putting 
on an incredible charge after his first-lap fall, 
and he made his way up to fourth. When the 
checkered flag came out, Smith took the uncon- 
tested win, followed by Heess, Truglio, Ornelas 
and Verdin. 

The second moto was much better to Ornelas 
- the Yamaha rider shot into the first turn ahead 
of Smith, DeJesus, Heess and Greg Surat. The 
five riders stayed in close formation throughout 
the first lap, but it was Smith who made the first 
bobble, allowing DeJesus and Heess to scoot by. 
Heess quickly put his Honda ahead of DeJesus 
to settle into second place. 

Meanwhile, Smith resumed his charge and 
repassed DeJesus on the third lap. Behind Smith 
was a charging Truglio, who promptly passed 
both DeJesus and Smith near the finish-line 
jump to take over third. On lap five, with the 
running order now Ornelas, Heess and Truglio, 
a three-way battle began. Heess and Truglio had 
made their way within striking distance of 
Ornelas, who had been riding a nearly flawless 
race. 

The trio battled in every turn lap after lap, 
until the first mistake was made. Ornelas came 
over a tricky little jump and landed the bike 
completely sideways. Somehow he managed to 





save it, but not before surrendering the lead to 
Heess. However, Ornelas wasn't about to give 
up that easily arid he outjumped Heess over the 
following tabletop. The two riders then entered 
the following left-hander side by side, with 
Ornelas putting a clean brake-check on Heess. 
Heess maintained his patience, however, and 
took an inside line-on the next right-hander to 
finally put Ornelas behind him for good. Truglio 
then came up and challenged Ornelas, but was 
unsuccessful as the checkered flag made its 
appearance a little too soon. The finish read 
Heess, Ornelas, Truglio, Smith and DeJesus. The 
overall went to Heess, second went to Smith and 
third went to Ornelas.

More than 800 entries made the trip to Spring

In Vet B action, Rick Pfeilsticker just moved 
into the B class and put his CR250 out front in 
front of Randy Saeger and the rest of the 18- 
rider pack. Lap one saw the flying Pfeilsticker 
way out front with a five-second lead on the 
pack, as Bern Seleski, Jeff Netzer, Tim Wahlberg 
and Mike Fox gave chase. The next couple of 
laps saw little change, but on lap three Wahlberg 
blazed past Seleski and then got by Netzer on 
the first big downhill. That left Pfeilsticker way 
out front for the win at the checkers, with 
Wahlberg second. Fox moved into third, Netzer 
took fourth, Seleski got fifth, Thor Mathison 
earned sixth and Jeff Saucier finished seventh. 

Moto two saw Seleski take the holeshot, with 
Netzer and Pfeilsticker following him into the 
first turn. After the famous Spring Creek sand- 
wash section it was Netzer who was in the lead, 
followed by Wahlberg, who had moved up a 
few places. The end of lap one saw Netzer way 
out front, with Wahlberg, Seleski, Pfeilsticker, 
Fox and Mathison in pursuit. With just over one 
lap left in the moto, Pfeilsticker passed 
Wahlberg for second and set his sights on Net- 
zer in search of the second-moto win. On the last

From there, Irving pressed 
hard and made a pass on the last lap, and then 
he and Bohhan moved out to a 20-second lead 
over third. Irving took the win, followed 
Bohhan, Mitchell, Cunningham, Brad Davis, 
Chalstrom and Mike Hawkins.

Oregon’s Gary Moore and Washington Pro 
Sport rider Bob Moran were among the top per- 
formers in Open-class action at the second 
round of the 10-race AMA District 27 short-track 
series, held at the Rainier Cycle Bowl. 

Moore, riding a Rotax, scored a pair of wins 
to take home first-place laurels in the Over 30, 
Open and Open A main events. Yamaha-mount- 
ed Moran won the highly competitive 600cc Pro- 
Sport final to join Expert main-event winner Jeff 
Hiatt in the Professional-class winner's circle.

While chasing 
Moran, his machine malfunctioned, allowing 
Prindiville to move to within striking distance 
of Moran and set up the final finishing order of 
Moran, Prindiville, Pete Medcalf, Keith Ander- 
son, Chris Kucklick and heat winner Bob 
Rosie. 

Moore's first of two wins came by way of a 
third-row start after he jumped twice. Moore 
carved through traffic to chase down Hank 
Frenna in the Over 30/Open A main, making a 
move across the finish line to take a win ahead 
of Frenna and Somers. Moore, who this time 
learned a lesson in patience, jumped into the 
lead in the Open A main and held off all 
advances to finalize his two-class decimation. 
Third went Brian Walls' way.

Yamaha rider Mike Scheel and Honda rider 
Matt Springsteen spent four motos in a side-by- 
side configuration at the Albany Motorsports 
Complex during CMC Summer Series Super- 
cross action, resulting in Scheel's coming out on 
top of the shootout. 

While Scheel trailed Pro rider Dustin 
Lenaburg throughout all four of the 125cc 
Pro/Intermediate and Before The Hill Pro/Inter- 
mediate-class motos, it was still a victory 
because, first, he was the top Intermediate, and 
second, he beat Springsteen both times out. 

Lenaburg was long gone in all of the motos, 
leaving Springsteen and Scheel to battle it out 
behind him. In the Before The Hill class, Spring- 
steen got the nod in the first moto, followed by 
Scheel and Suzuki rider J.R. Vielle, who were all 
well behind Lenaburg. Moto two also featured a 
similar runaway performance by Lenaburg.

Lenaburg also outrode the competition in 
the combined 125cc Pro/Intermediate class, 
although Scheel did put his Yamaha out in front 
of the field in the first moto until Lenaburg 
clawed his way past. Larry Jones, the only other 
Pro rider in the field, ran fourth behind 
Lenaburg, Scheel and Springsteen, but he 
encountered problems and dropped out of the 
action.

Morrisons dominate at 
Blue Ridge Hare Scrambles

The Morrison family proved unbeatable, taking 
the overall and two class wins at the fifth round 
of the Virginia Championship Hare Scrambles 
Series. The 1997 VCHSS Grand Champion, 
Daniel Morrison, put in three perfect 13-mile 
laps on his Motor Imports / Answer/Scott- 
backed Kawasaki KX125 to clinch the overall 
win. Morrison knew that mistakes would not go 
unnoticed by Stephen Edmonson on his 
FMF / White Brothers / Bruce's Suspension-spon- 
sored Kawasaki KX250, who was within seconds 
of challenging Morrison's lead on each lap. 
Casey Cycle City / Chick-Fil-A / Factory Connec- 
tion-sponsored Jason Greer rode his Yamaha 
YZ125 to third overall, while Robbie Deal mus- 
ded his Jimmy’s Cycle Sales / Piedmont Chevro- 
let/Bryant Radio Supply-backed Honda 400XR 
in for a solid fourth overall. 

Rainstorms that occurred the Friday before 
the race made the track slick and slimy in places. 

"The creek banks were getting trickier each 
lap, but for the most part, the track conditions 
improved each lap," said Daniel Morrison. 

Several riders agreed that the track condi- 
tions improved each lap, and some added that 
their physical condition did not. Most riders 
thought that the mix of tight woods and open, 
sweeping hills made this one of the best Blue 
Ridge tracks ever. 

Before the main race, the mood for the day 
was set with a tight race in the Mini class 
between Casey Cycle City-sponsored Jason Bai- 
ley on a Kawasaki and Yamaha rider Jason Huff- 
man. The two riders fought hard the entire race, 
with Bailey making the winning pass on the last 
lap of the slick 3.3-mile course. 

Mechanical troubles plagued the 200cc A 
class. Dean Ingram's Kawasaki was charging 
hard for a first-lap lead until a flat tire took him 
out of the race. Chance Baker's Motorcycles & 
More-backed Kawasaki suffered a cracked cas- 
ing during the second lap, which also put him 
out of the race. Chad  Parker's 
CPMR /Smith / Bruce's Suspension-backed KDX 
200 seemed to escape those troubles to take his 
first A-class win of the season. 

Although handlebars were banging into the 
first turn in the large 250cc A class, Glen Hol- 
comb came away with the win on his Jimmy's 
Cycle Sales-backed Yamaha YZ400F. Staying 
within seconds of the leader were Tony Deal's 
Jimmy Cycle Sales / Piedmont Chevrolet/ Bryant 
Radio Supply-backed Honda and Daryl All- 
man's Mark IV-sponsored Kawasaki. 





Motor Import/ Answer/Scott-backed Danny 
Morrison dominated the Vet A class on his 
Kawasaki to continue the Morrison winning 
streak. When Morrison came through the barrels 
on the first lap, Montie Orr's Mark IV-sponsored 
Honda was just a few seconds behind, and Val- 
ley Kawasaki rider Rickie Huffman charged 
close behind for third. 

The Women's class also saw a victory for the

year-old Jessica, won her second event of the 
season in a wheel-to-wheel battle between her

Posey and Painter pounce at 
Wild West Motocross

OGDEN, UT, APR, 25-26 

It was factory-contingency day at round one of 
the Western Power Sports Wild West Nationals, 
and with the extra motivation Marlo Painter and 
Kipp Posey nailed the gold and the green in the 
125 and 250cc Pro classes, respectively, at Hot 
Springs Raceway. 

Kris Papworth’s 250cc Pro holeshot lasted 
about 100 yards before Ty Carson slipped his 
Kawasaki underneath and into the lead. Posey 
and Painter also quickly displaced Papworth 
and set sail after the charging Carson. Heavy 
pressure and an inside move put Posey past 
Carson and into the lead on lap three, and a cou- 
ple of laps later an outside move put Painter 
past Carson and into second. Carson glanced 
back to see who would challenge for third and 
found the freight train of Papworth, Ty Birdwell 
and Kris Rourke close by. As Posey and Painter 
ran away up front, the four-way battle for third 
sorted itself out, with Birdwell securing third; 
followed by Rourke, Papworth and Carson. 

Posey had the fastest wrist at the start of 
moto two, followed by Boise, Idaho's Rourke 
and Honda-mounted Painter. Rourke immedi- 
ately latched onto the rear fender of Posey and 
Birdwell latched onto Painter in a battle for 
third. The two pairs of riders traded paint but 
not positions until midmoto, when Rourke's 
KTM outgunned Posey for first at about the 
same time Birdwell bounced Painter for third. 
With no riders able to retaliate, the moto ended 
with Rourke taking the moto (4-1) and Posey 
taking the overall (1-2). 

At the start of first 125cc Pro moto, Posey 
took up right where he left off in the 250cc class 
- at the head of the pack. This time, Posey won 
going away. Luckily for the spectators, Yamaha- 
mounted Josh Borges and Honda-mounted 
Painter kept the crowd awake with a fierce bat- 
tle for second. Painter appeared to concede sec- 
ond to Borges when he slid out 2 1/2 laps from 
the checkers. A quick kick lit his CR and he was 
back in pursuit. Painter quickly closed the gap 
on Borges and, with half a lap left, dived under 
Borges and took over second. Now it was 
Borges' turn to be the hunter, and he retaliated 
in the next turn as he dived under Painter. The 
two made contact and Borges' bike popped into 
neutral long enough to give Painter clear sailing 
for second. 

When Painter and Posey powered into the 
first and second positions at the start of moto 
two, they set the stage for what would be the 
closest battle of the weekend. They quickly 
pulled away from third-place starter Borges and 
proceeded to battle. Lap after lap, Posey showed 











Painter a wheel in the turns. On the second-to- 
last lap, he found a line on a double jump where 
he could stay low and get back on the ground 
before Painter. That allowed him to get his front 
wheel next to Painters' rear as they went past 
the white flag. Both riders realized the moto 
winner would be the overall winner, and they 
had the crowd hanging on the fence as Posey 
tried desperately to get around Painter. 
Approaching that last double jump, Posey 
played his ace in the hole - the line that kept his 
flight lower than Painter. As both riders landed 
from the jump, Painter still had the lead but 
Posey had the momentum. But the 40 yards to 
the finish wasn't enough for Posey to pull 
ahead. Painter squeaked across the line with the 
win a mere two feet ahead of Posey.

Ledesma, Ammann duel 
at Firebird Road Race

CHANDLER, AZ, MAY 2-3 

Mark Ledesma and A.J. Ammann went at it like 
two junkyard dogs fighting over a ham bone 
during the mest recent round of racing in the 
CCS Southwest Sprint Series at Firebird Race- 
way. 

At first it looked like Ammann wouldn't 
even make it to the scrap, let alone put up a 
fight. The Suzuki rider fought a persistent oil 
leak for most of the day on Saturday, which he 
finally traced to a faulty O-ring on the starter 
motor. By Sunday morning, he was ready to 
skirmish. 

Meanwhile, Ledesma was simply going 
about his business. Ledesma is heir apparent to 
the number-one plate and currently holds the 





overall points lead. He increased his lead by 
trouncing the field in the red-flag-shortened 
GT3 race and then set off for the winner's circle 
in GT1. Later, he handily won the Lightweight 
GP race with a string of low 1:14s on his EX500, 
then did the same in the Lightweight Superbike 
class. 

Racing got under way on Sunday undér 
clear skies with temperatures in the low 90s. 
Ledesma and Ammann tussled for the first time 
during the Heavyweight Superbike division, 
and it was Ammann who took the holeshot, 
with Ledesma in hot pursuit. They pulled away 
from Chris Greve and turned consistent laps in 
the middle to low 1:09s. 

Ammann led most of the laps as Ledesma 
repeatedly pulled out of the draft and had a look 
down the inside as they entered turn one, but 
Ammann protected his line and held fast. As the 
two leaders got into lapped traffic, it was 
Ammann who read it best and pulled out the 
biggest lead he had all day - two bike lengths. 
He held his advantage to the flag and took the 
win. 

The next race saw Ammann card the Unlim- 
ited Superbike win over Mark Hensley by two 
seconds as he got ready to meet Ledesma again 
in Unlimited GP class. All eyes were on the 
starter as Ledesma got the jump and took the 15- 
rider field into turn one. By the end of the first 
lap, Ammann was on Ledesma’s rear fender and 
trying to close up the gap. Jason Parker started 
well and put his GSXR750 into third place on the 
first lap. Hensley was moving up after his fifth- 
place start and slotted into fourth behind Parker 
on the second lap. ` 

Ledesma put his head down and clicked off 
several laps in the 1:08 range. His quickest was a 
1:08.4, which was enough to pull away from 
Ammann. Ammann tried to close it back up; but 
Ledesma's ZX7 had too much acceleration and 
he lost contact. Ledesma won by 4.71 seconds, 
with Parker trailing Ammann by 2.74 seconds. 
Hensley finished in fourth, .52 of a second 
behind Parker, and Greve rounded out the top 
five 4.05 seconds later. 

“My bike was working great," reported 
Ledesma immediately after the race. "I changed 
to another tire after A.J. (Ammann) beat me in 
the Heavyweight Superbike race and 1 just 
cruised." 

“I couldn't keep up,” explained Ammann. 
“He (Ledesma) just kept getting a couple more 
tenths. How did he get through traffic like that? 
His bike was just too quick today."

Woods on fire at D-15 
Hillclimb opener

MIDDLEBURY, IN, APR. 26 

The District 15 hillclimb season, as usual, 
opened at the Goshen Iron Horsemen Hill. The 
day was cold and rainy, but the sandy hill 
absorbs moisture well and the times were as fast 
as usual. Fastest of all was Mike Woods from 
Bay City, Wisconsin. Woods is the defending 
National Champion in the 500cc class and 
showed everyone why as he launched an incred- 
ible jump off the first breaker. Landing perfectly 
with the power on, Woods flew his CR500 high 
over the top in a sizzling 3.67 seconds on his 
first-round ride, and no one was able to come 
really close for the rest of the day. 

Ryan Peterson was the closest in the first 
round as he flew his CR500 over in 3.8477 sec- 
onds on his first ride. Peterson is from 
Ellsworth, Wisconsin, starting his first full year 
in the 600cc class on a well-set-up Honda pur- 
chased from Luke Haas. In second-round action, 
Marc Stamm and Eric Wheelwright blasted over 
the hill with 3.83-second times to move Peterson 
to fourth overall. Jason Northrup moved around 
Andy Fortner for a fifth-place finish in 3.8783 
seconds. 

Ryan Peterson claimed the win in the 125cc 
class on his classy Honda CR125 by overtaking 
Anthony DeHart on his second run. The 15- 
year-old DeHart (national number two), from 
Niles, Michigan, had posted a fine 5.5858-second 
run on his Jackson Performance Yamaha to take 
the first-round lead, but the 22-year-old Peterson 
blitzed the hill in 5.4046 seconds to take the win. 
Kevin Ryan, from Ridge Farm, Illinois, claimed 

















third place on his KX125 with a 5.6454-second 
run, followed by his buddy Tim Lambert with a 
5.7631-second run on his Kawasaki. Mark Good- 
man rounded out the top five on his KX in 
6.1519 seconds.

The thumper hooks up really 
well, but it is very difficult to keep the front 
end down, especially with no extensions. But it 
obviously has loads of power and speed. This 
will be a good class to watch this season. 
Northrup says he has no plans to put exten- 
sions on - he likes riding it stock length. Paul 
Hillard claimed the third spot on his YZ400F, 
followed by Scott Havercroft.

Shafer fastest at D-17 HC

CAYUGA, IN, MAY 3 

The District 17 1998 hillclimb season was 
opened at the Pleasure Riders hill, and despite 
heavy rains in the preceding week, riders dis- 
covered a very well-prepared hill to ride. Mark 
Shafer from Arcola, Illinois, started his season 
with a win in the 600cc class and fast time of the 
night. Shafer delivered a high-flying 3.401-sec- 
ond run on his first-round ride to set the fast 
time to beat, then became the only rider to beat 
it on the second round, posting an even quicker 
3.355 seconds, Andy Fortner from Pittsboro, 
Indiana, was closest to Shafer, as he pulled off 
second place with a 3.433-second run on his 
CR500. Darrell Trent came next with a 3.452 
time, Jason Northrup took fourth on his Honda 
in 3.553 seconds, and John Scroggins filled out 
the top five in 3.593 seconds. 

The hill may actually have had too much 
traction for the guys with the wide rims, as 
riders such as Fortner and Northrup actually 
had too much loft off the first breaker, result- 
ing in spectacular jumps. The only problem is 
that extended air time is not conducive to fast 
times. 

Tommy Daniels has returned to hillclimb 
action after many years' absence and made his 
presence felt by winning the highly competitive 
250cc class. Daniels turned a fine 3.534-second 
time on his second ride to move ahead of "Fast 
Andy" Fortner, who had taken the lead after the 
first round with a 3.579-second time on his 
Suzuki. In second-round action, Fortner 
launched hard off the first breaker but rotated 
backward past vertical and had to drop off his 
screaming machine and settle for the third-place 
trophy. Daniels was a National Champion at age 
10 and is a very fast and aggressive rider. He is 
building a Kawasaki triple, as is Fortner. The 
two will soon join Jason Northrup and John 
Hillard in 750cc action, making that a very com- 
petitive and exciting class to watch. 

Mark Goodman also moved ahead of Fortner 
on his second-round run of 3.534 seconds to take 
the second spot, with Kevin Cappello and Tim 
Lambert finishing fourth and fifth. 

Steve Shafer delivered a good 4.160-second 
time on his Harley to best John Hillard and his 
Harley in the Open class. Shafer also picked up 
the Pushrod-class win on his Harley with a 
4.092-second time, ahead of Tim Wiggins and 
his Triumph (4.521 seconds) and Steve's brother 
Mark and his Harley (6.790 seconds). 

Kevin Weaver appears to be the guy to beat 
in the Senior class this year as he claimed his 
second straight win with an excellent 3.563-sec- 
ond run on his CR500. Tim Wiggins was 
Weaver's closest challenger as he put his Tri- 
umph 650 over the top in 4.311 seconds for sec- 
ond place, followed by Bob Glenn on his KTM 
550 in 4.503 seconds, Dan Walstad and Mark

It rained most of the night and early in the 
morning before the Pleasure Riders were to start 
the second half of the D-17 season-opening dou- 
bleheader hillclimb, but run it they did - with 10 
fewer riders than the night before. Some riders, 
in fact, drove in, took a look, then turned around 
and headed home. 

After cleaning out the starting area, the hill 
was still in remarkably good shape, and many 
riders posted faster times on Sunday than they 
did on Saturday night. Mark Shafer from Arcola, 
Illinois, carded his second Fast Time trophy in a 
row on his KX500 with a sizzling 3.277-second 
first-round ride, which was faster than his 3.355- 
second fast time of the night before.

Tom Daniels scored his second consecutive 
win in the 250cc class by overtaking "Fast 
Andy" Fortner and Mark Goodman with a sec- 
ond-round run of 3.610 seconds on his KX250. 
Fortner had carded a 3.680-second time on his 
RM250 and Goodman stopped the clocks on his 
KX250 in 3.720 seconds on their first rides to 
hold down the top two spots at the break. Nei- 
ther, however, could match Daniels' second 
effort on their second rides, so they had to set- 
tle for the second and third spots. Kevin Cap- 
pello and Tim Lambert rounded out the top 
five. 

Kevin Weaver won his third Senior-class 
hillclimb in a row with a quick 4.018-second run 
on his CR500, followed by Bob Glenn with a 
4.980-second run on his KTM 550. Bud 
Northrup rode his son's CR500 over in 5.431 
seconds for third place, and Mark Goodman Sr. 
finished fourth on his KX250 with a 92-foot 
effort. 

In Youth-class action, 6-year-old Blake Cap- 
pello turned the tables on defending class cham- 
pion Mark Matthews by climbing 72 feet on his 
Lem for the win. Matthews ran his Suzuki 50 
feet for the second-place trophy. 

Becky Williams picked up her first win in 
1998 on her KX80 in the 85cc Youth class with a 
5.749-second ride. Chris Rivers, the class winner 
the night before, topped the hill in 7.059 sec- 
onds on his Suzuki for second place, while Don- 
nie Barber took third on his Kawasaki in 8.405 
seconds. Justin Trent, who is 9 years old and 
unable to touch the ground, nevertheless 
thrilled the onlookers as rode his KX80 83 feet 
up the hill for fourth place. Ricky Clark finished 
out the top five with a 64-foot effort on his

to not stop on the slow-down lap. They 
need him on the rostrum, and pronto, so 
that he can be a superstar not just to the 
trackside fans, but to the real audience, 
out there in TV-land. 

TV schedules are unforgiving, and if 
anybody is missing from the ros- 
trum party, for whatever reason - 
well, it just goes ahead without 
them. 

But it is also indicative of the 
clammy hand of commercialism, 
the dead stamp of conformity - 
the price of success, where heroes 
have to fit the cardboard cutouts 
already made for them. 

Rossi's not going to do that 
too easily. Already, only in his 
third year, the teenage 125cc 
World Champion has made a 
personal trademark of slow- 
down-lap showmanship. Aided 
and abetted by his avid travelling 
fan club, the fun-loving Rossi has 
in the past made many memo- 
rable displays. 

There was the "SuperFumi" 
cape at Assen, the Robin Hood 
outfit at Donington Park, the 
fashionably dressed blow-up 
Claudia Schiffer doll at Mugello - 
to name but three. The last one 
had a double edge. Already at 
loggerheads with Max Biaggi, 
with slagging matches in the 
press and on TV, he was poking 
fun at the older rider's supposed 
liaison with a supermodel. 

Other times, he would just 
perform like a monkey. After 
he'd climbed the security fence a 
few times, the calculating Biaggi 
decided to do the same thing at 
Imola. Perhaps not uncharacteris- 
tically, he went too far: Like a cat 
up a tree, he was all but stranded 
many feet above the ground. 

Rossi's great advantage is that 
when he clowns around, it seems 
to come naturally. He alsó never 
gets egg on his face. His stunts, 
no matter how outrageous, tend 
to come off.

The last great Grand Prix clown, 
Randy Mamola, could not say the same. 
Randy, nearing the end of a career that 
had brought him as close as you like to 
the 500cc World Championship, became 
an enthusiastic provider of entertain- 
ment for the crowd - in his last years 
with Cagiva, perhaps a little over-enthu- 
siastic. 

As well as demon rear-wheel steer- 
ing just for the sake of it, daring stop- 
pies whenever possible, and lots of 
one-handed antics, Randy just loved 
doing wheelies. Who could forget the 
time he looped a Suzuki at Donington 
Park, on the cool-down lap (now that’s 
entertainment!), or the time he crashed 
a Lucky Strike Yamaha in practice at 
Silverstone, dislocating his shoulder, 
because he’d been waving at a photog- 
rapher. 

But the worst of all was when he 
looped the Cagiva on the pre-race 
warmup lap at Assen. His friends on the 
grid had to delay the start to give hi 
time to get his spare bike ready. ; 

Mamola’s final years in the paddock 
were a blare of enforced hilarity. He 
developed a major penchant for strip- 
ping off, following his successful debut 
as a streaker at one of those phony 
“Miss Brazil GP” contests they used to 
have back in the fun days at Goiania. 
After that, I count myself lucky to be 
one of the few people in GP racing 
never to have seen the Full Mamola 
Monty. 

Randy is back in the paddock now, 
the big money all gone, working in TV 
as a pit-lane interviewer. He is a clown 
only sometimes, and a conspicuously 
affectionate father to his young daugh- 
ter. And sometimes he tests Grand Prix 
bikes for Team Roberts. 

But Randy did enjoy himself, at least, 
though he rather too obviously had to 
work at it in the later years, when his 
career was on the skids. In the company 
of the dour-faced Eddie Lawson, prickly 
Wayne Gardner, concentrated Wayne 
Rainey and others of his era, he provid- 
ed welcome light relief. And never once 
got punished for it. eN
